Freedman (an exhaustive survey by whom was 
published recently in Common Sense), and Mr.

‘After reiterating his remarks about the origin 
of the Zionist movement, Mr. Freedman says: 


Let me assure Mr. Stim that I intended no “in- 
nuendo” in declaring that American-Jewish sup- 
porters of political Zionism are guilty of un- 
American activity. Far from merely implying this 
I assert it openly. No man can have two con- 
tradictory political loyalties and be faithful to 
both. Nor will those imbued with genuinely 
American principles condone aggression against 
a defenseless people—who have occupied their 
country for 1300 years, even if the ancestors of 
some of the aggressors did happen to live there 
two thousand years ago.“ 


Mr. Freedman then quotes Jacob H. Schiff, 
prominent Jewish banker, in his famous letter 
to Professor Solomen Schechter’ of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, as follows: ? 


“Speaking as an American, I cannot for a 
moment concede that one can be at the same time 
a true American and an honest adherent of the 
Zionist movement. They who believe and hope 
and labor for an ultimate restoration of the Jew- 
ish political life and the re-establishment of the 
Jewish nation place a prior lien upon their cit- 
izenship which. . would prevent them from

The Persecution of Robert Best, the 
former United Press Correspond- 
ent to Vienna, Now in Jail, 


The ‘contest which is now in preparation: in 
the Robert H. Best case, before the United States 
District Court of Boston, bids fair to be one which 
will make history. Already, in spite of appar- 
ently insurmountable obstacles, the impoverished 
defendant (unable to secure satisfactory coun- 
sel, robbed of his money, deprived of his liberty, 
his personal papers pilfered without warrant, his 
private correspondence — even to lawyers and 
Congressmen — illegally censored, the records 
of his appearance in court falsifield to hide ir- 
regularities) has exposed and corrected several 
of the flagrant abuses by which the Moscow- 
mimicking termite prosecutors who disgrace our 
Department of Justice frame those indicted by 
war-hysterical rubber-stamp Grand Jurors. 


Mr. Best says that he has more than 300 spec- 
ific grievances, (many of them the kind of jur- 
isdictional errors which Appellate Courts have 
held require reversals of à conviction results), 
of which only 6 or 8 have been heretofore es- 
tablished to the satisfaction of the Courts, and 
corrected insofar as wilful jurisdictional abuses 
can ever be corrected by a mere non-continuance. 
Apparently, we may expect a repetition of the 
so-called Sedition Trials of Brooklyn and Wash- 
ington, except that in this case the Prosecution’s 
farcical and conniving tactics are directed at a 
single Defendant, who was denied even access 
to counsel for many months after indictment, 
while the Prosecution manipulated and framed 
its phoney evidence and suppressed or destroyed 
the real evidence. All persons who are inter- 
ested in the issues which are plaguing citizens 
who believe in the Church and State inter-rela- 
tionships which go to make up our American 
way of life should follow this case closely. At 
present, it is scarcely commented upon in the 
press of the country — even the stories sent to 
the City Desk of Boston newspapers are being 
played down less the exposures rock the present 
administrations of Truman and Clark, who have 
inherited this “hot potato” from a notorious Bid- 
dle witch-hunting era. 


Simliar “inheritances” (hot - potato cases 
against foreign correspondents whose views clash 
with those of the Red Deal — Donald Day, Ed-

are making a determined stand to hang, discredit 
or silence Best. 

Best’s experience with the amoral political 
ideologies current in Russo-Balkan lands of East- 
ern Europe, seems to have matured and sharpened 
his awaredness of the basic, personal realities of 
religion, and the basis of what he calls Defend- 
ing Pro Se With God as Counsel and Assistance 
of such Legal Advisers as he may secure, is not 
a lightly taken position, nor one based solely upon 
his unfavorable experience with court-selected 
counsel, but seems to be a very rational and real- 
istic interpretation of the Christian assurance 
that in the time of trial, reliance on the Spiritive 
God is a never-failing source of help and one on 
which he can rely, if other counsel continue to be 
unavailable, even in the confused procedural and 
substantive situation with which he is confronted. 

Robert Best has been and is seeking the aid 
of experienced counsel (not some practitioner 
in the Boston courts who has never been so un- 
fortunate as to have any idealogical litigations 
and however willing is hopelessly outmatched by 
the imported staff of carpet bagger witch hunters 
who are “assisting” or superceding the Boston 
Prosecuting Attorney) but if, and until, such 
counsel is available he may with confidence look 


` to God for help with every expectation that the 


few matters already corrected after so many try- 
ing months are only a token of the assistance 
which the final Arbiter of Justice will give. ; 
Such assurances of divine inspiration and guid- 
ance are not the tortous interpretations of isolated 
or ambitious tests but are part of the warp and 
woof of the scriptures — without which they 
would be merely historic commentaries. Since 


there has been a flippant tendency (inspired of 


course by the same sinisterly amoral and atheistic 
people behind his detention and persecution) to 
make it appear that Mr. Best’s reliance. upon 
God’s help in his uneven struggles against com- 
bined state and federal bureaucracies is somehow 
irrational, Common Sense deems it timely to 
enumerate some of the texts most familiar to 
those who believe in God — some 96% of the 


population of the U. S. 

As this case is unfolded, those who lein the 
truth will see how the Invisible Government uses 
our Department of Justice to punish their en- 
emies and protect their friends. The Justice De- 
partment allowed Gerhardt Eisler to remain in 
the U. S. twelve years, actively directing the over- 
throw of our Government. 

The writer of Hebrews 5:14 speaks of those 
Whose senses have been trained or conditioned 
to discern good and evil in recommending (13:6) 
boldly proclaiming that God is our helper, he re- 
states what Was proclaimed in Proverbs (14:17) 
Psalms (28:7, 54:4, and 116:6) and in Isaiah 
(41:10 and 50:9). 

As James (1:5) reminds us, “If any man lack 
wisdom, let him ask of God, who giveth to all 
men liberally” and as Luke (12:12) stated, “For 
the Holy Spirit shall teach you in the same hour 
(of adversity and trial) what ye ought to say,” 
teaching what he calls (21:15) wisdom which 
all your adversaries will not be able*to gainsay 
nor resist”. 

The first (10:19) and the second (Gospels 
13:11) affirm this same assurance of, and re- 
liance on, the Spirit of God or the Holy Spirit as 
did Paul in his first letter to Corinth, (2:10 to 13) 
where the deeper searching power of God’s divine 
spirit is stressed, — and the,fourth Gospel re- 
affirms again and again that thought of Ezekiel 
(36:27) concerning the abiding and indwelling 
Truth-power (14:17; 15:26, and 16:13) which 
is also contained in Romans (8:9, First Corin- 
thians (3:16) Second Timothy (1:14) and 1st 
John (2:27 and 4:6). 

An interesting emphasis is expressed by Isaiah 
(11:3) in discussing this ideal of an alert and 
understanding Spirit. routed in one’s God-con- 
ciousness and not restricted merely to impressions 
obtained by hearing or seeing, but it is useless and 
unnecessary to multiply evidence of a Truth so 
fundamental and obvious to the gnostic, and 
pearls before swin to the agnostic. 


FRANK KINGDON CAMPAIGNS FOR 
‘CONGRESS ON F.D.R.’S PROMISES 


Dr. Frank Kingdon, who recommends him- 


self very strongly as next U. S. Senator from New 
Jersey, spoke in Elizabeth, N. J., December 16, 
under the auspices of the New Jersey Independent 
Citizens League, a front for P.C.A., which some 
unkind people say stands for Plain Communists 
of America.

maintaining allegiance to the country of which 
they now claim to be good citizens . . . if those 


who come after us are to be freed from the pre- 


judice from which this generation is not unnatur- 
ally suffering, we need feel that politically no 
‘one has any claim upon us but the country of 
which, of our own free will, we have become cit- 


-izens, that even if we are Jews in faith there are 


no strings to our Citizenship.” 


The late Henry.Morgenthau, Sr., is then quoted 
from his autobiography: 

“Zionism is the most stupendous fallacy in 
Jewish history. I assert that it is wrong in prin- 
ciple and impossible of realization; that it is un- 
sound in its economics, fantastical in its politics, 
and sterile in its spiritual ideals . . . The very 
fervor of my feeling for the oppressed of every 
race and every land, especially for the Jews, 
those of my own blood and faith, to whom I am 
bound by every tender tie, impels me to fight 
with all the greater force against this scheme, 
which my intelligence tells mé can only lead 
them deeper into the mire of the past, while it 
professes to be leading them to the heights. Zion- 
ism is a surrender, not a solution. It is a retro- 
gression into the blackest error, and not progress 
toward the light. I will go further, and say that 
it is a betrayal; it is an Eastern European pro- 
posal, fathered in this country by American Jews, 
which, if it were to succeed, would cost the Jews 
of America most that they have gained of liberty, 
equality and fraternity.“ 


Continuing, Mr. Freedman writes: 

Mr. Stim likens the situation in Palestine to 
that of Ireland. Anyone with even a modicum of 
historical knowledge can see that this analogy, 
instead of supporting his own case, is fatal to it. 
The Irish have been in continuous possession of 
their own land for many centuries. When the 
English began their bloody attempt to conquer 
Ireland, Ireland had been in continuous posses- 
sion of the Irish for not less than thirteen hun- 
dred years — about the same length of time the 
Arabs have lived in Palestine! The Sinn Fein 
movement was the effort of the rightful and legal 
inhabitants to expel foreign conquerors — just 
as the Arab resistance to Jewish conquest of Pal- 
estine now and in the future will be a struggle 
for freedom.” 

Concluding, Mr. Freedom says: 

“Mr. Stim thinks that the forcible establish- 
ment of a Jewish state in Palestine will not en- 
danger world peace, but actually be a ‘stabilizing 
factor’. Does he not read the newspapers? True, 
he wrote before the partition was voted by UN. 
But even then the handwriting upon the wall was 
clear. This is but the beginning of sorrows — not 
only for the Jews of Palestine, but for the Jews 
all over the world. And the Jews of America, in 
majority non-Zionist but intimidated by the fury 
of a little group that is leading on to ruin, may 
some day recall with regret the prophetic words 
of Jacob Schiff and the elder Morgenthau — for 
the sin$ of the few will surely be visited upon the 
many. 

“They will be visited upon the many because 
the many lacked courage and will to keep order 
in their own house.”

Summing up the questions involved, President 
Hart, in Council Letter 181, writes: 

The United Nations was railroaded through 
the Congress as an instrument to promote peace. 
I have never believed it would be this, but be- 
lieved that to the contrary it would promote fric- 
tion, and eventually war. This is borne out by 
the recent action of the UN Assembly on Pales- 
tine. 

The events of recent days prompt me to set 
down upon paper what | think ought to be said. 
They suggest that the American people have be- 
come involved in this Near-Bastern question 
through the schemes and machinations of an 
active, arrogant, if not vicious, minority — 2 
minority of a minority. 

On November 29, after political log-rolling 
such as one might expect in a boss-riddén county 
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and the U.S.S.R. have worked together.” 


convention, the Assembly adopted by a vote of 


33 to 13 (with 10 abstaining), the scheme to 
partition Palestine. It was adopted in the face of 


the bitterest opposition from all Arab countries. 
It was adopted without participation by Britain 
which, having had a mandate over Palestine 
since World War I, knows more about Palestine 
than any other country. 


At a mass meeting at Manhattan Center, New 
York City, on December 2, Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver, Chairman of the American Section of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, “told his audience,” 
according to The New York Times of December 
3, “that the decision of the United Nations was 
traceable to the everlasting will and determina- 
tion of the Jewish people.” 


Nothing in the whole history of UN discloses 
better the forces that dominate it and that prob- 
ably called it into being. For just one group was 
interested in forcing through this Palestine pro- 


ject, namely those political Jews who are the. 


backbone of the Zionist movement. 

We think that most American Jews know little 
about this question, and care little. They are 
Americans first, just as the vast majority of Am- 
ericans of other origins are Americans first. Those 
who forced this ‘project through UN aré Jews first. 


Drew Pearson, who claims to be on the inside 
of many things, asserted in his column of Decem- 
ber 3 that President Truman had ‘‘cracked down 
harder on his State Department than ever before 
to swing UN votes for the partition of Palestine.“ 
And he proceeded to tell in detail just what Mr. 
Truman did to put it across. Apparently the in- 
ternational Jewish organization left no stone un- 
turned to bring pressure.on Mr. Truman, and Mr. 
Truman went all out to carry out the desires of 
this group. 

This makes it pretty clear that the Truman Ad- 
ministration is in the hands of this groups Taken 
in connection with the bitter fight to land three 
Jews in the membership of the vitally important 
five-member Atomic. Energy Commission; the 
aggressive efforts to force through the commun- 
ist inspired FEPC law, as well as the so-called 
anti-discrimination laws that have been passed 
in two or three states; the violent efforts to force 
a modification of our immigration laws to permit 
the bringing in indiscriminately of more Jews 
from Europe; the studied abandonment by the 
federal government after 1941 of keeping records 
of Jewish immigration; the fact that both this 
and the preceding Administration of Mr. Roose- 
velt were infested on almost all levels with Jew- 
ish appointees, many of them communistic: read 
in conjunction with all of these facts, it becomes 
apparent what force has been molding the policy 
of the United States in recent years, involving 
it in war, and making well-nigh treasonable 
concessions to Soviet Russia. It explains why, 
after a century and a half of closely following 
American traditions, the United States has be- 
come repeatedly involved, at whatever cost, in 
events all over the world, in most of which she 
has not the slightest vital interest, but which, if 
persisted in, will surely lead the American Repub- 
lic to destruction. 

The Truman Administration has been greatly 
influenced by this group. So, we believe, to a 
large extent, was the Republican Party in its 
campaign. of 1936, and especially in its cam- 
paigns of 1940 and 1944. The grave question 
before the American peaple is whether in 1948 
the Republican Party will permit itself to be dic- 
tated to, both with respect to its platform and its 
candidate, as in the recent past. 

When the UN Committee some weeks ago 
voted the resolution to partition Palestine, Sen- 
ator Vandenberg instantly said he did not believe 
the United States would ever agree to send a 
single soldier to Palestine. 

Yet if the partitioning is to be enforced, it will 
have to be done by American troops and Am- 
erican money. The American people are the 
only people in the world with enough wealth, 
and perhaps enough gullibility, to fall for such 
a proposition.

is Pearson dull enough not to be on his guard 
because of this very circumstance? Wily Soviet 
Russia knows precisely what she wants, just as 
these Zionist Jews know precisely what they 
want. Soviet Russia, of course, will gladly send 
troops to “assist” in forcing through of the Pal- 
estine agreement — why shouldn’t she? But 
when those*Russian troops go into that Arabian 
territory, they will never leave. 


Because of plain speaking on this subject, the 
Daily Worker, the New Masses, PM, the Com- 
munist Party and other organizations of that 
kind will raise the cry of anti-Semitism. But that 
cry is wearing pretty thin. That epithet has been 
a useful smoke-screen. The phrase anti- Semitic“ 
is especially nonsensical in this instance. For 
the Arabs themselves are Semites, and they are 
many times more numerous than the Jews. 


In the second place, to raise the cry of anti- 
Semitism, or even of anti-Jewism, in the United 
States is particularly absurd, because here, more 
than in any other country in the world, the Jews 
have had and have fully exercised their oppor- 
tunities. The real offense is anti-Gentilism. If 
antiJewism is stronger in the United States than 
at any time in the past, the Zionist Jews have 
brought it about. 


And this leads to the reason why J am willing 
to say all this. This aggressive Jewish group can 
wreck the United States. But if their attitude 
continues they will wreck themselves before the 
United States is wrecked. There will surely be a 
repetition here of all the outbursts and violence 
against Jews that have taken place in so many 
other countries. May that evil day never come! 
For the wrath of the American people would 
likely explode against all Jews, even the great 
majority who are Americans before they are Jews. 


Those at whose instance partition was forced 
through UN must know that the Near East has 
long been a danger spot in international affairs; 
that another world war would so deplete the re- 
sources and man power, and so wrench the free 
institutions of the United States as to force upon 
her a regimentation under which, for all Amer- 
icans now alive, liberty would not return. They 
must know that those Americans who would have 
to fight in such a war would be largely, if not 
entirely, non-Jews. They must know that Soviet 
Russia thrives on discord and war, and they must 


see that she would profit by this conflict. 


Since Soviet Russian and American repre- 
sentatives in UN stood together on the patrition 
project, the inescapable query arises — can it 
be possible that the Zionists and the Communists 
are one and the same? 


And is it not possible that radical Jewish ag- 
gressiveness, author of the Morgenthau plan, is 
responsible for the Administration still forcing 
the destruction of the 682 German industrial 
plants, in spite of rising indignation in the United 
States, while at the very moment Mr. Truman is 
asking Congress to re-regiment the. American 
people so that they may be forced to give up 
enough of their dwindling resources to replace 
what the vindictive American policy has been — 
and still is — tearing down?

FORTY-FIVE THOUSAND PEOPLE STILL 
PAID TO BRAG ABOUT NEW DEALISM

Alarmed by the mushrooming propaganda 


facilities of the Democratic Administration, two 
ace prosecutors whose talents for ferreting out 
corruption and graft sent them to Congress, are 
now training a practiced eye on the labyrinth of 
government press agentry.

THE FOUR PHASES OUTLINED FOR 
RUSSIA’S RISE TO WORLD CONTROL

A confidential memorandum recently distrib- 
uted among Communist leaders in several of the 
Russian-dominated countries of Central and 
Southeastern Europe describes the phases in 
which the “final struggle” between Communism 
and capitalism is expected to develop:

2. The establishment of Communist Govern- 
ments in Western Europe will come second, ac- 
cording to the memorandum.

Germans can be used as technicians and organ- 
izers in all countries, the document states. The 
trouble in Greece, China and Palestine may also 
be expected to continue, it adds. 
3. The peaceful conquest of Great Britain is 
next on the list. Britain is no longer a great

4. This will leave the United States as the only 
opponent to be fought, the circular points out. 
It is no longer an isolationist country but an 
imperialist power, and American plutocracy is an 
all-out enemy of the USSR, the document de- 
clares.. It may be possible, however, to avoid 
war because “the Americans do not want war” 
and “the economic crisis which has already begun 
is sure to become worse“, and then “Communists 
will be able to extend their influence in the labor 
unions and to work for peace”.

` Robert Henry Best, former head of the United 
Press Bureau in Vienna, is momentarily a man of 
national importance --- making a lone fight for 
the American way, which is at present in such 
grave danger, and he deserves support. Soon he 
will come before the Federal 
Court in Boston to fight for his 
Constitutional right, a fair 
trial, freedom of speech, his 
life, his liberty. For more than 
a year he has been incarcerat- 
ed in local Massachusetts jails 
and newspaper publicity has

Best is thoroughly informed 
about. international affairs and 
the ideological controversies 
which breed big and little wars. 
As a top-flight newspaper man 
head of the United Press Bu- 
reau in Vienna for many years, 
he had to keep informed. He 
has said: “Those who are pros- 
ecuting me are not those who 
believe in our American Way, but they are men 
who have stealthily found their way to the cen- 
tral machinery of our Government and under the 
protection of their offices they are trying to palm 
off alien ideologies as just-as-good-as, or more- 
liberal-than our own ways.” 


“I know the Dirty Deal I am up against,” Best 
continued. “I know the Marxist double-cross 
and double-talk whenever and wherever I meet 
them. But | am an American; I know my rights 
and I know my countrymen; | know that if I am 
given the opportunity to defend my case and 
present my evidence the jury will vote not to 
convict me, but my accusers instead.” 


` Although an experienced newspaper reporter 
and analyst, Best does not pretend to know the 
law. He does not know a motion from a plea, or 
& rule from an order or a writ, or about the laws 
of procedure. But he insists that he is being 
framed on lying evidence, although the professed 
aim of the lawsuit is to ascertain the „truth.“ 
Best is certainly not condemned by anyone who 
believes in free speech. More and more, his opin-

while the prosecution staff are very well paid 
indeed. Necessarily, the court-appointed lawyer 
was preoccupied with other affairs. 


Tune Supreme Court has laid down excellent 
and specific rules about the equal rights that 
should be given to paupers, but apparently in 
this case great care has been taken by the prose- 
cution and their friends to see that these rules 


are not applied. 


Once upon a time American Justice meant all 
these things which the Bill of Rights provided for, 
and justice meant being fair even to someone 
you dislike. Then it was that Andrew Hamilton 
defended John Peter Zenger to forever establish 
the right of free speech and a free press in Am- 
erica. Once upon a time Samuel Adams and John 
Hancock (who defied their king) helped save the 
hated Britishers from angry Bostonians after the 
Boston Massacre.

The Courthouse, which originally was an im- 
partial forum to which opposing counsel came, 
now provides offices, libraries, secretarial, and 
scientific facilities for the lawyers working for 
the “accusers” while it brushes off the “accused” 
with meaningless platitudes about how innocent 
he is presumed to be. 


The great men who founded this Republic had 
rebelled against the very conditions here de- 
scribed.

Knowing her approximate routine around 
the clock | used to feel her calling me even in 
my sleep. Not having felt such calls lately has 
me worried a bit; I should prefer to burn in Hell 
rather than that Moscow’s savages kidnap or 
otherwise mistreat her.” (Mrs. Best is — or 
was — in Vienna, left a hostage to the Comin. 
ternists who instigated this prosecution). 

The device of transporting a man for trial to 
a place far distant from where those best able 
to testify to the pertinent facts are located is one 
of those injustices which provoked the American 
Revolution. Even in the 18th Century ‘British 
never so far forgot themselves or the traditions 
of our common heritage as to compel a wife to

“A spectre is haunting Europe —the spectre of 
Communism. All the powers of Europe (the 
Pope being the first named) 
have entered into a holy alli- 
ance to exercise this spectre”.

MARSHALL PLAN WILL END CAPITALISM 
IN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES ON LIST 


Writing from Cairo, Egypt, Karl H. Von Wie- 
gand, Dean of American foreign correspondents, 
representing the Hearst newspapers, staies that 
the Marshall Plan will mean the end of capitalism 
and free enterprise in Europe. He continued: 


Without any control or strings whatsoever i:

than one of the 16 beneficiary countries. 


The Marshall Plan will directly and indirectly 
accelerate the growth of socialism, twin brother 
of Communism. It will unavoidably contribute 
to the spread and consolidation of socialist polit- 
ical and economic doctrines. 


The Marshall Plan in Europe eventually will 
gitike back across the Atlantic Ocean into the 
United States. At the first big American industria] 
recession and business depression, with its un- 


employment, the cry of “‘nationalism—socializa- | 


tion” will be raised. 


Cemmmunism spells death to capitalism and 
free enterprise wherever its blight strikes freedom 
and individual rights. 


As a consequence of the miscarriage of Am- 
erica’s war aims, and the blunders and foundering 
of her postwar policy, the U. S. now finds itself 
between two enemies of American political and 
economic institutions.

Department. 


What actually happened is this: Banker paid 
the treasury check with the peoples’ deposit mon- 
ey and when the contractor redeposited the 
money the teller put it back among his deposits.

. To protect banker against any losses, treasury. 
department presents banker with National 
Credit Bonds equal to the amount of treasury 
checks either cashed or credited by the banker. 


7. To avoid a credit inflation, tax out each month 
an equal amount of National Credit Bonds 
corresponding with the amount of new money 
put into circulation during the month. This 
xeeps the money supply on an even keel. 


The adoption of this sane and absolutely sound 
finance system would reduce taxation between 
50% and 75%. It would not add to the national 
debt and the burden of interest payments for the 
exclusive benefit of the bankers. If we can reduce 
prices, we eliminate the danger of an inflation, 
no more O.P.A. or similar freedom restricting 
laws and regulations. A 


How is this all possible? Because the na- 
tional credit is used direct instead of hocking it 
with the bankers and making it a commodity. 


The writer demands an investigation of the 
treasury department and is ready to prove his 
case at any time before an intelligent body of men. 


To bring about economic order, outlaw the 
Federal Reserve act. 


To fight Communism, all that is necessary is 
money spent in the right place. We could finance 
Europe with 100 billion dollars at the expense of 
1% Service Charges: In other words, instead of 
going into debt for 100 billion dollars with in- 
terest payments, all it would cost us is 1 billion 
dollars Service charges. 


To show you the confusion existing in our 
treasury department, I mention only the state- 
ments that we could pay off the national debt: 

ask you: How can you pay off the national 
debt with a system which creates nothing but un- 
payable debts every time the government pays a 
bill? Any 10-year-old boy knows you cannot 
pay off any debt unless you make a money profit. 


It is all very simple when you know how and 


-want to solve the problem. 


What we need above all is an investigation of . 
the treasury department and the Federal Reserve 
Banks. To do this demands courage. I hope the 
people’s representatives have that. If they do not 
act, they will continue to support a fraudulent 
finance system for the beneft of the bankers and 
we will have bankruptcy.

It is necessary that the Com- 
munist Party should be capable of meeting the 
mement of crisis fully equipped to take the di- 
rection of future class wars in the United States. 
You must prepare for that, comrades, with all 
your strength and by every means; you must 
constantly improve and bolshevize the American 
Communist Party. You must forge real revolu- 
tionary leaders of the proletariat who will be 
capable of leading the millions of American 
workers toward the revolutionary class wars.” 


This statement by Mr. Stalin has never been, 


repudiated and is officially recorded on page 17 
of House Report No. 2 of the Seventy-sixth Con- 
gress. 

it is important to reconsider this charge by 
Stalin, because the American Communist is no 
longer useful in production of munitions and ma- 
terials to keep Russia from defeat. The Commun- 
ist Party of the United States has publicly and 
without reservation, as late as the summer of 
1945, made it clear that they will renew class 
warfare, agitation between the races, and in other 
ways promote revolution in this country. It is 
clear that these public announcements made as 
recently as 1945 are in perfect accord with the 
directive of Joseph Stalin whigh was recorded in 
the Seventy-sixth Congress.

am aware that the Constitution of the United 
States, in guaranteeing freedom of religion to all 
its citizens, must forever keep church separate 
from the state. This was clearly the intent of the 
Founding Fathers, and their intent should be re- 
spected. But, it is still true that, to be a good 
American, each of us must recognize certain basic 
principles, written into or assumed by the Con- 
stitution. 


First: The Founding Fathers accepted God as 
creator and ruler of the universe, the source of 
all good, whose moral code as presented in the 
len Commandments is the foundation of our 
system of law and order. 


Second: Freedom is an attribute inherent in 
man, in consequence of his creation in the image 
of God. That freedom can be neither created nor 


destroyed by the individual, nor removed by the 


state except with the consent of the individual. 
It comes to each of us with birth and goes with 
each of us into the grave. 


Third: The freedom from God invests man 
with stewardship for all that is his, and with re- 
sponsibility directly to God for the way in. which 
he uses his freedom and discharges his steward- 
ship. 


Fourth: Freedom means the right of the indi- 


vidual to choose, the right to hold private prop- 
erty and to enter into private and individual con- 
tract with other individuals, within what limits 
are necessary to safeguard the similar freedom of 
other individuals. 


Fifth: The State exists only to preserve the 
rights and freedom and encourage performance 
of duties of individual citizens, by maintaining 
such conditions of law and order under which 
freedom can be exercised safely and in tranquility. 


Into such a picture we bring the principles of 
Christianity, founded firmly on the same Ten 
Commandments, with additional emphasis on the 
sacredness of personality, individual freedom and 
responsibility directly to God. 


Basic to all the teachings and inclusive of all 
the Christian doctrines are the two great com- 
mandments: thou shalt love the Lord. thy God, 
and thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 


History has demonstrated that nations thrive 
and grow strong as they develop individual citi- 
zens. National strength is the fruition and cul- 
mination of individual strength. Law and order 
in tranquility and without loss of individual free- 
dom and strength can be maintained only as the 
personal ethics of individual citizens call for and 
support the laws of the state. Good government, 
finally, can exist and persist only as it is rooted 
in self-government by the thousands and millions 
of individual citizens. 

A good society must rest on good individuals, 
and the most successful rule for individual good 
conduct and. self-realization is found in the two 
great commandments to love God and to love our 
tellow man as we love ourselves. 

It is tragic that through all the centuries since 
these truths have been available to us, mankind 
has tried almost everything else and failed. 
Latest among those failures is the United Natjons 
which lacked the courage to begin with God. It 
is only as we adapt ourselves to the eternal laws 
that govern life, that we ca achieve fulfilment of 
life, and it is because the principles of Christian- 
ity applied actually accomplish the highest good 
of individual and society, that we must recognize 
Christianity as practical. That is the lesson of 
history.

Speaking in London before the Pilgrim So- 
ciety, Secretary of State Marshall said the dif- 
ference between socialism in England and free 
enterprise in America is not serious.

It is through that kind of thinking that we got 
where we are. No wonder the alien-minded have 
so large a control. Here is the greatest aid both 
to Communism and Socialism in America, 


Prophecy is risky. The shape of things to come 
may be altered by events as unexpected as Pearl 
Harbor. We may have shooting war with the 
USSR either without warning or after a long 
period of growing tension. Or, such hostilities 
may be averted for many years. What is said 
here takes all these possibilities into account. But 
we must write of what we see and know, and 
must speak as we think. 


A compated to total populations, 


the percent. 
age of acknowledged Communists in the United 


States today is nearly as great as, if not greater 
than, the percentage that took over Russia in 
October, 1917. 


The assertion that Russia in 1917 was a vast, 
backward country, more easily captured by a 
small number of people than a modern, highly 
integrated country like the U.S.A., is not to be 
trusted. It reveals the kind of misunderstanding 
of our danger which Communists encourage. 


A highly integrated, complex society like our is 
more vulnerable, not less, than was the vast 
sprawling empire of the Czars. Lenin and Trotzky 
seized power through having organized commun- 


ications, transportation and financial workers in 
Petrograd, then a city of three millions. A sub- 
stantial part of that preparatory organization has 
been completed here. 


A more highly organized economy can be all 
the more quickly paralyzed because it can be 
taken at a few key points. Three hundred tug- 
boat workers, for example, hold the City of New 
York at their mercy. They can cut off the major 
supplies of food and fuel. A few bombs judic- 
iously placed could cut off all electric current and 
fuel gas. Sabotage at key points could disrupt 
telephone and telegraph communication with the 
outside world and within the city as well. Sub- 
ways would grind to a halt. Lights would go out. 
elevators would stop. Police forces would lose 
communication with each other. 


What saboteurs could do to New York, they 
could do to other American cities. But that would 
be only the start. Electrified railways could be 
halted by the crippling of a few power stations, 
steam railways by the wrecking of a few bridges. 
Big steel plants could be brought to a halt by 
easy sabotage, or quickly forced to close for lack 
of transportation and fuel. New York City’s 
whole complex, interdependent economy could 
be completely stalled by a thousand determined 
saboteurs who knew exactly what they had to do.

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A REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE NATION

The nation is in economic chaos. To solve 
this chaos, only one measure will succeed in 
doing so. Outlaw the most dishonest method of 
financing the nation, the legally-protected Fed- 
eral Reserve Act. This act has placed the nation 
completely in the hands of the International 
Bankers, the gréatest curse for the last 100 years, 
ever since Alexander Hamilton succeeded in tak- 
ing the financing öf the nation out of the hands 
of Congress and put it in the hands of the Inter- 
national Bankers.

This was accomplished within 34 years with 
an original capital of about 140 million dollars. 


If we consider the total of 600 billion dollars it 
would mean we have gone into deht at the rate of 


6 billion dollars a year for the last 100 years. 


The treasury officials can not be so dumb not 
to realize that the nation is being robbed by these 
bankers with a system which is based on nothing 
but fallacies and illusions. In other words, it is 
the greatest flim flam trick practised upon the 
workers of the nation, as all this money was orig- 
inally earned by the workers and taken over by 
the money powers. If anybody can contradict this 
statement, I would like to hear from him. 


In my opinion it is the duty of the treasury 
officials to come before the people and say: 


“Gentlemen: We have discovered an error 
in our method of financing the nation.

tan and Brooklyn, passed through the train in- 
suliing passengers, calling out in substance that 
their day had passed and that the day of the 
Negroes had come.

icans Most Need to Know : 

But the ability of Communists to strike a hard, 
initial blow is not the only factor Americans need 
to understand. They need to know the way is 
being prepared for it. 

In 1917 the little group of men who seized 
Russia for Communism stood alone. They had to 
improvise. The movement behind them was in- 
ternational, but only in the sense that it had co- 
conspirators in other nations. No country in the 
world had a communistic government. They had 
little or no outside backing.

Further, the Bolshevists of 1917 made their 
attempt to establish Communism in one nation 
then almost encircled by a world of free econom- 
ies enjoying political freedom.

Now the Situation is Reversed 

Today, the Bolsheviki“ in America find the 
situation exactly reversed in their own favor. The 
USSR is the strongest power on the Eurasian con- 
tinent.

When Lenin and his band undertook to capture 
the Russian nation the number of convinced so- 
cialists or other collectivists was an infinitesimal 
portion of the whole population. The land was 
in the throes of change. A people were casting off 
the chains of centuries—or thought they were. 
A burning desire for human freedom was in the 
air. The Bolshevists took advantage of this,

now it is to be given another false label—‘‘Chris- 
tian Communism.” 

Communism is, of course, none of these things. 
But millions of Americans have been taught to 
believe that it is. They have been softened up until 
perhaps unconsciously, they have come to accept 
the presuppositions of collectivism. 

The Sons of the American Revolution pub- 
lished a pamphlet, The Betrayal of America.” 
It is a brief before the California legisiature sup- 
porting- charges against the Superintendent of 
public Instruction, the Curriculum Commission, 
and the State Board of Education, The alleged 
offense is a deliberate attempt through the schools 
of the State to inculcate the youth with Marxist 
principles. 

It is. stated therein that a left-wing program, 
entitled Building America,” was approved by the 
State Board of Education against the protest of 
many citizens. The assertion is made that there 
is evidence, however, that an essential part of this 
program was examined by the Soviet Consul 


General in New York in advance of the meeting! 


Largely thorugh and in the schools and many 
of the colleges lies our extreme danger. For when 
young men and women turn from the philosophy 
of freedom and assent to the philosophy of col- 
lectivism, they have taken a step that many never 
retrace, even in later life. Since Communism is 
only one of a number of collectivist sects, any 
convinced collectivist is only one short, easy step 
from it. And what is more natural than for eager 
young liberals“ and progressives“ to be drawn 
toward the most dynamic collectivist sect, the 
sect that claims the future for its own? These 
are all things which American Communists know 
very well. They rely on them. They devised and 
planned them. It was necessary for Communists 
in Russia to educate a generation in collectivism 
after their revolution. In America this education 
has been undertaken in advance and is already 
far along. And much of it has the tacit blessings 
of multitudes of respectable Americans. 

How Russia Got Started Here 

In Russia, except for the Lvov-Keresnsky in- 
terlude in 1917, Lenin and his associates faced a 
government which, however corrupt or stupid, 
fought against them with all its power. American 
Communists have been faced with no such ob- 
stacle to the development cf their conspiracy. 
It has been just the opposite. The first important 
foreign policy act of the Roosevelt Adminstra- 
tion was the recognition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment in 1933. Formal promises were then given 
the United States that Russian agents would not 
interfere in our domestic affairs — promises 
violated before the ink was dry — and contin- 
ually and cynically violated ever since. 

Instead of resenting this, the New Deal Admin- 
sitration allowed itself to become infested with 
Communists and communist fellow-travelers who 
infiltrated almost every department and agency of 
the executive branch of the government. They 
and their friends helped turn that Administration 
into what was virtually an agency for collectivis- 
ing America. For the New Deal, as the National 
Economic Council has pointed out for years, and 
as many who formerly scoffed at the charge are 
now excitedly discovering, is only a domestic 
label for old-world, reactionary, bureaucratic 
collectivism. 

Now we are beginning to pay the price for the 
New Deal, even while the politicians responsible 
for it try to shift the blame and charge up the 
consequences of their own folly to the very bus- 
iness men they have tried to ruin. 

Now we must pay heavily for the encourage- 
ment that Administration has from 1933 to 1947 
given to Communism at home and its abject ap- 
peasement of Communism abroad. We must pay 
for the aid it has given collectivism in the U.S.A. 
by its contemptuous rejection of every principle 
and policy that contributed to make America 
great. We must pay for the vast impetus given 
Communism by the criminal stupidity of our 
European and Asiatic adventures, which have 
removed the barriers that separated us from our 
one most implacable foe. Never did the Russian 
Bolshevists of 1903-1907 receive such hearty 
cooperation from the regime they conspired to 
destroy. We shalt be fortunate if the price we 
must pay for the New Deal is not the final sur- 
render of our freedom and our national existence. 


We Must Revise Our Thinking 

What have been’ stated above are some of the 
background factors that must be understood if 
we are to evaluate realistically the communist 
threat to America. 

Most Americans think of changes of govern- 
ment in terms of our usual elections, of the free 
processes of constitutional government. They 
take it for granted that Communism can never be 
adopted in America unless the people vote for it. 

Of course it is obvious that Communists or 
anybody else will be perfectly willing to take a 


country without a fight 1f they can gec it as a 
gift. And there is ground for believing that if 
the eellectivizing of America continues for a few 
more years, we might at last drop like a ripe plum 
into the lap of Stalia or his successor. The adop- 


tion ef the welfare projects asked by President 


Truman in his address to Congress January 7th 
last would carry us far toward the communist 
destination. 


HOW TO RECOGNIZE REVOLUTION 

But the communist method is something that 
every American should know, so that he can 
recognize it when it comes down the street. The 


classic pattern has varied little from October, 


1917, whether in Russia itself, or Rumania or 
Hungary. Communists often announce as their 
program the exact opposite of what they really 
intend to do. STEP ONE: Lenin entered Russia 
in April, 1917, a month after the overthrow of 
the Czar. For the next seven months he denied 
steadfastly that the Communists had commun- 
ist intentions. Hé reassured business men they 
should not think it his intention “to deprive the 
business owner of a single penny of his money. 
It is necessary,” he went on, ‘‘to lay great stress 
upon this fact because of the behaviour of the 
middle-class press, which frightens the smaller 
traders with the threat that Socialists, and in par- 


‘ticular Bolshevists, desire to ‘expropriate’ them.” 


no idea of what was to follow. 


The real intentions of his party were thus care- 
fully concealed. Even the vast majority of those 
who carried out the final coup in November had 
any idea of what was to follow. 

In one of his columns in 1937 George Sokolsky 
reported that the business men of Russia back in 
1919 and 1920 were confident that if the Bol- 
shevists came to power they could dd business 
with them — they could do business with any 
government. Then he relates that when the 
Bolshevists succeeded these business men lost 
everything — their property and their lives. And 
Skolsky adds that he met the wives and daughters 
of many of them a year or two later in Chinese 
cities where they were earning their living in the 
only way that was left to them. 


STEP TWO: This was the time to find a suit- 
able slogan. ‘Revolutions are made with the 
slogan of the day,” said Lenin. He found one 
that could exploit popular feeling without re- 
vealing his aims. ‘‘Peace and bread!” he cried. 
Russians were weary of the war, and the price of 
food was high. The slogan won him supporters— 
in particular two regiments of the Petrograd 
garrison. 


STEP THREE: The Party was to work through 
other people while keeping itself as invisible as 
possible. At the same time there existed in Pet- 
rograd a “soviet” of soldiers and workers. It 
was not like the soviets of today. It was an un- 
official council, as innocent appearing as the 
Labor-Management Councils set up by the New 
Dealers during the war. This “soviet” was pop- 
ular with the “proletarians.” It was considered 
as representing all parties — therefore higher 
than any. By the middle of September the Bol- 
shevists, boring from within, had secured an 
actual majority of this “soviet.” They then pre- 
pared to use its prestige to destroy all other par- 
ties. 


STEP FOUR: This was to prepare for the in- 
surrection. The order went out October 23rd to 
organize the staff of the insurrective detachments. 
The staff was apparently not Bolshevist: it was 
called the “Military Revolutionary Committee of 
he Petrograd Soviet.” This was the first Com- 
munist Front — and it worked. 


STEP FIVE: This was the Big Lie For two 
weeks before the day set for the rising, it was first 
whispered, then spoken, and on the final day, 
shouted. Lenin had explained the Lie to his in- 
timates: “an armed uprising . . imposes the 
duty on one in all public utterances to lay not 
only the blame but also the initiative at the door 
of the adversary.” 

So, rumors began to circulate that the Govern- 
ment itself was plotting to restore the monarchy. 
Day by day more details were ‘‘divulged.” The 
Government timed to destroy all other parties. 
It wanted to call off the elections for the Constit- 
uent Assembly, set for November. It planned to 
call in the Germans. Each day the Bolshevist 
newspaper PRAVDA ran banner headlines: “Long 
Live the Constituent Assembly, Master of the 
Russian Land!’ None of these rumors had the 
slightest basis. 


STEP SIX: This was the revolt itself and the 
seizure of power which took place November 6, 
1917. On that morning the two regiments were 
told that “the counter-revolution” mentioned in 
the rumors had begun, and the “soviet” ordered 
them out to “crush it.“ They were joined by a 
mob of workers and sailors, most of whom im- 
agined they were crushing a counter-revolution. 
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But they were expertly led. Before the next day 
ended, the soviet forces were in control of every 
key office and facility in the capital. The surprised 
government was unable to resist. ; 
How large was the force that enabled the Bel- 
shevist-led movement to seize and hold power in 
a capital city of three millions? In all, soldiers, 
sailors and mob, less than twenty thousand. But 
ihe whole coup was engineered and carried out 
by less than twenty men who where they 
were going. i 
~ Lenin, having gained power, issued a state- 
ment to the nation. The elections would go on as 
scheduled. If the Social Revolutionaries (whom 
he had just thrown out) were victorious, he said, 
“As a democratic government we cannot disre- 
gard the decision of the people. . we shall still 
say: ‘so be it?” 

STEP SEVEN: The elections were held — 
with the Bolshevists in power and in charge of 
election machinery. The Social Revolutionaries 
received sixty per cent of the 36 million ballots 
cast. The Bolshevists had twenty-five per cent, 
other parties. fifteen per cent. 


The voters had repudiated Lenin. Did he 
acquiesce? He did not. The Constituent As- 
sembly was opened on January 18, 1918. Lenin’s 
first act was to arrest all non-socialist deputies. 
When a Social Revolutionary defeated a Bolshe- 
vist candidate for speaker by polling seventy-five 
per cent of all votes, the Assembly signed its ewn 
death-warrant. It was 8 dispersed by 
bayonets. Most of its members were subsequently 
“liquidated.” 


Lenin explained to the country that his action 
was necessary because the Assembly was acting 
“as cover for the struggle of bourgeois counter 
revolutionists for the overthrow of the power of 
the soviets.” Nothing more was said about the 
“Master of the Russian Land” which the revolu- 
tion had been started to “save” from Kerensky! 

STEP EIGHT: It had been possible to get power 
only by use of the Common Front technique 
in the Petrograd “soviet.” As soon as that power 
was consolidated, the other members of the Com- 
mon Front were pushed out of office. Most of 
them were later liquidated — the standard com- 
munist reward for its tools and dupes. 

NINTH AND FINAL STEP was re-establish- 
ment of the Secret Political Police on December 
20th. From that day to this no Russian has dared 
to call his soul his own. 

It is not difficult to see how this basic method 
couid be applied here in America after the stage 
has been set for it and when a period of crisis has 
come either with the tragedy of ruinous inflation 
or during war with the Soviet Union. Our | enin, 
if he comes, will doubtless also promise us “a 
democratic government.” 

In part, the method is already being applicd — 
notably in the use of the “Common Front.” 
Here the Bolshevists call it the “United Front,“ 
and American Communists and their stooges con- 
stantly make it appear that America faces the 
threat of “fascist” domination. Just as Lenin did, 
they accuse those they wish to destroy of płot- 
ting the very things they themselves are plotting. 


In Light of History * 
What Would Aministration Do? 

Just what administration may be in power if 
and when the Communists attempt their coup in 
America, we cannot know. But though the Tru- 
man Administration is making fists at Commun- 
ism with one hand, with the other it isstill appeas- 
ing it both at home and abroad. If a Communist 
insurrection were to begin today we wonder 
whether those who have for so many years been 
appeasing the Soviet Union until it has become 
a habit might not also try to appease Commun- 
ism at home. ; 

THE COMMUNIST PARTY SHOULD BE 
MADE BY LAW A CRIMINAL ORGANIZA- 
TION AND ITS MEMBERS SUBJECTED TO 
CRIMINAL PENALTIES. We had better quit 
fooling around. This is a tough world and the 
Communists are playing for keeps. We are under 
no obligation to sit by while Commuists use civil 
liberties” as a cloak to destroy civil liberties. We 
had better begin to play for keeps, too.

The Aministration is moving heaven and earth 
to force through Congress the proposal to spend 
$17 billion to defeat Communism in Europe. 
Yet it is spending little or nothing to defeat Com- 
munism in the United States. Indeed, the Wash- 
ington Administration, during most of the past 
fifteen years, has been the main bolster of World 
Communism — and some of its policies still lend 
it aid in the United States.

Words must have no radlation to actiens. — 
otherwise what kind of diplomacy is it? 
Sincere diplomacy is no more possible than dry 
water or wooden iron.” 


That Stalin, Molotov and Vishinsky are plain, 
stupid is a conclusion to be aware of. You’ve 
got to look at these politicians obliquely to get 
them in focus. They are past-masters in treach- 
ery, faithless to the plighted word, and skilled in 
Oriental cunning. Can it be supposed that when 
Vishinsky attacked us in New York that he was 
just shooting off his mouth because his ears loved 
the noise? There are two angles worth consid- 
ering — maybe more. One is that he made these 
noises to bolster up his fellow tyrants back home 


make the proletariats believe we were gunning | 


for them, and they had better close ranks. Ma- 
chiavelli and Sherlock Holmes would surely keep 
this thought in mind. 


The other angle is that Vishinskky KNEW his 
speeches would create American sentiment for the 
Marshall Plan, and deliberately made them as a 
come- on. 


Then came the establishment of the Comin- 
form in Belgrade, and Molotov's speech in Mos- 
cow with the horrid news that Russia had the 
atom bomb. That sounded phony to me. If 
Russia had it, why advertise it? The London 
Times said, “The effect of the Molotov speech 
will be — like most Soviet actions lately — to 
help the progress through Congress of the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program.” Are we to believe 
the Kremlin brain is so simple as not to know 
that? 


If Russia wants to promote the Marshall Plan, 
it’s as plain as the nose on a wall-faced pike that 
the way to do it is to antagonize and terrify the 
naive Americans. 


As Garet Garrett says in “American Affairs”: 
Why should Moscow, pretending otherwise, 
want the Marshall Plan? Here one question may 
help to answer another. Why should it not want 
it? In the first place, American billions poured 
into Europe cannot be controlled by political 
dikes; they will flow in all directions Russia and 
her satellites are bound to be benefited somewhat. 
These American billions will create new assets in 
Europe . . . If they believe, as they do, that a 
debacle of the capitalist system in the United 
States would deliver the world to socialism, and 
secondly, that this prodigious aid to Europe will 
weaken the economic structure and hasten that 
debacle, then, of course, they would be for the 
Marshall Plan.” 


Lenin said he would make the capitalistic coun- 
wies choke on their bonds and printed money.

THE PATTERN REPEATS ? 


Are we already at war, or just a step er two 
away? 

The request to us of the Greek Premier Them- 
istocles Sophoulis for 500 mountain guns follows 
a familiar pattern. Give us the guns,” fe seems 
to say, “and we will win the war against te Com- 
munist guerillas.” What next? 

One of England’s best informed men ia public 
life, in private conversation, recently said, in sub- 
stance: 

“The United States does not seem te realize 


that it is at war. You have sent 3300, 000 000 to 
Greece, and military officers to help the Greeks 


‘win their fight. You recently sent Marines iato the 


Mediterranean. You will have to send mere mon- 
ey and military forces to Greece. You c't back 
out. You can’t haul down your flag. Ressia and 


` 


the satellite countries on the North of Greece 
will resist. They will increase their forces, and 


dome day there will be a clash. Then you will 


have to pour more men and money into Greece, 
and you will then have a shooting war on your 
hands. You will have to send millions of men to 
Europe. No one can predict when this shooting 
war will start. But you are in a situation which 
means that you are now at war because you can’t 
back down. England backed out because she is 
no longer a first-rate power. You are the defend- 
ers of civilization.” 
That is only one man’s opinion, but he has 

important contacts in and out of the British ` 
government. 


I am one of those simple souls who believes 
the people are entitled to be told, with complete 
honesty, just what are the intentions of our pub- 
lic officials. There seems to be no reason for 
Secrecy. . 


If we are sending shooting men to the Mediter- 
ranean and the Middle East, Russian military in- 
telligence knows it. So why not expose the prob- 
lem and the danger to the grass-roots judgment 
of the American people? Maybe they could 
offer some suggestions of value. Anyhow, they 
are the ones who pay and die, and have a moral 
right to be informed. 


If our officials had never made a serious mis- 
take in foreign policy, we might think differently. 
But we have seen the astounding naivete with 
which a half dozen men built up Russia as a 
‘peace-loving democracy” into a greater threat 
to our security, possibly, than Hitler’s regime. 


This leads to some skepticism as to whether 
a handful of men should have the war-making 
power (supposed to be in Congress under the 
Constitution) completely in their hands, without 
the check or benefit of public opinion. 


There was Yalta, Cairo, Teheran, Potsdam, 
the Morgenthau Plan, the betrayal of Poland, an 
ally, the forced surrender to Russia by China, 
another ally, of important territory and interests . 
in Manchuria and Korea, and by Japan in the 
Kurile Islands. Not so hot. And at the end of 
three years, no peace anywhere! 


Does the pattern repeat?—the 50 destroyers, 
the arming of Iceland, the shoot at sight“ order 
—all before Pearl Harbor. 


In short, has the war power slipped completely 
out of the hands of Congress and the people? 
Is the Marshall Plan a charity operation to succor 
the hungry or helpless, or is it an instrument of 
war? 


If we are now as near to war as this Englishman 
thinks, the real question is whether we should 
give priority in the use of our assets to build up 
American defense or allocate them to interna- 
tional charity. 


On that great question of our time, I claim the 
American people are entitled to full knowledge 
of the facts and to to be heard.

The age of miracles is not past. 


Certainly not if by the word miracle one means 
and understands the accomplishments and/or the 
making evident of the unbelievable or the seem- 
ingly impossible. 


Of this fact I am more and more convinced 
with every day that passes; and that too with 
very good reason. 


With God as My Counsel, I have succeeded 
during the past twelve months in making the 
self-designated ‘‘Hub of the Universe” God-con- 
_ scious as it probably has not been for many de- 
cades. 


Among other things, for instance (although | 
am still battling on this issue with The District 
Court of The United States for The District of 
Massachusetts), I have caused one of the coun- 
try’s most important radio stations to remind its 
tens of thousands of listeners that, by Supreme 
Court decisions and rulings, as well as by the 
terms and phraseology of The Constitution itself, 
“America Is A Christian Country.” 


Also, although I am still battling with the same 
court also on this issue, I have caused hundreds, 
if not even thousands, of political, religious, and 
social, leaders throughout America and even other 
parts of the world both to see and to denounce 
as anarchism, conspiracy, subversion, treachery, 
treason, and fraud, that Moscow Monster known 
—and-aliased variously as The Third International, 
The Comintern, Marxian Communism, The Com- 
inform, Soviet Democracy, Stalinism, Leninism, 
Trotskyism, and The Cult of Kaganovitch and 
Consorts.

“columnists,” 1 finally comprehended what was 
behind the frequent references of these ‘‘column- 
ists” to “My God” and “Your God,” etcetera, 
when a Freedom-Pledge form reached me in my 
jail cell: 

In the most perfect of theophobian and Anti- 
Christian language this form contained the words, 
Free (or Freedom) “to worship my own God,” 
— as if the universe were as full of Gods“ as it 

is of atoms, and as if these “gods” were to be

pronto! 


But, before | signed -it and mailed it to the 


archivist of The Freedom Train 1 Americanized 


it, of course, in the sense of that last paragraph 
of The Constitution (as of 1787), which is often 
omitted in publications of this matchless docu- 
ment of government. 


In other words, I scratched out the words “my 
own God,” and revised the sentence in question 
to read, Free (Freedom) ‘‘to worship God in my 
own way.” 


Then, in the upper corners of the form I wrote 
the words, “WRONG: My. God is God of The 
Universe,” and, “RIGHT: The God of The Un- 
iverse is My God.” And, to the immortal credit 
of The Freedom-Pledge Editor and Archivist for 
New England, let it be both heralded and sung 


abroad that this individual not only caught the 


point as soon as my pledge-form reached his eyes 
but printed and circulated thereafter This Robert 
H. Best Version of The Freedom Pledge; and no 
more, so far as I am aware, of The Tom C. Clark 
Version. i 


The signed pledge-forms in question, incident- 
ly, have sincè been bound and deposited in The 
Library of Congress, Washington, D. C. God 
grant that the form which 1 signed did not “get 
lost“ on the way to the bookbinder; because it 


was “With God as My Counsel” that I was able 


to use it thus to accomplish His Will from a cell 
in the East Cambridge Jail of Boston, Mass. 


“Though the cause of evil prosper, 

Yet ’tis truth alone is strong; 

Truth forever on the scaffold, 
Wrong forever on the throne, 

Yet that scaffold sways the future, 
And, behind the dim unknown, 

Standeth God within the shadow 
Keeping watch above His own.

Did Mr. Clark and his ‘“law-givers” have even 
an inkling that they were but the unwitting in- 
struments of The One True and Living God, or 
that they were but confounding their particular 
phase of The World Conspiracy when they ar- 
ranged that I be twice indicted on a charge of 
treason, that I be haled before a specially selected 
judge in a court whose claim to jurisdiction I have 
challenged, and that I be held for trial without 
bail in a Boston jail? Hardly!. But, as the pledge 
incident has shown, such was the case.. 


Wherefore, regardless of what may happen to 
me anywhere, or at any time, | shall always give 
joyful thanks to God for the opportunity vouch- 
safed to me thus to serve Him and my fellowman. 


For this privilege and honor | would willingly 
and happily endure again, and even many times 
over, the hours of inhymanly malicious as well 
as excruciatingly painful physical tortures and 
psychical brutalities to which | have been sub- 
jected during two years that have elapsed since 
I was arrested on the orders of a known, and 
identifiable, agent of Moscow on January 27, 
1946. 


Quite unintentionally Clark-and-Cohorts not 
only served God’s purpose but did me a very 
unique favor when they incarcerated me in a city 
where I could expose the racket and skullduggery 
part of Fhe Freedom Pledge campaign very soon 
after they launched it under the camouflage of the 
many sacred documents aboard The Freedom 
Train. Wherefore | forgive them their past, and

am praying God to make this forgiveness divine 
as soon as they repent and confess their sins 
against Him, and against our country. 


Meanwhile, however, (if I may resume my | 


boasting“), I have not been resting on my 
Freedom Pledge laurels, but have busied myself 
with a large number of civil-rights court-motions 
which some federal judge somewhere will ultim- 
ately welcome as an opportunity for re-affirming 
various basic laws and concepts of The Consti- 
tution and of those illustrious founding fathers of 
our country, who gave us Our Christocratic Re- 
public via The Constitution. 


Some of these motions one federal judge has 
attempted to evade by rejecting them without per- 
mitting me. the specificaliy prescribed legal right 
of every defendant to submit pleadings and/or 
arguments to his or her motions; but, in any 
event, the motions are on the record and hence 
cannot be either wished out of existence or oth- 
erwise killed. (Whereof more later). 


“De jure” this judge has rejected the motions 
in question ‘as “without merit,” but “de facto” 
even he has admitted in an indirect way that they 


have gieat merit both legally and morally. 


And thereby hangs a tale. 


For the twenty-odd months from January 1946 
to December 1947 I was forced by my jailmasters 
to a lawless censorship; and thus to expose every 
person with whom I. corresponded outside the 
jail to the black-list smear tactics, and even phys- 
ical violence, of the self-tyled ‘“Anti-Defamation- 
ists.” - 


Even`today, in fact, I engage in such corres- 
pondence at the risk and peril of so-called “jait 
discipline.” But I have at least reached the point 
where I can mail my own letters beyond the reach 
of my present jailmaster’s eyes, and also receive 
letters intact. To date, however, I have not yet 
been able to obtain my rights to a court order 


requiring the said jailmaster to withdraw his 


threats to discipline“ me if he catches me en- 
gaging in uncensored correspondence. 


Until December 16th, 1947, J submitted to this 
jailmaster-blackmail; but, after bringing this par- 
ticular bit of lawlessness again to the attention 
of the court on that date, 1 have defied the said 
jailmaster with the knowledge (though without 
the protection), of the judge who claims juris 
diction in and over my case. (Whereof more also 
later). i 


In the meantime, due to the fact that I had re- 
fused, as of November 12th, 1947, to consent 
further to the illegal censorship of the jail ad- 
ministration, | had been deprived not only of my 
mail rights but also the right to have writing paper 
in my cell. 


“De jure” this state of affairs still exists; but 
“de facto,” I’m glad to say, I have writing paper 
and pencils (though no table or chair, or stool, 
since the evening of January 16th, 1948), this 
thanks to the fact that one of the first acts of a 
lawyer whom the judge sent to consult with me 
was to urge immediate measures to remedy at 
least the writing-paper outrage. 


These, as well as all others, of the few remed. 
ial measures taken by the court up to and includ- 
ing that historic January 16th, 1948, have been 
not only even less than half-way measures but 
have been taken grudgingly and with a great ill- 
will. By the grace, and with the continual help, 
of God as My Counsel, however, I shall continue 
thankful for these little fishes even though I never 
catch a whale. 


With respect to my freedom-of-the-press bat- 
tles, and my exposures of the moral turpitude 
and persecutory tactics of the public prosecutor, 
there is so much to say that one knows hardly 
where to begin. Motions on each have been sub- 
mitted to the court and copies issued for pub- 
lication.

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CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION RAPS CANC L-

The Civil Liberties Union sharply criticized the 
Boston City Club for it’s action in canceling per- 
mission for the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee to hold a dinner in its dining room The 
statement was signed by Mrs. Kenneth B. Mur- 


dock, vice-chairman and Edward Speigel, counsel. 


The dinner, to be held in honor of the novelist 


Howard Fast and other national officers of the , 


Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, an orga» 


izaion listed as “subversive” by Atty. Gen. Tom | 


C. Clark, was abruptly canceled after prominent 
Bostonians had protested that their names were 
being used without authority as sponsors of the 
event. 


“Regardless of the views held by members of 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee,” the 
statement said, “the organization has every right 
to hold its dinner, and any atempt to abridge this 
right is a denial of basic civil liberties. 


“The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee,” 
the statement continued, “has been duly certified 
by the State Department as a relief organization. 
In placing this on his list of subversive organiza- 
tions Atty. Gen. Clark offered no evidence to 
prove his contentions. 


“The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee 
has had no opporunity to be heard or to present 
their defense. They have been arbitrarily pro- 
nounced guilty without benefit of any sort of 
trial.” 


*The above article is from the Boston Globe. 
Here are the facts: 


The 16 members of the Board of Directors of 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. were 
given an opporunity in Washington, before a 
Congressional committee, to be heard. They 
refused to allow inspection of their books cover- 
ing the expenditure of millions of dollars to create 
the revolution in Spain — by which one and one- 
half million lives were lost. They also financed 
Marshal Tito and brought him from Paris to Yugo- 
slavia to slaughter thousands of Christians for 
Stalin.

Herr Stertin decided that it would be just as 
well to let the matter rest until he himself had 
occasion to go to Berlin, or until he had occasion 
to speak to someone from Berlin on the occasion 
of a visit by this person to Vienna. And thus 
matters remained until early 1942, when Best, 
himself, went to Berlin from Bad Nauheim to 
arrange, he thought, with the German Security - 
Police for permission to continue his residence in 
Germany until the cessation of hostilities — an 
for work in certain historical aspects of the war.

That Power was the State, represented, 
Successively, by kings and parliaments. So, they 
erected a political structure of limited, delegated 
powers. Among the powers denied to the federal 


government was the power to encroach upon the 


God-given , unalienable liberties of the individual. 


But they knew that encroachment upon liberty 
might be expected from another quarter — from 
the tyranny of transient majorities. Therefore, 
the Constitution was so designed as to prevent 
hasty invasions of fundamental rights by such 
majorities. 


In. the view of those who won our liberty, the 


_ essence of liberty is that the indivdual be let alone. 


The Founding Fathers had a sound reason for 


this. Once let government enter the area of in- 


dividual freedom for an ostensibly good purpose, 


x and it can remain for any purpose. Even a good“ 
act commanded by the State ceases to be a free 


act. The basic philosophy of our Constitution is 
that individual freedom can be maintained only 
if government is fenced away from it altogether. 


That is why the Tenth Amendment declares 
that: 


“The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to the States 


respectively, or to the people.” 


In other words, the way “to secure these rights“ 
not to interfere rms their exercise.

Marxist action demands also that “the work- 
ers” must engage in class conflict.’ They must

President Truman, in an obvious bid for the 
Negro and Jewish vote, on December 5, 1946, 
appointed a Committee on Civil Rights. It was 
instructed to make recommendations with re- 
spect to the adoption or establishment, by legisla- 
tion or otherwise, of more adequate and effective 
means and procedures for the protection of the 
civil rights of the people of the United States.” 


In December 1947 the Committee reported. 
Excerpts were published approvingly in many 
American newspapers.

Robert H. Best now on trial in Boston Mass.,

Somewhere on the payroll of the U. S. Govern- 
ment there is a large group of persons who are 
designated by two categories or sections; namely, 


“C-I-C Briefing’ and C- C Rewrite”. 


The persons in question are primarily either 


so-called refugees and or ‘Displaced Persons 


or ex refugees who are now enjoying American | 
— although the citizenship in ques- | 


citizenship ; 
tion is at least in many cases, of doubtful validity, 
because of the “undue speed" with which they 
were naturalized. 

Those of the section known as “C-I-C Briefing 
are, at least to a great extent, still in Europe; 
and their function is two-fold; namely to decide 
where various D-P's (Displaced Persons) are to 
be sent from Europe, and in what order, and to 
decide when various bona-fide native-born Am- 
erican citizens shall be permitted tc return io The 
U. S. A. Those of the section known as C- - C 
Rewrite” have the task of putting into good Eng- 
lish the reports and decisions of CI- C Briefing:” 
wherefore they are more or less equally divided 
between Europe and The U-S-A. 

The reports of these two groups and/or sec- 
tions go to no ascertainable official authority 
neither to The State Department nor to The War 
Department, nor to the regular channels of The 
Military Government of The U-S-A in the occu- 
pied parts of Europe. And some of their reports 
seemingly go also to certain radio commentatores 
and columnists. 

nder the abbreviated expression “C-I-C" is 
— — punter. Intell : 
Corpe of The U-S Army. It is also applicable 
however, to hn outfit known as The Civil Infor- 
mation Corps. 

The aforementioned Counter Intelligence Corps 
is officially part of The U-S Army; — namely, 
the espionage, or spy, arm of The Army. But, 


the reports of the likewise aforementioned C- | 


Briefing and/or “C-I-C Rewrite’ do not clear 
to or through The Counter Intelligence Corps of 
The Army. 

The aforementioned Civil Information Corps. 
in turn, is sometimes referred to as The Civil 
Information Service, and sometimes as The Poli- 
tical Representation. In one way or another the 
agents of this Civil Information Corps, and/or 
Civil Information Service, and/or The Political 
Representation, have arranged that their reports 
reach The Department of Justice and determine 
many of its policies and actions; — including 
not only The Labor and Immigration Bureaus but 
even The F-B-I. 


Inasmuch as these same agents work also for 


The Comintern and or The Cominform they are | 


really the liason, or connecting, channel between 
subversionosts in official position in Washington 
D. C., and The Headquarters of The Comintern 
Conspiracy against Christian Civilization, 
in Moscow. And, there are very valid reasons for 
believing that it was some of these agents who 
not only entered and searched but even partly 
pilfered my apartment in Vienna during 1945 
but also arranged to have the local head of The 
Communist Party in a village near Feld am See, 
Austria, order The Brtish Army to arrest me in 
Feld am See on or about January 29th, 1948.

Unknown even to many of the most promin- 
ent members of all three branches of our govern- 
mental administration, there has existed for many 
decades in our country an even-stronger cabal, 


or camarilla, which is nothing Jess than a sub-rosa 
cabinet, court, and congress, combined in one 
in other words, a state within a state, a govern- 
ment within the machinery of our governmental 
administration, And it is as part of this Un-Am- . 
erican and Anti-American cabal, and/or cam- 
arilla, and or secret government, that the afere- 
mentioned “‘C-I-C Briefing.” and “C-I-C Re 
write, and/or Civil Information Corps, Civil In- 
formation Service, operates and functions 

The ways followed by the leaders of this cabal 
are devious; their disguises many in number; and 
their operations well camouflaged. So sly and 
cunnng are their ways, in fact, that, if various bits 
of testimony already introduced into these pro- 
ceedings may be taken at face value, even The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation has been hood- 
winked and led astray by the trickery of the cab- 
alists, or caballers, in question. 

Nor is the scope of activity of this cabal limited 
to The U S. A. On the contrary, the cabal which 
operates in our country is but a section of a world- 
wide organization whose program knows no na- 
tional boundries, and whose field of operations is 
literally global. It's leaders are equally at home, 
and also equally powerful, in London, Moscow. 
Paris, Washington, and elsewhere.

The Judge refused to permit any examination 
of talesmen by either counsel or the defendant; 
but conducted the examination himself on the 
basis of some ten questions which he selected and 
rewrote from a list of questions submitted to him 
by the prosecution and the defense respectively. 
(And in one of these questions he failed entirely 
to take cognizance of the possibility that judaism 
may be considered as a religion or a cult, but 
used the cxpremon Jewish Meee"). 


Centrary to what used to be considered normal, 
if not even compulsory, court proceedure in The 
U. S. A. the trial judge has ruled that witnesses 
who have not even taken the stand may sit in the 
courtroom and hear the testimony of other wit- 
nesses whose testimony they are supposed to cor- 
roborate. And this too despite the fact that The 
Constitution itself prescribes that there must be 
at least two witnesses to each so-called overt act 


| of treason, with which a person may be accused. 


Thus, of course, witnesses can hear the testimony 
of those who precede them on the stand; and thus 
be prepared against cross-examination questions 
which are calculated to cause them to give con- 
tradictory testimony. 

Furthermore, through a corps of special investi- 
gators the attorneys for the prosecution has been 


able to gather a full report on prospective juror,

the judge denied outright his petition that his At- 
torneys of Counsel be permitted access to this in- 
formation.

Billions for Europe, 
Postmen to Get $1

Before paying off the mortgage on your neigh- 
bor's house, it is always prudent and just to pay 
off the mortgage on your own. Before distribut- 
ing money abroad, it is always logical and pat- 
riotic to distribute money to those who need it 
at home. 


Those principals of prudence and justice and 
logic and patriotism are being violated every 
day by certain American statesmen and poli- 
ticians, who are strikingly cheap im their con- 
tributions ta domestic causes ‘but alarmingly 
prodigal in their contributions to foreign causes. 


Two recent newspaper items indicate the Am- 
erican low blood pressure which characterizes so 
much of our domestic policy, and the American 
high blood pressure which characterizes so much 
of our foreign policy. 


Some time ago, the Congress of the United 
States went on record as willing to waste $65,000, 
000 of American Taxpayers’ money in the futile 
project of building a capital for the moribund 
United Nations in New York City. According to 
the press, the United Nations has just indicated 
that it will be satished with getting away with 
only $62,000,000. 


This huge outlay of American money is desig- 


nated as an “interest-free loan. Why American | 


citizens continue to swallow such humbug is be- 
yond comprehension. With the exception of Fin- 
land, what European nation, during the past thirty 
years, has ever attempted to pay back any loan 
to the United States, whether it was interest-bear- 
ing or not? 


How is the United Nations going to pay back 
this capital loan for a capital, when the nations 
belonging to this aggregation of disunited nations 


have no intention, either individually or collec- | 


tively, of ever reimbursing the United States for 
its colossal expenditures in their regard? 


While American politicians are pouring billions | 


of American dollars down the drain pipes of the 


United Nations and the Marshall Plan Nations, | 


American Postal Employees are being treated to 
customary Congressional indifference, in their at- 
tempt to secure adequate compensation for their 
splendid and sacrificial services.

Newspapers reported April 2 that Senate de- 
bate would shortly begin on the Revercomb Bill. 
This would admit to the United States 50,000 
displaced persons per year for two years. 
Amendments wil] be offered to increase this to 


100,000 yearly. 


The stratton Bill, authorizing admission of 100, 
000 refugees per year for four 
years, is stil] before Congress. 
Other similar measures includ- 
ing the Fellows Bill, are pend- 
ing. 

Congress also has before it 
measures, introduced at the in- 
stigation of left-wing elements, 
of which the FEPC is an ex- 
ample. All of them attempt to 
impose the will of a minority 
upon the majority. Strikingly 
enough, this minority almost 
invariably overlaps, or is identi- 

cal with, the minority now crowding hardest to 


fill our country with refugees. 


" Meanwhile, we believe there has long been a 
conspiracy, in its nature criminal, to bring into the 
United States a far larger number of refugees 
than even pending bills call for. The large major- 
ity of these are Eastern European descendants of 
the Mongolian tribe known as Khasars, described 
in Letter 177. 


Every ten years the Federal Government makes 
a census of the population. Each year the Census 
Bureau estimates the population. 


The census of 1930 showed a population of 
122,773,046. The estimate of the Census Bureau 
as of January |, 1948 was 145,340,000. The net 
gain for eighteen years was 22,566,954. 


Population can be increased either by births, 
or by immigration — lawful or unlawful. It can 


| be increased in no other way. 


Statistics, based on reports of the Bureau of 
the Census and the U. S. Public Health Service, 
show that in this eighteen-year period there were 


45,011,318 births and 25,074,802 deaths. Thus 


the excess of births over deaths was 19,936,516. 


From figures of the Bureau of the Census and 
the Immigration Service we find that 1,009,457 
persons entered the U. S. A. during this same per- 
iod. This figure is the net excess of entrances over 
departures for all the years in the period except 
the years 1931 to 1936, inclusive, during which 
241,079 more people left than entered the U. S. 
A. The net gain from lawful immigration, then, 


waa 768,378. 
Adding this to 19,936,576, the excess of births 


over deaths, we find a total official population in- 
crease of 20,704,894.

Congress is busy appropriating billions — busy 
appropriating the income tax you have just paid 
or are still paying. Some $15,000,000,000 will 
be appsopriated fo rthe army, the navy and the 
air force — national defense. This has become 
necessary because of the colossal blunders of FDR 
Marshall and Truman at Teheran, Quebec, Yalta 

and Potsdam. 


Then, there will be around $8,000,000,000 or 
$10,000,000,000 appropriated for foreign gov- 
ernments. This for armament and food in an at- 
tempt to bribe the Reds. Our Uncle Sam is re- 
peating the colossal blunder he made when he 
supplied Japan with scrap iron, some of which 
later found its target in the bodies of your sons. 

Outside of sending some food to inefficient for- 
eign governments, we are also arming govern- 
ments that will be on the other side of the fence 
in case of war with Russia.

The food we send to those foreign governments 
is not given to the poor, but sold to those who 
have the monev. The poor will starve just the 
same. Let the truth be known. Let us expose the 
One Wörlders, the Wall Streeters and the inter- 
national manufacturers and bankers — those who 
profit by the Marshall Plan. You, who pay the 
billions in taxes, have a right to know the facts. 


These billions appropriated wll be extracted 
from the American people — rich or poor. When 
you eat a hotdog sandwich, you eat and pay 73 
hidden taxes. When you buy a pair of shoes, you 
wear and pay 126 hidden taxes. When you buy 
a bar of soap to wash with, you pay 154 hidden 
taxes. When a farmer buys a pair of overalls for 
farm work, he pays 148 hidden taxes.

ty of the Bureau of the Census, very few persons 
here illegally ever seek out that Bureau and tell 


it they are here. So that the excess of 1,862,060 


derived from known factors must be supplemen- 
ted in any real evaluation of the problem by an 
estimate of the factors that in their nature are un- 
known officially to the Bureau. 

On June 3, 1946, the Immigration Service 
publicly stated it had reason to believe that in 
the first five months of that year 60,000 Illegal 
entries had been made. In 1947, Representative

grants. Indeed, the airplane which can land at 
special fields in the United States from outside

bringing in of illegal immigrants quite simple. Na- 
tional Commander Paul Griffith of the American 
Legion charged on May 22, 1947, that illegal im- 
migration had become “a lawless torrent,” in 
which such entries outnumbered legal entries ten 
This would imply an illegal immigration 
of perhaps two million per year. That figure is 
probably high, but who is in a position to say just 
how high? 

Senator Langer of North Dakota stated on 
March 15th that there are twenty-three paid lob- 
byists working n the Capitol to push through bills 
admitting hundreds of thousands more aliens in- 
to the United States. 

The United Jewish Appeal undertook to raise 
(and there is reason to believe that most or all of 
it was raised) the sum of $170 million in 1947. 
Its work has been generally represented as relief 
work” among refugees in Europe. Was any of this 
huge sum, part of it collected by Christian com- 
mittees in two or three hundred American com- 
munities, used to bring in illegal immigrants? If

+The fact has been published that six million 
dollars of this $170 million was given to the Anti- 
Defamation League and other like organizations 
some of them bitterly engaged in spying upon 
amd smearing individuals and organizations that 
fight Communism. 

An American citizen who has been working to 
obtain admittance to this country of larger num- 
bere of amti-commumist refugees, and who has first 
hand opportunities for observation, tells us that 
in his own opinion immigration as now organized 
is a menace to the United States and our way of 
life. He does not mean lawful immigration. He 
means unlawful immigration. He adds: 

One has only to go down to a pier to meet any 
incoming ship from Bremen to see for himself the 
type of people that are being admitted. I would 
say that 75 to 90%, of the immigrants are un- 
desirable. At the same time prospective immi- 
grants are subject to endless ‘screenings’ on the 
other side by officials of the IRO, Army Intellig- 
gence and the United States Consuls, which 
should assure that the right people are selected, 
but, unfortunately, the results are the opposite.

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This can only be explained by the fact that 
the personnel of IRO (International Refugee OR- 
ganization) and even of the State Department 
(Counsuls and Vice-Counsuls, and their secre- 
taries) are honeycombed with Commumists and 
fellow-travellers. The Army Intelligence Officers 
are mostly young men with practically no kaow- 
ledge or expefience. Whole groups ef Soviet 
agents, mostly of Jewish origin, are being smugel- 
ed intothe United States Zone of Germany from 
Russia where, with the help of communist sym- 
pathizers in IRO and the Consulates, they are de- 
clared ‘victims of the nazis and as such given 
priority visas to the United States. 


“A busy trade in illegal, or semi-legal, immi- 
gration is going on by providing fictitious hus- 
bands and wives who are United States citizens 
and providing ‘non-quota’ occupations-ministers 
of religions, etc. In 1940 Havana, Cuba was a 
clearing place for such operations. Immigrants 
used to arrive by the boat-load supposedly in 
transit to Mexico or South America but used to 
stay there till entrance to the United States could 
be arranged, litterally by hook or crook.” 


Among the many new international organiza- 
tions is the International Refugee Organization 
(IRO). Its purpose is to resettle refugees. There 
is reason to believe that in practice this has con- 
sisted largely of re-settling those who are Com- 


munists or who have communist sympathies. 


Evidence reaching us is that the IRO is honey- 
combed with Communists. One Gustavo Duran 
was prominently connected with it. Duran was a 
colonel on the communist side in the Spanish Rev- 
olution, A communist pamphlet publshed in Cuba 
clearly implies that he is a Communist. Chair- 
man Thomas of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities charged in 1946 that Duran 
was known as a Communist and member of the 
International, and an agent of the Russian secret 


police.” (See Council Lettel 160.) 


We have talked with a number of individuals 
interested in bringing to the United States non- 
communist displaced persons, most or all of them 
Christians. It is reported that obstacles have in- 
variably been thrown in their way. Only some 
very special pull has been able to pry permission 
from the left-wing of our foreign service bureau- 
cracy to bring in such persons. The preference 
has invariably been in favor of left-wing D. P.’s 
especially if they ate Jews. 

Mr George Meader, chief counsel for the special 
Senate committee investigating the national de- 
fense program, was sent to Europe in October, 
1946. The Democratic majority, then in control, 
failed to make public his report, but it was made 
public by direction of the Republican members of 
the committee. The following is quoted from the 
Meader Report: 


“The position of the United States with re- 


spect to displaced persons is one of continuing to 
accept all Jews and all persecutees into None 
which is already beset with serious housing and 
food shortages and thus to place an additional 
burden oa the United States Occupational Au- 
thorities in Germany.” 


There is definite evidence that Soviet Russia has 
systematically permitted the leakage of refugees 
from the Russian Zone of Germany into the Am- 
erican-British Zone; and it is certain that this leak- 
age would not have been permitted if those thus 
allowed to leave Russia were not wholly sumpa- 
thetic with Russian Communism. Having in mind 
mews accounts some two months ago that two 
shiploads of refugees bound from Rumanian ports 
to Palestine, but intercepted, were found to con- 
tain a thousand Communists, how many of the 
refugees entering the United States have been 
brought here to build up the Communist Fifth 
Column here? How much of last year’s $170 
million United Jewish Appeal Fund was used— 
how much of this year’s $250 million fund will 


what the money is used for? N 
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One of our Council members was teld by high 
authority that one of the methods of getting im- 
migrants from Havana through Miami and other 
American points is to give each entrant a packet 
of money in American bills. These are carried 
through immigration offices and represent suffici- 
ent money to clear such entrants of the charge of 
being paupers. As soon as they are cleared, the 
packets are picked up and shipped back to Ha- 
vana to be used for the next batch. 


One employee of a well-known airline has told 
of the nightly landing of refugees by fishing boats. 
at $25 a head at Florida Keys between Key West 
and Miami. 

In certain cities, notably New York, Chicago 
and Los Angeles, the number of refugees, an 
overwhelming proportion of them Jewish, has 
enormously increased in recent years. The increase 
is far greater than can be explaned by the official 
figures of immigration. It is likely that much of 
the housing shortage is due to illegal immigration. 


Many refugees are known to have brought huge 
sums of money with them. While our soldiers 
were fighting and dying in Europe and Asia, many 
of these were leading soft lives, free even from 
certain taxes that American citizens are obliged 
to pay! The exemption of such refugees from pay- 
ment of taxes on the increase in the value ef real 
estate or securities created a scandal. 


k is of the utmost importance that the Congress 
investigate this whole situation, We believe it te 


be rotten with communist influence and shot 


through with the selfish, if not unlawful, activities 
of left-wing and “liberal” Jews, to foist upon this 
country huge numbers of their race and religion. 
Too many of them have little interest in America 
but are whole-hartedly interested in building up 
their power at the expense of Americans as a 
whole. 


We condemn the atrocities against the Jews in 
Germany, both before and during the last war. 
Yet evidence indicates that provocation existed 


in the selfish and ruthless efforts of certain kinds- 


of Jews to bring Germany under their complete 
control. It is unwise for the Jews to pursue this 
same policy in the United States. 


In no country in the world have the Jews had 
greater opportunity than here. A Jew who is 
above board and willing to enter into competition 
on a fair basis with other Americans is welcome 
and respected as a citizen. But too many in Ama- 
erica have gone beyond this. A grave daager to 
the whole Jewish race lies therein. The more keen- 
minded Jews of intelligence and conscience, whe 
are Americans before they are Jews, realize this. 

In our opinion, the demand for FEPC and other 
similar legislation has been largely stirred up by 
left-wing Jews. At the hearing at the Association 
of the Bar in New York in December, 1944, on 
the proposed anti-diecrimination law, there were 
few persons in the fairly crewded hearimg room 
except Negroes and Jews. 


The Congress could do nothing more important 
than appoint a committee, not weighted down 
with left-wingers commonly subservient to Jew- 
ish influence, which would study the whole sub- 
ject. 

Considerable evidence is already available— 
far more can quickly be obtained. No one more 
than the Jews should be ready to help in this 
search, for if no secret, improper or unlawful ef- 
forts have been made to bring men unlawfully 
into this ceuntry, that fact should be established. 
If laws have been broken, the guilty should be 
punished. 

Meanwhile no new legislation, further letting 
down immigration bars, should be passed. 


It is not too late to remedy the dangerous situa- 
tion. But the time is short. There is no time for 
timid individuals either in or out of Congress to 
remain silent on this whole subject. In justice to 
all American citizens, including Jews, we propose 
to face facts.

This fact is so outstanding in the history of med, 
ern Europe, that it hardly needs underlining. A 
Communist victory in Spain would have hasten- 
ed the success of Russia's plan of European dom- 
imation, that we now see aggressively deployed, 
along the Mediterranean and from south te north. 
The nations called democratic could not then 
have resisted Communist intrusion, just as today 
they cannot stem its stubborn expansion. 


In our war against Communism we had no need 
of those countries to defend us against the first 
onslaught of Russia's marxist legions, nor to face 
and defeat them on Spanish soil. And that was 
our sin. Precisely because we did fight and defeat 
Comunism, when Communism was still wearing 
the democratic mask, precisely for that reason 
the democratic nations of Europe and America, 
displaying, with clumsy andguileless candor, a 
laek of historic vision which is the real cause of 
today's grave world situation, turned their backs 
on Spain, spurned her, and left her to her fate. 
Even now, when two countries of honor, Portu- 
gal and Irland, ask with indestructible arguments 
for the inclusion of Spain in the Marshall Plan pro- 
gram of European reconstruction, some are still 
hesitant and obstructive; precisely that European 
power which would be most interested in Spain's 
cooperation in the event of war is the most sque- 
amish; theatrically, it would seem to sacrifice its 
national interests to the superficial judgements and 
political conventionalism of its masses. 


They never understood the fact that Spain was 
defending Europe against Communism on her 
own battlefields; and they abandoned us to our 
fate—which is now theirs. Once again, they pre- 
tend to ignore us; perhaps it is just ignorance, like 
that of the English lord in the first weeks of our 
War of Liberation, who asked the first lady of 
Spain if “she was on the side of the government 
or the rebels. They still don't know, or don't 
want to konw, that Spain won the first battle 
against Soviet imperalism; that she held fast in 
her. fields and cities against an avalanche threat- 
ing the annihilation of the Christian society of 
Europe; defiected its advance and thwarted its 
sinister designs on the extreme southwest of 
Europe, at that very point where the two seas of 
our civilization meet. 


At the darkest moment of her histery, Spain 
was not aided by those countries to defeat Com- 
munism. If they now imagine that they have no 
need of Spain, we shall be as glad as anybody:

Britain 
has endevored, with some suc- 
cess, to solve this question by 
the establishment of a National Arbitration Tri- 
bunal, a system of compulsory arbitration ADOP- 
TED VOLUNTARILY by management and la- 
bor. The March issue of Labor and Industry in 
Britain,” a quarterly issue by the British Informa- 
tion Services, contains the record of the seven 
years during which this Tribunal functioned. The 
cases dealt with during 1940-1947 number 1,170, 
covering every facet of British industrial life. 
These are only the cases presented to the Tribu- 
nal after management and labor failed to adjust 
their disputes. It is illegal in Great Britain to pro- 
ceed to strike, or to lock out employees, unless 
the dispute is referred to the Tribunal. All cases 
are dealt with speedily. The welfare of the mem- 
bers of legitnate trade unions, as well as the dan- 
ger our country faces by existance of Communist 
infiltrated unions, should prompt management 
and labor to voluntarily adopt such a system of 
arbitration.

Instantly he reversed his 
position.

More than any other 
man he put Christianity across. 

He took the offensive, and 
all his life he remained on the 
offensive. The older he grew 
the greater his conviction that 
the Christian way of life was 
best for all people. 

Seventeen hundred years 
later, the foundations of the American Republic, 
based upon the Ten Commandments and Christ- 
ianity, were laid at Philadelphia, and on those 
foundations were reared the greatest, most 
powerful, most resourceful nation the world has 


ever seen. 


As long as this nation remained Christian and 
practiced Christian principles, it remained great. 
During recent years we have been abandoning 
those traditions. We have drifted into war, debt, 
burdensome taxation, unsound government, un- 
precedented corruption, alien infiltration. America 
has been undergoing an alien invasion—an in- 
vasion that is probably of Mongol origin. 


And zeal and fanaticism are to be found, not 
in the defenders of the American Republic, but in 
those who would destroy it.

WAR NOT INEVITABLE, 
DRAFT NOT NECESSARY 


U. S. More in Need of Higher Standard 
of Integrity in Executive Branch 
of Government, Says Lemke.

Just now Members of Congress are being 
bombarded with letters; petitions and telegrams 


for and against the draft and universal military 


training. The 
armament race 
is on. On the 
distant horizon 
war clouds are 
gathering. In 
the midst of 
this confusion, 
one hears the 
firm warning of 
General Mac- 
Arthur that 
World. War III 
is not inevita- 
ble. We may 
add that World 
War II was not 
inevitable. 
World War II 
would never have taken place but for ten men 
having been born. These were not all foreigners. 
Wars are always promoted and started by rulers, 
or little cliques, and the public is their innocent 
victim. 


What the country needs most in this crisis is 
a higher standard of integrity in the Executive 
Branches of our Government. These would give 
away America’s shirt and then bungle us into 
World War III. I have reference to the false 
propaganda that is let loose on an unsuspecting 
public whenever these Departments wish to rail- 
road legislation through Congress. 


The method used is to frighten the public with 
false rumors. These Executive Departments are 
now attempting to frighten the people in order 
to pass legislation to continue obsolete methods 
and useless instrumentalities ‘of war. The 
average citizen knows that large standing armies 
are no longer national security, but, if carried 
to the extreme, may bring about national disaster. 

The average citizen knows that a large navy, 
except to keep the sea lanes open, is obsolete and 
may, in the end, wreck the Nation financially. 
The average citizen has intelligence enough to 
know that the next war will be carried on and 
won or lost in the air. It will come from the 
skies in the form of explosives, such as atomic 
bombs and disease germs. He knows that it will 


take trained electricians, aviators, technicians, 


biologists and scientists, and these can best be 
trained in our schools and colleges. 

The next war will require an efficient, well 
trained army, not of teen-age draftees, but of 
men who wish to make the army their life work. 
We know that such an army can be gotten by 
volunteers if some of the foolish and stringent 
requirements are removed. What the army and 
navy need are more humane and intelligent rules 
and regulations. Enlisted men feel that they are 
entitled to respect. They do not care to be treat- 
ed as “nobodies” or kicked about by officers, who 
have lost all sense of decency and justice. There 
isn’t as much need of conscription, as reform of 
some of the army and navy personnel and officers. 

However, the propaganda and false alarms 
may, unless the people wake up in time, put 
over the draft, which will mean the further 
wrecking and weakening of our Nation indus- 
trially and financially. It will rob the Nation of 
manpower, and the morals of teen-agers so sadly 
needed just now.

HART PROTESTS AGAINST USE ` 
OF U. S. FORCES TO PROTECT 
- ZIONISTS’ PRIVATE PROPERTY 


In recent telegams to Senator Vandenberg and 
Congressman Eaton, Chairman of the Senate and 
House Foreign Affairs Committees, Merwin K. 
Hart, President of the National Economic Coun- 
cil, protested against the proposed use of United 
States troops or Marines to guard private prop- 
erty in Palestine, as follows: 


“Mr. Austin is reported as having pledged the 
United States to undertake a share of providing 
armed forces to carry out UN trusteeship in Pal- 
estine.” 


“We protest emphatically sending any Ameri- 
cam Forces on a mission where Zionist interests 
alone are concerned. No American interest what- 
seever is involved. We have already gone too far 
in permitting ourselves to be pushed into risking 
War in the interest of this special group. 


“The Press reports from Washington that 
present opinion in the executive department is 
that Marines can be used, without Congresional 
approval, by Executive order to “Protect Ameri- 
cam property and lives.” Property in question is 
doubtless that of the Palestine economic corpora- 
tiea, Jewish National Fund, Jewish Palestine 
Fuad and similar groups. 


“We do not believe American people will con- 
sider this tọ be bona fide American property. 
Nor should persons who hold their American 
citwzenship so cheap that they have in fact volun- 
tarfly abandoned it to fight for another allegiance 
and set up a foreign state, expect or deserve to 
receive the protection of American troops. The 
American people will not stand for possible in- 
velvoment in War to give such protection. 


“We earnestly urge you to use your influence 
te prevent this subterfuge. It is not worth the 
Wíe of one American boy.

In Council Letter 155, November 15, 1946, we 
said: 

“The full responsibility of what is done with 
this American victory lies with the Republican 
Party in Congress. They can muff it. They can 
meet it with half measures. Or they can use it 
to restore America to her accustomed greatness 
and usefulness, both to her people and to the 
World.” 

You have assented to some things you should 
have stood against. You have failed to undo 
some of the worst acts of the New Deal, and 
there is a chance you may yourselves go aboard 
totally new socialistic projects—some of which 
(like FEPC) even the New Deal Congress re- 
fused to pass. 


The Credit Side 4 


You have carried out some of the changes the 
people elected you to make. You enacted the 
Taft-Hartley law and a bill for income tax reduc- 
tion—both compromise measures. You have be- 
come aware our armed forces must be greatly 
increased—in view of Russia’s aggressions. Some 
of ‘your investigating committees—notably the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities— 
have rendered great service to the people. 


You have so far opposed peacetime controls 
which might never be repealed if once enacted, 


and which would definitely advance State Social- 


ism. You have not yet yielded to efforts further 
to socialize our economy and life—notably in 
vast proposed extensions of so-called “social 
security.” 


But your positive enactments do not go far 
enough in reversing the fourteen-year subversion 
of the New Deal. We understand many of your 
difficulties. Many of you never sat in Congress 
before, and lacked experience. The now domi- 
nant party had been out of control for many 
years. You have had to consider the veto power 
of a President already in office whem your man- 
date was given you. And while you might have 
passed the better House version, rather than the 
Senate version, of the Taft-Hartley bill over the 
President’s veto, that Act was a tremendous step 
forward in redressing the iniquitous lack of bal- 
ance between the rights of labor union leaders 
on the one hand, and on the other the rights of 
the individual worker and of employers—and the 
rights of the public as a whole. The tax bill 
likewise was a step, but only a step, toward 
fundamental tax reform which stil waits. 


The Debit Side 


But after recognizing these difficulties the 
record is the record, and im your accounting to 
the American people you will have to stand or 
fall upon it. 


Too often you have listened to radio and plat- 
form and press—when you should have remem- 
bered your mandate and thought for yourselves. 
Perhaps you have kept one eye on Gallup polls. 
Too often you have let a discredited Administra- 
tion take the initiative. You have not escaped 
the leading strings which New Deal Socialists 
managed to attach to your necks. 


You have done little to alter the so-called 
“Bi-partisan Foreign Policy”—forgetting that the 
authors of that plan were the authors also of 
Teheran, of Yalta and Potsdam. It is not an 
American policy, but the very flowering of the 
New Beal mentality you were elected to reject. 
Its framers are the same coterie whose past mis- 
takes are monumental, and in whose record there 
is nothing to indicate that an unbroken series of 
costly, futile imbecilities has transformed them 
into wise and trustworthy statesmen. 


The so-called “European Recovery Program,” 
which recently you approved, is the largest geld- 
brick ever sold. It is the handiwork of Secialists 


in Europe and Atugrica who disbelieve in Ameri- 


n

can private enterprise, except as it can be milked, 
But New Deal pressure, and the pressure from 
some very vocal folks back home who have been 
propagandized into imagining that ERP is some- 
thing different from what discerning persons 
know is really is, caused you to vote for it. 
While you have continued to foot the bills for 
world-wide New Deal puttering through UN and 
the internationl alphabetical agencies, Soviet 
Russia has nearly everywhere been gaining and 
consolidating her gains. In practically the whole 
field of foreign policy you have failed to take any 
initiative. When our people become aware of 


the implications for themselves of the “Bi-par- 


tisan Foreign Policy” through ERP, through UN 
and its blueprints for a world-wide new New 
Deal, they will also become aware of somethiag 
else. They will see that the vast treasure they 
have poured into Europe and Asia has not 
“stopped Communism,” and that it was childish 
to imagine it ever would. Assuming that war 
can be avoided, they will see that European 
Socialism henceforth expects to continue in- 
definitely on an American dole. And when the 
fact of our inability to continue Europe on a dole 
penetrates the Socialist politicians there, the 
American people will see how quickly friends 
can turn cool. We shall be “Uncle Shylock” 
again, and the Socialist regimes we have sub- 
sidized will point to our niggardliness as proof 
that Capitalism is decadent and selfish; that the 
true future of humanity lies in embracing the 
economic “democracy” of Socialism. 

Your record, Gentlemen, is not good with 
respect to two other matters, one not yet enacted, 
and another in which you are being given another 
chance. The first’ is federal aid to education, 
which has passed the Senate but not the Heuse. 
Repeatedly we have pointed out that federal aid 
to education means ultimate federal control of 
education, and that it is part of the New Dead 
Master Pattern to destroy the balance of our 
federal constitutional system. Because “educe- 
tion” is something that almost everyone favors, 
the long-term subversiveness of this bill has 
not entered the conseiousness af the mass of the 
American people. But you, Gontlemon, who are 
in a position to understand the forces behind it 
and its ultimate effects, are in a place of high 
responsibility in which it is your duty to protect 
the country’s vital interests. 

The matter upon which you are being given 


another chance is in the case of the Atomic Ener- 


gy Commission. Nominations of Chairmas 
David Lilienthal and the other commissioners for 
full terms have been sent by the President to 
the Senate. As a matter of decency toward the 
incoming President, these appointments should 
not be confirmed at this session. The new Presi- 
dent should have a free hand to appoint mea 
whose past acts and associations will leave ne 
doubt they are devoted to American institutions. 
Your Acts of Non-feasance 

The socialistic New Deal, fourteen years in 
building, is no mere shanty, but a huge annex te 
to our constitutional structure. It is garrisoned 
by a horde of bureaucrats, well armed and re- 
solved to protect the annex, and their tenure, 
to the very end. In November, 1946, the Ameri- 
can people, who own both buildings, decided 
they did not like the annex and appointed yeu 
to demolish it. What have you done? 

Save for re-modeling the Wagner corner with 
the Taft-Hartley law and throwing rocks through 
a few windows, you have done little to clear it 
away. Some of you, rumor whispers, bave been 
heard to opine that perhaps it would be better 
to let the annex stand—but to staff it with Re- 
publicans. 

It is this Do-Nothingism, that is the che 
blot upon the record of the Hightieth Congpees. 
You simply have neither made nor attempted te 
organize an expedition to root out the embattied 
New Deal bureaucrats and their stronghoM, 
which is precisely what you were elected to de. 
The list of good things you have done, and even 
the list of the mistakes you have made, are skort 
indeed when compared with the list of the isswes 
you have have not raised, the decisions yeu have 


not faced. Here are few of them: 


1. You have made no realistic attempt.to re- 
peal the great mass of New Deal socialist-tinged 
legislation. j 

2. You have made no realistic effort dras- 
tically to cut from the federal structure and pay- 
roll those bureaus, agencies and commissions 
created during the New Deal tenure which have 
no place in the American constitutional system 
as conceived by the founding fathers. You have 
tinkered some with the budget, but you have 
made no statesmanlike, full-scale effort to reduce 
the federa! structure to proper and reasonable 
proportions, though it has lain in your power to 
do so by withholding appropriations. 

3. You have made no realistic, genuinely 
American approach to the problem of inflation 
and restoring the value of the dollar, though you 
know that our present inflation began with 
government and continues by and with govern- 
ment. Instead you have rubber-stamped Admin- 
istration proposals that mean more inflation and 
have made no protest worthy of the occasion 
when New Deal politicians responsible for in- 
flation tried to unload the blame for their own 
acts upom the American businessman who is 
suffering from it and will suffer more. 

4. You have not taken effective steps to re- 
meve from key positions in government Com- 
munists and fellow-travelers. This is particularly 
true of he Departments of State, Justice and 
Defense. 

5. You have not taken measures which have 
been in your power to take, to maintain the in- 
ternal security of the United States in the event 
ef war with the Soviet Union. It is in your 
power, for example, to deprive the international 
conspiracy known as Communism of the advan- 
tages it derives from the purely fictitious pre- 
tense that it is just another political party.“ 
By denying to this conspiracy a status to which 
has no right you will destroy the liberty of no 
loyal American. Nor will you “drive it uader- 
ground.” It is underground already. 

6. You have made insufficient investigation 
mato governmental, particularly wartime, corrup- 
tion. The impression is widespread that there 
are t ose still in government, or high in their 
jalluence on government, in whose interest such 
investigations are being blocked. 

The American people are now being condition- 
ed to accept a rearmament program—just as we 
were seven and eight years ago. But where are 
the vast accumulations of arms and munitions, 
and goods of every sort, on hand when war end- 
ed three years ago? We suspect quantities of 
these found their way into the hands of Soviet 
Russia. We are reliably informed that huge 
amounts—on orders from somebody—wese de- 
liberately destroyed. What have you done to 
investigate this? 

7. You have failed to exercise the influence 
which the Congress ought to exercise, partic- 
ularly in these critical days, over certain foreign 
policies əf the Executive Department. Conduct 
of foreign policy as such is of course the concern 
of the Executive, but the Constitution give each 
House a part in it: the Senate in the giving of 
advice and counsel, and the House of Represen- 
tatives in the power of the purse. Ours is a 
system of checks and balances. 

The Congress ought to have protected vital 
American interests against the criminal Morgon- 
thaw policy in Germany, except for which Burope 
might now be enjoying economic presperity; 
against the commaunist-inspired hostility to 
Spain; against the espousal of Zionist interests in 
Palestine which, while now partly reversed, has 
done America incalculable harm. In this con- 
nection, and immediately, Congress should by 
con current resolution make clear that the Presi- 
dent cannot as a matter of prerogative, and 
should not as a matter of policy, send Amoriean 
forces to Palestine or anywhere else for any pur- 
pose without prior consent of Congress. Such 
sending of troops is more than likely to embroil 
us in war. Even if it should not, support of 
Zionist pretensions in Palestine is net worth the 
life of one Americaa boy.

It owns everything, including the people and the 
profits the people could make on their own labor. 


In America, the people own everything—in- 
cluding the government. In the U. S. S. R, the 
government owns everything — including the

Since President Truman is a product of the 
old Pendergast political machine m Missouri, the 
President's assurance that his present tour is 
“non-political” is slightly naive. 

The President’s remarks about how he epects 
to handle the Republican controlled Congress 
when he gets back to Washington is an admis- 
sion that the presidential tour has at least a 
political cellophane wrappen around it.

Already UN has created a vast spiderweb, of 
agencies designed to entrap the economic, po- 
litical and social life of the whole world into an 
all-embracing collectivism. It is a scheme to 
siphon off the remaining resources of the United 
States.

Think not 
for a moment, however, that it was only In 
The Year Of Our Lord 1937 that The Holy 
See became aware of the menace which we now 
know as The Bolshevist Beast, The Beast of Bol- 
shevism, and/or Cominternism. 


On the contrary! 


Unknown to, or rather unrealized by, the great 
majority of Catholics and Non-Catholics alike, 
Cominternism was denounced by The Apostolic 
See almost as soon as it was coneeived in its 
modern form; and was agin denounced as soon 
as it began first to show signs of popularity- 
gaining strength among thoughtless persons. 


On November 9th, 1846, for instance, in The 
Encyclical “Qui Pluribus,” Pope Pius IX sol- 
emnly condemned Cominternism as “that infam- 
ous doctrine of so-called Communism which is 
absolutely contrary to the naturallaw itself; 
and which, if once adopted, will utferly destroy 
the rights, property, and possessions of all men, 
and even society itself.” 


Aten, ene December 28, 1878, in The Encye- 
lical. “Quod Apostolici: Numeris” Pope Leo XIII 
warned with due solemnity against Comintern- 
ism by declaring, that “Communism is a fatal 
plague which insinuates itself into the very mar- 
row of human society only to bring about its 
ruin.” 


“Qui Pluribus,” be it noted, was issued more 
than a century ago; while “Quod Apoltolici Nu- 
meris” has been available as a guidë to mankind 
for almost t hree quarters of a century! To 
neither of these warnings did any of the world’s 
so-called statesmen pay any attention, however; 
nor, with few exceptions, did those in positions 
of leadership give heed when Pope Pius XI de- 


clared unequivocably in The Papal Encyclical . 


“Atheistic Communism” on March 13, 1937, that 
“Communism is intrinsically wrong, and no one

Both the state and the city of New York 
appeared in opposition as Joseph Lewis, presi- 
dent of the Freethinkers of America, sought a 
court order directing the State Commissioner 
of Education to suspend the released time pro- 
gram for religious instruction of public schoel 
children in the state. 


Disclaiming any association with Mr. Lewis, 
several other organizations announced plans to 
try the legality of the released time program.

Merwin K. Hart, President, in Council Letter 
No. 195, says, for the National Economic Council, 
Inc., that neither the Democrats or Republicans 
are fully awake to important decisions our 
country must make in the near future. His re- 
marks, in part, follow. 


The National Economic Council, not being a 
political organization, takes no part in nomine- 
tions or elections to public offices. Under its 
charter it may and does concern 
itself with principles, but it may 
not concern itself with candi- 
dates for office. 


We state this because each 
campaign year a few of our 
friends seem not to understand 
why we do not take an active 
part in the election of public 
officials. 


There is one great issue before 
America today: whether this 
country is to continue to go socialist or whether 
we shall return to the republican form of govern- 
ment which under the Constitution encourages 
individual initiative exercised through the owner- 
ship of private property and the carrying on of 
private enterprise. 


All other questions are parts of this question. 


Let us remind ourselves what Communism is. 
It is the doctrine embodied in the Communist 
Manifesto published just one hundred years ago 
by Karl Marx and Frederick Engels. Commu- 
nism frankly seeks to secure absolute government 
control over property and enterprise and inci- 
dentally over the individual. 


In Russia, as it has worked out, the benefici- 
aries of Communism are the not more than five 
or six million members of the Communist Party. 
The remaining 175 million people in Soviet 
Russia are the servants of the five or six million 
party members. The latter have a good living. 
They divide up the best there is. Yet in that 
land of the “dictatorship of the proletariat” the 
remaining 175 million live at a standard lower 
than that which prevailed under the Czars. 


The reason why Communists particularly de- 
sire to capture America is that they believe they 
could make us continue to be the great producing 
country of the world for the benefit of members 
of the Communist Party throughout the world. 
Under their system several million people in the 
United States would share in the cream of Ameri- 
can production. The rest of American product on 
—-if they could make us produce—would be dis 
tributed to party members throughout the world. 
The 130 million Americans not in the graces of 
the Communist Party would have the kind of 
standard of living “enjoyed” by the masses in 
Soviet Russia. 


The Roosevelt Administration gave Commu- 


nism in the United States the great strength it

FREEDOM OR BONDAGE?

has now developed. 
What fs Socialism? 


Socialism, like Communism, seeks to abolish 
private property and private enterprise. Its effect 
is to abqlish individual initiative. Its method, 
however, is the peaceful method of legislation in 
contrast with the violence and bloodshed advo- 
cated by Communists. No better example of a 
rapidly developing socialist country can be found 
today than Great Britain, where on July 1 all 
real property, including farms and private dwell- 
ings, came under the control of the British 
Government. Hereafter no one may build any 
kind of building or make any alteration of an 
existing property—may not build even a garage 
—without permission of a government bureau. 
And this in the country where for centuries it 
was the proud boast that an Englishman's house 
is his castle”! 


Experience has shown that countries where 
Socialism has made marked headway have be- 
come easy prey for Communism. Such was the 
case, for instance, in Czechoslovakia. The exist- 
ence of the Socialist Parties in Italy and France, 
not to speak of other countries, has worked by 
and large to the advantage of Communism. In 
the British House of Commons today there are 
exly three or four admitted Communist Party 
members. Bat evidence indicates that already 
60 to 75 members of the House are ready to vote 
with the Comunists on esential issues. 


The fact that largely through the growth of 
Socialism in Britain kęy labor union officials in 
some of the most essential industries (for in- 


stance, Arthur Horner, Secretary of the Coal 


Miner’s union) are Communist Party members 
does not augur well for Britain’s ability to pre- 
vent communization should present trends 


eontinue. 
The “Liberals” 

In addition te the Communists and the 
Socialists we have a conglomerate group of people 
calling themselves “liberals.” A liberal, a century 
and a half ago, was one who stood for 
individual rights against the State. Now left- 
wingers have stelen the name and apply it to 
themselves who favor the curtailment or abolish- 
ment of individual rights and fhe subjection of 
everything to State control. 


These “neo-liberals”-are a curious lot. Many 
professors in colleges and teachers in the schools 
are “liberals.” So are many scientists, artists, 
professional men and women, and some business 
people. Also many, men and women of inherited 
wealth—people who have never had to work for 
a living—who do not know what it is to match 
their brains or brawn aginst those of their fellows 
—who do not know that nearly everything worth- 
while in this country is available to us because 
our Constitution encouraged just such competi- 
tion. 


Of the three classes—Communists, Socialists 
and “liberals,” probably the “liberals” are the 
most mischievous, for most of them are highly 
respectable people. “Liberals,” always people of 
property and nearly always of inherited property 
as we just said, have been persuaded to be 


ashamed of the fact that they possess some prop- 


perty. 


The idea that property is evil was until sixteen 
years ago the obsession of a few fanatics. But 
under the aegis of the Roosevelt Administration, 
private property and private enterprise have come 
into a kind of contempt with huge numbers of 
people all over the country. Few men under 
thirty today can remember clearly the time before 
Roosevelt was President. Most of them have 


been subjected in school and college, as well as 
in civic organizations, to hear taint poured on 
these ancient and honorable institutions. It is 
notorious that some of the leading socialist in- 


Company. 


fluences of the day are at work in our Protestant 
churches. 


Once at hearing on some relief measure in 
1931 we listened to a statement before a legisla- 
tive committee at Albany of an officer of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company. This official told how 
four or five years before the Company had set 
aside each year a fund for relief of its own em- 
ployees who might suffer unemployment. 


Me related how after the crash in 1929 this 
fund, which amounted to about two million dol- 
lars, was quickly used up and how the Company 
had drawn on its other assets to pay weekly 
benefits to every unemployed person in Schenec- 
tady who had eyer worked for General Electric 
It was a clear statement of coopera- 
tion and generosity. It was the kind of thing, 
incidentally, that angers the socialist mind. A 
labor union official: possessing such a mind was 
present and when the company executive sat 
down he rose to his feet in incoherent expostu- 
lation. The chairman of the committee had to 
interrupt to quiet him down. The man said 
then: “You heard this Vice President say the 
Company did this voluntarily. It is all wrong 
—the Company should have been made to do it.” 


The point of all this is that, if during the next 
four to eight years Americans do not go back to 
sober study of their own past—if they do not 
re-examine and reappraise the part which private 
property, private eriterprise and individual initia- 
tive have played in bringing us the good things 
we enjoy today, the chance may be gone forever. 
For not enough people will be left who know the 
truth. People like those who have had virtual 
control of the organs of information and educa- 
tion the past sixteen years possess m them such 
powerful weaporis that they could actually cause 
an entire nation to forget some of the most vital 
facts of its past. 


For let there be no doubt about it—those now 
trying to secure control of this country will stop 
at nothing to obtain their objective. 


The Indirect Attack 

The main attack of collectivists is seldom 
direct. The American people would hardly vote 
against Liberty—if “Liberty” and “Bondage” 
were both on the ballot. Those attemping to 
destroy us proceed more subtly. 


They find or create some issue or proposal with 
an apparently humanitarian objective, but which 
if adopted would by just so much undermine 
Liberty. Take FEPC for example—the so-called 
anti-discrimination proposal, or “Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission.” It sounds humani- 
tarian to urge that nobody who seeks a job should 
be “discriminated against” on the ground of race, 
religion or national origin. But FEPC, where 
it has been tried, sets up a bureaucratic, totali- 
tarian control over both jobs and workers. Make 
it universal, and there would be no free labor 
market, only a “pool” of workers and jobs under 
government control. Not only would the right 
of employers to hire freely be gone, but the 
freedom of workers to apply and work where 
they will. 


A national FEPC would mean the death of 
labor unions, or their shadowy survival as mere 
puppets of the State—as happened in Nazi Ger- 
many, in Fascist Italy, and in Soviet Russia. 
Shrewd leaders of labor see this clearly, and have 
no stomach for a proposal that will destroy their 
unions. But too many well-meaning people look 
upon the humanitarian “objective” and think it 
good, not dreaming of the serfdom that must 
ultimately follow. Even great political parties, 
many of whose leaders are dedicated to freedom, 
seem often unable to see through the sham of 
FEPC and similar proposals. 


The Republican platform of 1944 included a 
straight endorsement of FEPC as did the tenta- 
tive platform of 1948. But as finally adopted the 
1948 platform identified the right to work with 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” and 
then pledged: 


“We favor the enactment and just enforce- 


ment of such F ederal legislation as may be 
necessary to maintain tis right at all times 
in every part of this Republic.” 


Another humanitarian facade concealing total- 
itarianism is so-called “Social Security.” On this 
matter the Republicans urged “extension” of the 
system, and “increase of the benefits to a more 
realistic level.” 


Robbing Peter to Pay Paul 

The facts are bad enough; but there is also 4 
principle involved that would have appalled the 
makers of our Constiution: the enrichment af 
one element of the population at the expense of 
another. This, of course, is simply the Marxian 
scheme for the redistribution of wealth. This is 
a process which can destroy first our national 
solveney and then our national and personal free- 
dom, bringing on a debacle in which all elements 
of our population will be ruined. 


Of course the American people pay little atten- 
tion nowadays to party platforms. Their cynical 
attitude was justified by the experience of 1932, 
when a Democratic platform in many respects 
sound and admirable’ was ignored once the 
Roosevelt Administration came to power— 
ignored and actually reversed. 


The Republican platform of 1948 was a product 
of compromise and concession. It sought to 
state a program on which “everybody can agree” 
—it is a kind of umbrella large enough to cover 
everybody. It is delightfully general just in 
those places where a positive statement of ebjecr 
tives might be expected. ; 2 


So, in the case of both major parties this sum- 
mer, the really important thing will be, not the 
formal platforms, but the dispositions of the can- 
didates themselves. A radical could run on the 
Republican platform, or a conservative—and on 
most subjects each could appeal to the platform 
for support of his views! 


But platforms are important. They are straws 
in the wind, indicating the direction of politicians’ 
thinking. And, despite the fact that the plat- 
forms will be ambiguous, there is a lesson in 
them for us all: 1 2 


Neither political party is as yet awake to 
the full implications involved in the cataclys 
mic choice our generation must make be- 
tween freedom and bondage—the Republic 
as we have known it or a collective state. If 
they were aware of that choice and all its 
implications, would they be advocating, even 
in weasel words, various separate elements 
of the total collectivist design for our sub- 
jugation? 

That politicians, because of the spurious 
humanitarianism with which these measures are 
promoted, can think only in terms of getting 
votes and office, ought even in the héat of July 
to bring a chill to every American heart. 


The enemies of America are alert. They know 
their key objectives. Our appointed defenders 
are loud in their praise of freedom and their scorn 
of the totalitarian state. But at the same time 
they are generously preparing the way for the 
tyranny they denounce by handing over the key 
objectives the collectivists covert. 


Since it is so apparent that America and the 
whole world have profited from America’s cen- 
tury-and-ahalf experience with private property, 
private enterprise and individual iniative, it is 
unfortunate that the Republican platform, while 
giving lip-service to all three, can make conces- 
sions, even in generalities, to Socialism and Com- 
munism. 


However, it is what the Republican candidate 
wil do and say in the campaign that will be im- 
portant and that will tell the American voters 
whether they are to have the clear-cut opportun- 
ity to choose between the American way of life 
and collectivism. 


They have not had that opportunity for sixteen 
years. If they do not have it in 1948, they may 
never have it.

The Congresional Records and special investi- 
gators in Washington have submitted the follow- 
ing facts regarding Emmerick Lustig: 


In 1921 he came to America from Budapest, 
Hungary, and went immediately to Chicage to 
report to Benjamin Gitlow, who was then Com- 
munist leader and candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States. 


In 1926 when he was still an alien in New 
York, be was the winner of a contest for selling 
the most subscriptions for the “Daily Worker” 
(official Communist newspaper for the United 
States). 


In 1928 he was naturalized and two years later 
arrested at the Communist headquarters in 
Buffalo, New York. Again in 1935 and 1940, 
Lustig was arrested for “inciting to riot“ and 
leading mass picket. Since then he has been 
very active in Communist activities. 


` Emmerick Lustig is another example of what 

the hard working American has representing him 
in labor organizations. Little does the average 
American know that individuals like Lustig are 
not here to straighten matters out between Labor 
and Management, but to add fuel to the “fire of 
the hatred” and instigate troubke wherever they 
can. His past record will reveal his motives and 
intentions without further explanation. If you 
doubt the facts in this paper, write Washington 
and ask for the activities of Mr. Lustig since 
he arived in America. 


It is too bad that Americans have to let such 
foreign radicals in as leaders of their organiza- 
tions, when they have good Americans among 
themselves. America has always produced great 
leaders at crucial times and now the time has 


come when the men behind machines and benches . 


must realize that they can supply good, red- 
blooded, and not Red-minded, leaders. Pick out 
men that are in your own community, that you 
know &re interested in your welfare and not the 
welfare of the Communist Party.

REDS SPIT ON U. S. FLAG 


“Commies” Openly Insult Emblem 
In Union Square. 


Following are a few excerpts from a speech 
given by John J. Hennihan at a recent rally held 
at the American Legion Hall in. East Orange, 
New Jersey. Mr. Hennihan is a masterful speak- 
er and an authority on international affairs: He 
is one of the main speakers associated with the 
Loyal American Group's Speakers' Bureau. 


“A basic Christian nation makes no apology to 
any other group. Tolerance is the greatest 
weapon of political expediency. Rather than 
tolerance we should have charity and respect. 
Tolerance implies acceptance of that which can- 
not be removed from one’s presence. Respect 
and charity implies respect for the God-given 
rights of other individuals and at the same time 
looking to the Omnipotent power for guidance.” 


In relating an incident which happened just a 
few hours before Mr. Hannihan spoke before the 
audience, he said: “While walking through 
Union Square I encountered several Red traitors 
who were colecting money for their Un-American 
activities. They were spitting on the American 
flag and using it to collect coins. When ap- 
proached, the police officers refused to intervene 
referring to freedom of speech. However, on 
May Day when Prospect Park in New York was 
requested for use in saying the Rosary, reciting 
the allegiance to the flag, and reading the Declar- 
ation of Independence and the Constitution, it 
was forbidden. The reason stated was that it 
might disturb certain elements!“ 


The speaker cencluded by saying: “In saluting 
the flag or singing the national anthem, we 
should study the Flag and its colors. The white 
is for purity of the intentions of the founders of 
our country; the red symbolized the blood of men 
who believed in principles not personalities; the 
blue, the sky sealing the entire world. The stars 
signify the Star of Hope which may lead us 
back through time to the source of hope.”

“A Marxist must place the success of the strike 
movement above all else, must definitely oppose 
the division of the workers in this struggle into 
atheists and Christians, must fight resolutely 
against such a division. 


“In such circumstances the preaching of 
atheism is superfluous and harmful—not from 
the narrow-minded consideration of not frighten- 
ing tHe backward elements, or of losing votes at 
elections, etc., but from the point of view of the 
actual progress of the class struggle, which, in 
the conditions of modern capitalist society, will 
convert Christian workers to Soeial-Democracy 
and to atheism a hundred times more effectively 
than any bald atheist sermons. To preach 
atheism at such a time, and in such eircumstan- 
ces, would only be playing into the hands of the 
church and the priests, who would desire nothing 
more than to have the workers participating in 
the strike movement divided in accordance with 
their religious beliefs.”

The Republican and Democratic two ring cir- 
cuses are over. For mutual admiration and self 
serving declarations these two conventions sur- 
passed all others. The trouble is that the self 
serving declarations and boastful aecomplish- 
ments of both parties are largely refuted by facts. 

The attempt made by both conventions to be- 
little the accomplishments of the other party, and 
to grossly éxaggerate the mistakes were too 
obvious to do any harm. The people know that 
the members of both parties are good substantial 
American citizens. 

The attempt, however, to create sectionalism 
should not go unchallenged. The hatred spread 
by a few unthinking speakers in both conventions 
should not go unnoticed. The attempt to create 
racial and religious dissention was uncalled for. 
It deserves just condemnation. It is un-Ameri- 
can, and was unbecoming in both conventions. 

Name calling, even at conventions, is un-becom- 
ing to gentlemen. It is doubly so when glamour 
girls indulge in it. It is undignified to say the 
least. It is not relished by the public. Delegates 
to a national convention that select the standard 
bearers for the highest office in our nation should 
speak and act with caution and dignity. 

There may be some excuse because of the ex- 
cessive heat during both conventions. It has 
been hinted, however, that there was also an 
excessive amount of liquor. Whatever the cause 
the performance at both conventions left much 
to be desired. 

Needless to say that both conventions were 
controlled and manipulated by an international 
gang behind the scenes. These pulled the strings 
and dished out the liquor. The sober thinking of 
the truly American conventions that nominated 
such men as William McKinley and William J. 
Bryan, is a thing of the past. The international- 
ists and the foreigners have taken over. 

The time has come for a constitutional amend- 
ment that will stop this kind of political chicanery 
and give the voters an opportunity in a direct 
primary, and a direct election, to nominate and 
elect their candidates for President and Vice 
President. Our whole system of government 
must once more be made responsive to the will 
of the people. 

If such an amendment were adopted, then there 
would be an opportunity to make the issues 
clear before the general election. Then there 
would be at least one candidate representing 
America rather than foreigners. Then we could 
discuss issues and not persons.

The New York Times Magazine Section for 
Sunday, July 11, contained an article by Chester 
Bowles entitled “Universal Training fer Democ- 
racy.”

“To meet the responsibilities confronting 
democracy we must train more doctors, den- 
tists, teachers and scientists.” 


We have on several occasions dealt with this 
business of democracy.“ It is well now to speak 
of it again. For the careful reading of most 
newspapers and magazines, not to speak of many 
books and book reviews, indicates a well-nigh 
universal campaign to tell the American people 
they live in “a democracy.” It is screamed at us 
in headlines, repeated ad nauseam in texts, blared 
on the radio, sonorously intoned in Marches of 
Time. 

There must be purpose in all this. 


The fact seems to be—and this we have ob- 
served before—that this nation, which has what 
the Constitution of the United States describes 
as “a Republican form of government,” is in 
process of being turned into “a democracy.” And 
the barrage of references to the United States as 
“a democracy” as though it were an accomplished 
fact, simply camouflages and conceals the efforts 
of an extremely active group of people actually 
to convert our Republic into “a democracy”—that 
is, from a representative form of responsible 
government into a mobacracy, governed eventu- 
ally by a dictator. 


Do these pushers for “democracy” expect, by 
re-re-iteration, to succeed in turning our Republic 
into one of these “democracies”?

In that period Jefferson, himself the father 
of the Democratic Party, rarely, if ever spoke of 
the United States as other than the Republic.“ 
Other nations considered us a Republic. The 
South American countries, when they obtained 
their freedom a century and a quarter ago, called 
themselves “Republics.” 


And during all this time government confined 
itself to the duties of the government, of main- 
taining order, of conducting the post office, of 
dredging rivers and harbors, and the various 
things that were refledted in national budgets 
which, down to the year before the United States 
entered World War I, rarely if ever exceeded one 


btMion dollars. 


The Flowering of America 

During this period the United States grew to 
be the richest nation in the world—rich not only 
in the goods and services produced, but in the 
volume of good will generally apparent, the de- 
gree of philanthrophy practiced and the universal 
eajoyment of the blessings of liberty. Men who 
came here from other lands instantly noted that 
the American citizen walked more erect, was 
more independent. Those were the days when 
successful business and professional men were 
among the most influential in the community ; 
when it was the ambition of youth to build up a 
business that would give employment to others, 
or to rise to leadership at the head of a great 
educational institution. Persons of achievement 
in all fields were the keroes of the period. 


For 150 years the United States throve as no 
other people in the world. The people knew the 
reasons for this; the glories of the American 
Revolution which had given us independence 
were sung in every school and college—and in 
eyery church, for that matter. And while Ameri- 
ca knew and remembered the causes of her great- 
ness, she continued to thrive. 


Eater the Internationalists 

Then about 1933, roughly speaking, the inter- 
nationalists got the inside track. From then on 
America and America’s great history have been 
played down. Contempt has been poured upon 
those who believed in America first. (None of 
the people who talked this way poured contempt 
upon a Britisher who was for Britian first or a 
Russian who was for Russia first— that was 
somehow different.) 


Internationalists organizations galore have 
been formed throughout the country; they apear 
wellheeled financially; they get most of the 
breaks in the news, radio, screen and theatre. 
In most of our educational institutions America 
is largely forgotton, so vital does it appear to 
those framing educational policy to discredit 
America and to play up the rest of the world. 


The forces that have brought this about are 
the forces that took us imto the war. They were 
responsible for the doctrines of unconditional 
surrender and the vindictive persecution of the 
German people, including the evil and notorious 
Nurembfrg trials. They took us into the United 
Nations; are responsible for the formation of 
most, if not all, of the alphabetical agencies; pro- 
duced through the playing of wasd policy by the 
Presidest of the United States the partition of 
Palestine with a Near East war which has fol- 
lewed as we several times predicted. 


We have before us a pamphlet issued on behalf 
of one of the best known boarding schools in the 
United States—a school with a long record of 
educational and patriotic service to the country. 
Formerly this was an American school. But the 
Committee which publishes this pamphlet, have 
as their clear purpose the proclaiming of the 


school as a school for world citizenship.” De-

The conversion of this school’s purpose can 
have but one meaning, namely, that the graduates 
are to be taught that their chief duty is to “the 
world“ that that duty supersedes the duty to 
America. They apparently are being trained to 
go right on throwing away the hard-earned and 
carefully husbanded resources of their own coun- 
try. They are to acquiesce in all sorts of schemes 
that require the United States to pool its re- 
sources with other peoples, however backward, 
and thus to descend to the general level of their 
poverty. They are to forget the glorious history 
of their country and their country’s accomplish- 
ments. They are to think only of the welfare of 
“the world” regardless of the welfare of the people 
of the United States. 


All this is a fair inference from the reading of 
this pamphlet. It would seem this schoal has 
been captured by the internationalists. So, in- 
cidentally, have multitudes of other institutions 
of learning here in the United States. They have 
fallen for the propaganda which in its effect places 
America last. In no other country in the world 
has this happened—or could it happen—except 
when that country came under the clear domina- 
tion of Marxist Socialism. 


How is this internationalism exhibited ? 
First, in domestic affairs. 


Immigration 

Congress has been well-nigh overwhelmed 
in favor of relaxing our immigration restrictions, 
so carefully set up in the early 1920’s, with a view 
to taking in as many refugees as possible from 
Eastern Europe. Incidentally, and to show the 
utter lack of thinking or the insincereity of the 
proponents of letting down the bars, many of the 
yery people who advogate this stepped-up im- 
migration also advocate a socialistic’ scheme for 
public housing: qn thd t theory that we have not 
nearly enough housing to take care of the people 
already here. They tell us ten million hauses or 
apartments must be built in ten years. 


Several groups, including the National Econ- 
omic Council, have spoken plainly about immi- 
gration abuses in the United States. But the 
circulation of these statements has been limited. 
In Council Letter 189 we showed by Government 
Statistics of births and deaths and the official 
figures of immigration that no less than 1,862,060 
people unlawfully entered the United States be- 
tween 1930 and 1948. These figures and other 
statements in Letter 189, so far as we know, have 
never been challenged. 


In spite of the implication of the facts we pub- 
lished namely, that a censpiracy has existed 
which brought a million and a half, and perhaps 
several million, illegal, undesirable, immigrants 
into this country, the propaganda pressure was 
enowgh to force through a bill allowing 100,000 


refugees to come in each year for two years. How- 


ever, independent-minded men in Congress were 
able to put restrictions into the new immigration 
law which will tend to hold down the undesirable 
element; and another saving feature is that the 
Congress complied with the request of the Na- 
tional Economic Council to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of immigration. Nevertheless, the 
campaign to reverse the stand of Congress is al- 
ready under way. 


“Anti-Discrimination” Laws 

Another matter in which internationist 
propaganda has made itself felt is in the current 
craze among “liberal” writers and commentators 
for so-called race equality—for a so-called Federal 
FEPC and for state anti-discrimination laws. 
These laws in effect attempt to force the majority 
to accept members of a minority. The whole 
seheme is of Communist origin and is designed 
not to create good Mill but will stir up frjttion. 
Neither Congress nor$®pe legislatures of we st. of 
the States, however, e yet fallen for this 
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Close to a strange, uncharted shore.

A problem of race relations does exist. It can 
be met in the Christian way of encouraging mu- 
tual good will. If the proponents of FEPC and 
kindred proposals were willing to be satisfied 


‘with moderate but steady improvements in rela- 


tions between white and Negroes, Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews, such improvement would 
come about. But they are not so satisfied because 
their purpose (not that of course of all who fall 
in with and are deceived by these proposals) is to 
stir up friction and strife. For the accomplish- 
ments of these results, FEPC laws give superb 
opportunities. * 


Under the New York Law Against Discrim- 
ination,” it is now unlawful to ask a prospective 
employee if he has ever changed his name, and if 
so what his name formerly was.

“Federal Aid to Education”

paganda is illustrated by the clamor for so-called 


Federal aid to education. This scheme is brought 
forward allegedly to raise the standard of eduoa- 
tion in certain backward States; though as matter 
of fact every State in the Union is in better shape 
financially than the Federal Government and 
hence can better afford to raise its own educa- 
tional standards. Federal aid to schools means 
that the propanganda of the party in power would 
be forced upon all schools receiving aid until 
education came under absolute Federal coutrol. 


Signing Away Our Heritage 


How does this internationalism show itself in q 


the foreign field? 


It shows in the insane insistence by the inter- 
nationalists that this United States—equal in 
strength to all of the countries in manyrespects 
—shall submit itself to the decisions of the United 
Nations—that is, of the backward nations. In 
the Assembly of UN, the United States has just 
one vote—the same as Haiti, Iceland and other 
small nations. 


No possible good can come to the United States 
from throwing its resources into a common pot 
with all other nations, leaving it to the handful 
of men who control UN to say what part, if 
any, the United States may get back. 


In the Old Testament, Esau is said to have 
sold his birthright to his brother Jacob for a mess 
of pottage. But never has a great nation so com- 
pletely sold out as the UN crowd has persuaded 
the government of the United States to sell omt. 
We realize some will say that UN and some of the 
alphabetical agencies have already been ratified 
by the Congress. Congress may have game thru 
the motions. But the American people did not 
ratify them. Ninety-five per cent of the people 
of the United States knew nothing whatever of 
what was going on. In effect, the truth was con- 
cealed from them by most of the press, by the 
radio and many of our magazines—much as de- 
scribed. in Council Letter 194.

They elected me 
as their governor, and then re-elected me. They 
elected me as their United States Senator, and 
then re-elected me. I have defeated a long list 
of the highest-ranking professional politicians in 
Texas, man€y of whom had the active support 
of the politically powerful New Deal Dynasty in 
Washington, and the financial support of the radi- 
cal labor leader racketeers with all their millions 
of dollars. I am not a politician, never have been, 
ard never will be; yet, thanks to the rank and file 
of the sound-thinking citizens of Texas, I have 
never been defeated im any political contest.

IS COMMENDED FOR 
CHALLENGING TAXES |

A lovely little lady in Connecticut had dared 


to do what thousands of men wanted to see done 
but lacked the sheer nerve to do. 


It took a woman to challenge the insidious 
growth of unrestricted Federal power in one place 
where such a challenge would really hurt. 

How far shall the Federal Government be per- 
mitted to go in entering our homes and private 
affairs, perhaps opening our mail and listening 
to telephone conversations, dipping its fingers il- 
legally into our private purses, or forcing us to 
serve as government agents and collectors against 
our will? 

Vivien Kellems, vivacious, patriotic and deadly- 
in-earnest women industrialist of Saugatuck, 
Connecticut, says the Federal Governuent has al- 
ready gone too far, and that it is time to test the 
legality of forcing employers to withhold income 
from their employees and, as agents or collectors 
for the government, turn the money over to the 
Treasury Department. U 

So she announced in effect that she would no 
longer be party to violating an important con- 
stitutional right. She wrote to the Secretary of 
the Treasury in Washington, telling him that she 
would no longer collect the income tax from her 
employees, and suggested that the Secretary bring 
legal suit against her in the same orderly fashion 
in which the Federal Government had cooperated 
with labor leaders in testing a provision of the. 
Taft-Hartley law. 

Miss Kellems kept her word. Her employees 
made their returns and paid their income tax in 
accordance with the law. The difference was that 
Miss Kellems did not withhold the money from 
her employees and so force them to pay it to the 
government through her without ever seeing the 
money they paid in taxes. Instead she paid her 
employees their entire wages so they could pay 
‘heir own income taxés—which they did. 

But, the government refused to grant Miss 
Kellems the same consideration it granted to 
others and also recognize her right to due process 
of law. Instead, agents of the Federal Govern 
ment tried to get the Kellem management to sign 
aelf-incriminating documents. When that failed, 
the government coerced the bank in which Miss 
Kellems’ firm deposits its funds, to take employ- 
ees’ withholding tax, plus interest at almost. 15 
percent, and turn the money over to the govern- 
ment without even going to court or having any 
éerabhance of a trial. 

The government thus collected the amount of 
the withholding tax THREE TIMES,—once 
from the employees themselves and twice from 
Miss Kellems by coercing the bank to pay & out 
of her account without the due process of law 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

This $ not a question of whether or not we 
believe in the income tax, nor a question of 
expediency in one form or another of collecting 
the tax. IT IS A QUESTION OF WHETHER 
ANY CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE INDIGNITY

The American Council of Christian Churches, 
an organization formed for fellowship and repre- 
sentation of Fundamental Bible-believing Christ- 
ians held its annual convention in Atlanta, Ga. 
During the meeting the delegates assembled 
from thsoughout the United States reaffirmed 
their stand against un-American groups such as 
the Federal Council of Churches and other red 
front organizations. 

Among other resolutions adopted was one on 
“Civil Rights” programs that are being presented 
for enactment into law. The Resolution on Civil 
Rights as adopted read as follows: 

“In the name of ‘Civil Rights,’ the proposed 
Civil Rights Program wil] destroy America’s most 
fundamental civil liberties. The attack upon lib- 
erty today has to be made in the name of liberty. 
It is the satanic angel-of-light approval. This is 
a strategem to use the prestige of government to 
smear and to intimidate those who would oppose 
that hurtful legislation which the proponents of 
such measures want. 

“It promates class-consciousness and inspires 
hate between peoples. It is another step toward 
the socializing of America. It had its genesis in 
the Detroit Civil Rights Congress of 1946, where 
known communists and radical church leaders of 
the Federal Council initiated the entire program. 

“The FEPC, which is recommended as a part 
of this program, and for which the Federal Coun- 
cil has lobbied in Washington, is a vital part of 
the communist program at the present stage of 
their developing blueprint. Free enterprise, the 
right of the employer to choose, and the right of 
the employee to work with whontzhe desires, are 
substantially abrogated. The employer is legally 
forbidden to make inquiry of a prospective em- 
ployee concerning matters which involve the suc- 
cess of his business, and which may have bearing 
on the security of the entire nation.

Truth and accuracy are two qualities which 
every public official and every professional 
politician should try to develop. Truth involves 
a knowledge of reality. Accuracy means the 
correct expression of reality. 


Those who included Henry Wallace’s accept- 
ance speech on their schedule of fun on Saturday 
evening, July 24th, must have been impressed by 
its wholesale lack of truth and 
accuracy.

The time has come that we curb 
our selfish desires and think of future generations

One day while riding on a train I fell to talking 
with a man who confessed he was a bureaucrat, an 
employee of one of the innumeraable agencies 
of a Washington bureau. While our discussion 
was amicable, it soon developed that we had 
decidedly conflicting philosophies. Dramatically, 
this gentleman asked, “Do you see me?” 


I replied that I did; my sight is still good. 


“Well,” said he “you are looking upon the 
government of the United States.” 


To this rather astounding statement, I asked, 
“Were you elected by the people?” 


“No,” he replied, “I was not elected. I was 


appointed” 


“Was the man who appointed you elected by 
the people?” 


“No,” he admitted, “he was not, he was ap- 
pointed by someone else.” 


On further questioning he declared that his 
authority stemmed from the President, who by 
executive order created his position and thereby, 
he was in essence, the government of the United 
States. 


Now, it was my turn to be dramatic. Assuming 
my best theatrical pose I shot his question back 
at him. “Do you see me?” 


He replied that he did, whereupon I said, “You 
are looking upon the real government of the 
United States. I and one hundred forty million 
others like me are uncrowned rulers of this land, 
and our authority is derived not from the Presi- 
dent but from God. We created the President. 
We are not his servants or the servants of his 
infinite bureaus. We are the rulers of this land. 
We are the government of the United States. 
Don’t you or any of your fellow-bureaucrats ever 
forget that.” 


Yes, that is the thing that none of us must for- 
get. All power originates from the people, and 
free government is only by consent of the people. 
That is primary American doctrine. This knowl- 
edge is part of the rudimentary equipment of the 
American citizen. He has been taught this vital 
truth since childhood. 


It is the very essence of freedom but it seems 
to have been forgotten today by the sneering 
advocates of the Big State, by the paternalistic 
bureaucrats who assume to know more about 
what the people need than do the people them- 
selves.

There are no strikes in 
Russia because a worker knows he will be shot, 
and very little absenteeism because a worker is 
fined 20% of his salary for the next six months 
if he fails to show up at his job. And, too, a 
work-day in Russia consists of eleven hours 
where we work only eight hours per day. 


So it is nov wonder Russia gains in production 
while we lose. Steel is about the most necessary 
item in the machine age; it is used in practically 
all lines of manufacture. Steel is of vital im- 
portance in war equipment. Drastic measures 
should be taken by our government to see that 
its production is not interfered with. No, the 
communists dare not strike in Russia, but they 
can and do cause strikes here in America and 
stop our production—and to our shame may it 
be said they meet with very little opposition from 
us. On the other hand they are often aided by 
misguided sympathizers. 


Communist controlled labor is a grave threat 
to our national. security. Had it not been for 
labor unions communism could not have made 
the gains it did in the past sixteen years. Com- 
munism practically rode into power on the back 
of American labor unions.

The new decrees covering money reform con- 
flict with The Hague Convention of 1899 and 
1907, laws of which cover military behavior of 
military occupations.

There is absolutely no reason whatevef for us 
to get sore at the Russians or “get tough with 
Russia” as the sensationalists put it, nor is there 
any reason for us to hate the Austrians, Bulgar- 
ians, Czechs, Germans, Greeks, Hungarians, Ital- 
ians, Poles, Rumanians, Russians, Slovaks, Uk- 
rainians, Yugoslavs, or any other people who has 
fallen into the clutches of a soviet savagery. On 
the contrary they merit our pity because they are 
but victims of the most diabolical plot known to 
history and they deserve both our deepest sym- 
pathy and most energetic assistance because we 
are even more responsible for their present plight 
than they themselves.

But this 
regime, be it noted, is not Russian; nor are those 
responsible for it either Russian or representa- 


tive of the various aforementioned nationalities. 


Within the territory which many persons in- 
nocently, but mistakenly, designate and refer to 
today as “Russia,” the Russians lost control in 
October or November of 1917, or shortly there- 
after; wherefore it is no more fitting to designate 
this territory “Russia” and the rulers thereof 
“Russians” than it would be to designate our 
own country “Indiana” and to dub all the inhabi- 
tants “Indians”. All persons who fall into this 
habit are not only contributing to the creation 
and perpetration of a grievious historical error 
but are “aiding and abetting”, even though un- 
intentionally, the furtherance of a conspiracy of 
hate whose goal is bad blood between Russians 


and Americans. 


Hate against an individual person is un-Christ- 
ian, of course, and therefore, un-American, On 
the other hand, however, hate against the crimes 
of either an individual or a group of individuals, 
and also a zeal in putting an end to crime is 
100% Christian and hence 100% American. In 
speaking, end even in thinking, about either Rus- 
sians or any other people we must be extremely 
careful. Both individually and collectively we 
have enemies, and lots of them. Numbered 
among these enemies, however, is neither “Rus- 
sia“ nor “the Russians.” 

Both as a state and as citizen members of the 
Sovereign collectively which makes us a state, 
our one great enemy today is a worldwide con- 
spiracy which, makes no claim whatever to be 
either “Russia” or “Russians” but which not only 
spurns this title but officially proclaims itself to 
be an embryonic one-world state named “The 
Union Of Soviet Socialist Republics” or, in ab- 
breviated form, “The U.S.S.R.” or “The Soviet 
Union.” Why anyone who is even half-wise to 
this world conspiracy lets himself be misled into 
referring to it as “Russia” or “The Russians” is 
something which I cannot comprehend. 


Actually, of course, this self-styled “Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics” is neither social nor 
republican, nor is it even a true soviet or a union. 


The title is little, if anything, more than an alias, 
—an alias in the best traditions of the cunning 
criminals of the U.S.S.R.and of cunning criminals 
the world over who wish to conceal their identity 
in connection with this or any other conspiracy. 
To call it “Russian” therefore, or to call its multi- 
aliased organizers and rulers “Russian” is not 
only a misnomer but an outright slander on all 
Russians. 

If our own thoughts are to be kept straight, if 
our language is to mean anything, and if history 
is not to be corrupted beyond recognition, wé 
must give new names, titles, and identifying des- 
ignations for all new things, wherefore, inasmuch 
as the full and formally official title of “The 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics” is too long 
and clumsy for general use, lets call that Moscow 
Monstrosity U.S. S. R.“, “The Soviet Union”, 
“Sovietland”, “Sovietdom” and the inhabitants 
new enslaved therein “Sovieters”, Sovietans“, 
“Sovietlanders”, etc. 

Not only have the Russians been deprived of 
both power and possessions in Sovietland but, 
thanks to the outright murden of tens of millions 
of the Christians among them, they constitute 
only a minority among the total sovietized popu- 
lation thereof. According even to the official 
thesis of the criminal caboodle of the Kremlin, 
Sovietland is a superstate conglomerate of some 
six score national, racial, lingual, and/or ethical 
groups of which the Russians, whose lives have 
been spared, are but one; and to this thesis they 
could add with equal truthfulness that dominion 
over this monstrous conglomerate is in the hands 


of non-Russians who obtained, and who exercise, 


authority in and from Moscow by millionfold 
murder.

Baptist Church with the aid of Baptist Secretary 
Doris R. Sharpe.

Louis Kaplan is another example of the ideal 
UE official. He was kicked out of the CIO ship- 
builders union for Communist activities and that 
qualified him for the UE so he was sent to Day- 
ton as UE field representative. There seems to 
be a few Americans in the UE at Dayton for at a 
recent CIO meeting they booed Kaplan and de- 
manded that he be run out of town.

Kaplan and Robert A. Harrison, also of Day-

Herbert Hirschberg is UE international repre- 
sentative at Cleveland but is such a master of 
doubletalk that the party has given him a roving 
assignment even to Kentucky and Tennessee. 


Hirschberg received his Communist training in 
the New York area and while stationed at New- 
ark he was so insistent that all workers read the 
Daily Worker that the Sunday Worker of 1-9-44 
commended him for it. 


Another top Communist. whom UE stooges 
hired to rule them is Charles E. Sim, a protege 
of Commissor Kermit M. Kirkendall, master of 
UE Local 768 and former Communist state sena- 
tor from Dayton. Sims rose high and fast in 
UE circles after he joined the party and is now 
president of the Dayton CIO council. 


The Communist masters of the UE have only 
contempt for their stooges.

Carey, now national secretary-treasurer of the 
CIO, pleaded with UE members for years to act 
like Americans and elect Americans instead of 
Communists as their delegates but they ignored 
him and elected even more Communists. At the 
UE 1947 convention Carey introduced a resolu- 
tion to purge the UE of Communists and a roll 
call vote disclosed the Communist strength to 
be 3,817 to 596 for Americans.

In its recent session Congress passed and the 
President signed a Bill to take sixty-five million 
dollars out of the pockets of American taxpayers, 
in order to make an “interest free” gift for the 
erection of a Mausoleum along the East River 
Drive in New York City. This mausoleum is to 
house the moribund and phony and disintegrating 
United Nations. 
During the two years of its 
existence the United Nations has 
done nothing to justify the al- 
locating of sixty-five millions of 
American dollars for the estab- 
lishment åf a UN Capital in 
New York City. The United 
Nations has not promoted the 
peace and freedom and prosper- 
ity of the world. The United 
` Nations has failed to apply the 

principles of either the Four 

Freedoms or the Atlantic Char- 

ter to the peoples of eastern and 

middle Europe, against whose enslavement by 
Red Fascist Russia the United Nations has not 
uttered a single official protest. 

The very existence of the Marshall Plan and 
the proposal to establish a United States of 
Europe prove the failure if the United Nations. 
In fact, the United Nations retains a semblance 
of vitality only because the United States con- 
tinues to neddle it with American dollars, by 
paying approximately sevent-five pereent of its 
current useless operating expenses. 


A recent statement made by our State Depart- 
ment on the occasion of its request that the 
Soviet Consul General in New York City, Mr. 
Jacob Lomakin, be removed, supplies another 
important reason why American citizens should 
protest against every act of our Federal and State 
arid City governments which may lead to the 
establishment of a UN Capital on American soil. 


The State Department declared: “The Gov- 
ernment of the United States cannot permit the 
exercise within the United States of the poliee 
power of any foreign government.” On the basis 
of this firm and correct declaration of American 
sovereignty, we insist that the Government of 
the United States cannot permit the exercise 
within the United States of the police power of 
any combination of foreign governments known 
as the United Nations. 


Our State Department has thus endorsed the 
principal patriotic and legal purposes behind the 
lawsuit which this writer has introduced into the 
Supreme Court of the State of New York, re- 
questing the Court to issue what is known as a 
Declafatory Judgment, condemning as uncon- 
stitutional, void and illegal all the New York 
State and New York City Legislation that has 
been passed to establish the UN Capital along 
the East River Drive. 

The United Nations proposes to exercise for- 
eign police power in the United States. Some 
‘of our State Department officials have even as- 
serted that the UN has become a beehive for 
certain anti-American foreign spies. When the 
appeal in our anti-UN case comes up, we hope 
that the Appellate Division of the New York 
State Supreme Court will take judicial notice of 
the declaration against foreign police power made 
by the State Department of the United States of 
America.

FRANCO WARNED AGAINST 
RUSSIANS IN 1943 MEMO 


STRIKING SIMILARITY BETWEEN AD- 
VICE OF SPAIN’S LEADER AND BROAD- 
CASTS BY ROBERT BEST.

On February 21, 1943, Franco sent the folow- 
ing memorandum to the British Ambassador, Sir 
Samuel Hoare: 

“Our afarm about the Russian advanced is shar- 
ed not only by the neutral nations, but also by all 
thase people in Europe who have not lost the 
faculty of sensitive perception and fear. Com- 
munism is an enormots menace for the world, 
and now that it is supported by the victorious 
armies of a Great Power, all those who are not 
blind must be discouraged. If Russia comes out 
of the war triumphant, we belieye that even Eng- 
land will adopt our view and perhaps then our 
fears will not seem ‘exaggerated. . . . 

“We, who neither enter nor wish to enter the 
war, can see events with great impartiality.. 
lf the course of the war continues unaltered, it 
is evident that the Russian armies will penetrate 
deep into German territory. . . . If this occurs, 
will not the major peril to the Continent and to 
England be a Sovietized Germany, which will 
distribute to Russia its secrets and manufactures 
of war, its engineers, its technicians and special- 
ists, giving them the opportunity to create a 
fabulous empire, from the Atlantic to the Pacific? 
In our opinion, while up.until now Russia has 
been the major danger for Europe, due to her 
Communist totalitarianism and her military and 
industrial power, at present this danger is grow- 
ing enormously. : 

“And we ask: Is there any Power in Central 
Europe, in this mosiac of nations and races with- 
out consistency and unity, ruimed and shorn by 
occupation, which could contain the ambitions of 
Stalin? Evidently not. We can be sure that 
Communism will reign supreme in these nations 
after the occupation. 

“For this reason, we consider the situation ex- 
tremely serious, and we appeal to the good judg- 
ment of the British people that they may reflect 
on this situation: that if Russia occupies Ger- 
many, nothing, nobody, ean contain her. ™ 

“If Germany did not exist, Europeans would 
have to invent a Germany, and it would be ridicu- 
lous to think that Germany’s place could be occu- 
pied by a federation of Lithuanians, Poles, 
Czechs and Romanians, which would be rapidly 
transformed into a federation of Soviet states.” 


“ONE SOLITARY LIFE” 


Here is a man who was born in an obscure 
village, the child of a peasant woman. He grew 
up in another obscure village. He worked in a 
carpenter shop until he was thirty, and then for 
three years He was an itinerant preacher. He 
never wrote a book. He never held an office.

My lesses then began. Everything I touched 
‘went wrong. I was heavily in debt when the 
Federal Reserve Board on May 26, 1920, pro- 
hibited the banks from extending credit, with the 
result that I was compelled to take bankruptcy. 
My good friend, the great John H. Kirby of 
Heuston, Texas, came to my rescue and bought 
for me at bankrupt sale my steel plant and Miss- 
issippi plantations. Mr. Kirby’s fortune was 


liquidated by the deflation of 1930, decreed by 


the Federal Reserve Board for the ostensible 
purpose of checking speculation. I admit that I 
may be slightly prejudiced against a system that 
bankrupts the borrower, the farmer and the 
laborer. 

I then began an intensive study of money. Up 
to this time I had been pretty busy, had taken 
money for granted as a function of government, 
which I then assumed was administered honestly. 
My mind was not corrupted or prejudiced by the 
false teachings of the gold standard by the text 
books and professors. I was amazed to discover 
in the Federal Reserve Bulletin that the Federal 
Reserve Board brought about the deflation of 
1920 designedly for the purpose of putting down 
prices and wages. 

In my investigation of banking and currency, 
I discovered that the perpetual partnership of 
N. M. Rothschild & Sons owned approximately 
ene half of the wealth of the world; that it was 
responsible for the gold standard, for until recent 
years iť controlled the gold of the world and 
through it regulated the economy of the people 
of the world; that it had established the bank- 
ing systems of the world, including our Federal 
Reserve System which it established through its 
agent Paul Warburg of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. I 
discovered also that it was responsible for our 
panics and depressions and wars, from all of 
which it profited, 

In the early spring of 1941, I published “The 
Rothschild Money Trust” under the nom de 
plume “Andrew Fabius.” I stopped its distri- 
bution in May 1941 about six months prior to the 
Pearl Harbor disaster, because I thought Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would euchre us into the war. 
The Jewish Anti-Defamination League of the 
B'nai B'rith obtained a copy of this book and 
sought to learn the identity of the author, no 
doubt for the purpose of including him as one of 
the defendants in the Washington alleged sedi- 
tion case. I was visited several times by the F. 
B. .I, then under the control of Henry Morgen- 
thau, Secretary of the Treasury. I refused to 
admit or deny authorship on the ground that if 
guilty of an offense, I was not required to make 
a confession, and if not, it was none of their 
business. 

I am now in my 8lst. year. My family and 
relatives are well provided for. I do not desire 
office or seek the fleeting applause of fame. My 
only ambition is to be of service to my country. 
I earnestly hope that this article will contribute

Traitor is an ugly word and conveys an ugly 
meaning. There is no more despicable man than 
he who betrays a trust, unless it be the traitor 


who accepts a bribe to betray it, as did Judas 
Iscariot and Benedict Arnold. What moral 
difference is there between Judas Iscariot and the 
official who seeks to destroy our government in 
violation of his sworn duty to uphold and defend 
it? What is the moral distigction between the 
price of “thirty shekels of silver” and the con- 
sideration of an office that will pay the “thirty 
shekels“? 

Measured by this standard President Truman 
is a communist traitor, for in order to get com- 
munist votes he seeks to establish the “civil 
rights” program, and to subordinate our govern- 
ment to the United Nations in violation of our 
National constitution, which he swore to uphold 
and defend. d 

The President’s refusal to reveal the record 
of the members of the Atomic Commission, and 
Harriman’s refusal to disclose the record’ of 
“Doctor” Condon is evidence that Truman’s ad- 
ministration is a Zionist, communist administra- 
tion. On Feb. 25, 1947, Senator Hickenlooper as 
“Chairman of the Senate Section, Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy,” wrote the President 
as follows: 


“Among the agencies of Government from 
which the committee would desire informa- 
tion are the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the Army and Navy Intelligence Depart- 
ments, the Intelligence Section of the Man- 
hattan District, and such other departments 
and agencies as might have available infor- 
mation regarding the appointees of the Com- 
mission: Mr. David E. Lilienthal, Chairman; 
Dr. Robert F. Bacher; Mr. Sumner T. Pike; 
Mr. William A. Waymack; Mr. Louis E. 
Strauss; Mr. Carroll L. Wilson, general 
manager.” 


The President replied as follows, 

“Before answering your letter of February 
25, I have had a current check made of the 
records of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, the Army and Navy Intelligence De- 
partments, and the Intelligence Section of 
the Manhattan District and I wish to advise 
you that no derogatory information with 
reference to any of the appointees to the 
Commission, or with reference to the general 
manager of the Commission, is contained in 
the files of these agencies.” 


This was an official request by a Senate Com- 
mittee for official information as to the fitness of 
the President’s nominees of members of the 
Atomic Commission; the most important Com- 
mission that has ever been created. It was made 
during the three weeks period that the Senate 
was considering the confirmation of these nom- 
inees. It would have revealed that at least two 
of them, to-wit: Strauss and Lilienthal, are 
Zionist communists and that the balance of them 
are either communists or socialists; for the Pres- 
ident appoints no other kind. The request was 
no doubt answered by one of his communist 
associates. The President refused this request, 
saying “I have had current check made of these 
records and am satisfied.” 

Secretary Harriman has followed his example 
and his direction in refusing to give the House 
Committee.on Un-American Activities informa- 
tion about “Doctor” Condon, an alleged scientist 
and the President’s nominee for Chief of the 
Bureau of Standards. This committee makes the 
direct charge that “Doctor” Condon has been 
consorting with Russian spies and that he is the 
“weakest link” in our atomic set up. I don’t 
know “Doctor” Condon’s race or real name; 
but the fact that he was chosen for the job by 
Henry Wallace and is defended by him, Eleanor 
Roosevelt. and the communist Albert Einstein 
are suspicious circumstances. He is a member 
of the American-Soviet Society, affiliated with 
the National Council of American-Soviet Friend- 
ship, Inc., which has been cited by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities as a. communist 
organization. His friends are communists and 
communist spies. He appears to be a commu- 
nist. (Cong. Record, March 16, 1948, p. 3015-6) 

President Truman issued an order effective 
Marck 18, 1948 directing that no congressional 


subpoenae should be obeyed or information given 
as to the loyalty records of Federal employees 


“except with my express authority.” (Cong. 
Record April 1, 1948, p. 4101). That is the act 
of a power-mad dictator and a communist sympa- 
thizer who seeks to protect communist traitors. 

There can be no question About the fact that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt sought to establish a 
socialistic World Empire and that he brought 
about the destruction of our Pacific fleet for that 
purpose. It is immaterial whether he was a 
socialist or a communist for both socialism and 
communism involve the destruction of our re- 
publican form of government, which is based on 
the right of private property and personal liberty.

As each day brings us closer to war in Berlin, 
those who are interested can look for the follow- 
ing events shortly after war breaks out in 
Europe: a communist uprising will take over 
Austria; in Italy, France and Germany millions 
will be slaughtered during and after the conquest. 
In the United States, strikes and riots will break 
out; most shipping will stop as well as subways, 
trains, light plants and factories; citizens will 


be in panic and helpless. Then the Commander 


War Veteran 
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in Chief will take his orders from the In- 
visible Government (as he does unknowingly 
today) and pandemonium will exist. Men in the 
most trusted positions in the United States will 
step forward to take their place as directors of 
the revolution just as surely as they have done it 
in sixteen European countries; the Atomic 
Energy Committee will line up with communism; 
and some thirty-five million people in the United 
States will eagerly carry out the orders of com- 
munist leaders. Churches and religious institu- 
tions will be immediately taken over and their 
occupants persecuted as they were in Spain;

To convince 
naive Americans they mean business, millions 
will be shot or “liquidated” for the slightest 
opposition to the new regime; women will be 
raped at will just as German women were, during 
the last war. People who are too frightened to 
resist, will be permitted to live but put to work 
in mines, state-owned farms, or on construction 
work,

TRUMAN’S NEGLIGENCE OF 
DUTY TO ENFORCE LAWS 
WARRANTS HIS DEFEAT 


PRESIDENT BELLIGERENT IN REFUSAL 
TO HELP FERRET OUT COMMUNISTS 
IN FEDERAL AGENCIES

One of the important means of preserving 
democratic government is for the citizen of a 
democracy to see to it that their elected and 
appointed leaders fulfill the governmental tasks 
associated with their public office. 


Thus, the President of the United States is 
the Chief Executive of our American Republic. 
He has no power to make laws. He has no 
judiciary powers. His task is 
to see to it that the laws passed 
by the Congress are put into 
execution. Although the Presi- 
dent has the duty to acquaint 
the Congress with the state of 
the Nation and even to suggest 
appropriate legislation, he can- 
not and should not constitution- 
ally exceed that privilege. He 
has no right to demand legisla- 
tion from Congress. He has no 
right to force legislation through 
Congress either by promises oi 
patronage or by threats of political reprisals. 
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The most fundamental duty of the President 
is to protect the existence of our form of govern- 
ment and, therefore, to do everything in his 
power to protect our government against the 
occupation of government offices by Communists 
who have diabolically dedicated themselves to 
the overthrow of our American form of Govern- 
ment. Congress has this duty also. Therefore, 
in matters affecting the very endurance and in- 
tegrity and stability and preservation óf our 
American Republic the President and the Con- 
gress should be united. 


Consequently, it is amazing and alarming to 
find President Truman negligent and even bellig- 
erent in his refusal to cooperate with the Con- 
gress in its laudable efforts to ferret out the Com- 
munistic termites who for thirteen years have 
penetrated into the very warp and woof of our 
democratic machinery of government in Wash- 
ington. Instead of cooperating as he should, if 
he would remain true to his oath of office, Presi- 
dent Truman sneeringly refers to the Con- 
gressional investigation of Communism in Wash- 
ington as a “red herring.” 


Worse than this, the President has forbidden 
his executive agencies to turn over to the Con- 
gress the loyalty files on certain individuals 
whose patriotism the Congress has a perfect right 
to investigate for the preservation of our nation.

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quickly tell this important story better than a 
million words. If the population which totals 
more than a billion people in North Africa, the 
Near East, the Middle East and the Far East 
will remain the loyal friends of the United States, 
we are safe. If they become our enemies, we are 
no longer safe. In the future war, which appears 
so inevitable and so imminent, it is doubtful if we 
can emerge the winner if we are denied free 
access and use of the vitally strategic area ex- 
tending from Morocco on the Atlantic to the 
Philippines in the Pacific. It is improbable that 
we shall emerge the winner unless the immense 
and important natural resources of this area are 
made available to us willingly and generously. 
The effective good-will and the loyal co-operation 
of this enormous reserve of manpower, more than 
one-half of the total population of the world, 
will prove to be the most important factor in 
determining the winner. 


However, there is something equally important 
to be considered at this moment by all American 
mothers and fathers, and by all those who will 
again have to fight in another foreign war. It 
is quite possible that this seemingly inevitable 
and imminent war may be prevented. It is 
reasonable to believe that no power in Europe 
will ever dare to engage the United States in a 
war, if it is known in advance that the nations 
forming the “underbelly” of Europe and Asia will 
enter that war as our allies. Even the most 
powerful nation in Europe is not so blind to 
reality, that it will risk its national existence by 
inviting war with the United States, knowing in 
advance that fighting with us on our side there 
will be the nations forming the “underbelly” of 
Europe and Asia, with a total population of more 
than a billion people. No nation in all the world 
could survive a war, fought at the same time 
against the United States and all the nations of 
North Africa, the Near East, the Middle East 
and the Far East. The simple logic of this in- 
ternational situation is so well understood, and so 
well appreciated by aggressor nations, that none 
will invite national suicide by engaging in a war 
with the United States under such circumstances. 
It is therefore the duty of our government to 
immediately establish, and rigidly maintain, the 
most friendly relationship with all the nations of 
North Africa, Asia Minor and Asia. Only by 
following lhis policy can we make certain that 
war, under existing conditions, can be averted. 


Russia is well aware of the fact that she can- 
not, as she hopes, easily and quickly carry to its 
sucessful conclusion, her plan to dominate the 
world, if the United States and the nations of 
North Africa, Asia Minor and Asia see eye to 
eye as allies. | 
Russia that the present expansion of communism 
westward in Europe and eastward in Asia, cannot 
be accelerated, with or without the use of force, 
as long as the United States and the nations of 
the “underbelly” of Europe and Asia continue to 
remain allies; This has compelled Russia to 
search for a strategy which would quickly and 
irrevocably convert these friendly nations into 
enemies of the United States. Russia’s plan for 
ideological conquest of the world can never 
make progress as long as the United States and 
these nations remain allies. Russia soon dis- 
covered the strategy by which she could accom- 
plish the result so necessary for her purpose. 
This strategy was based upon the ability of 
Russia to succeed in forcing the United States 
to give all- out“ support for Zionist aggresion in 
Palestine. In this regard it will be recalled that 
it was not Russia which originally sponsored the 
Zionist plan to partition Palestine. Russia al- 
ways managed to keep the United States out 
front in the race to encourage Zionist aggression 
in Palestine. Russia slyly allowed the United 
States to be the one to “use the whip” on the 
smaller states in the United Nations to black- 
jack them into voting for the partition of Pales- 
tine. In all these proceedings in the United 
Nations Russia slyly kept quiet. Russia at that 
time did no more than vote affirmatively to sup- 
port the United States-sponsored Zionist’s Pales- 
tine partition plan. For it the United States was 
then using every questionable form of inter- 
national bribery and blackmail to push it through 
the United Nations General Assembly. The 
United States' was successful in “delivering” the 
contract which the Zionist high-command had 
demanded from the administration, in return for 
Zionist political support and “other valuable con- 
siderations”. However, this very same act lost for 
the United States the respect, the esteem and the 
confidence of these more than one billion people. 
Their faith in the integrity, the fairness, the 
honesty and the justice of the United States was 
destroyed then and there.

registered the full measure of their contempt to 
this betrayal by the United States. Each one of 
these nations represented in the United Nations, 
in every case voted against this United States- 
sponsored Zionist plan for Palestine partition. 
The representatives of these nations, and these 
peoples saw, with their own eyes, how a sinister 
secret group could force the United States into 
becoming a willing party to an illegal, inhuman, 
unjust and dishonest international adventure. 
They saw. with their own eyes, that under similar 
circumstances, there was no hope for themselves, 
if they should ever be compelled, at some future 
time, to rely upon the integrity of the United 
States. In view of this disgraceful performance 
by the United States in the Palestine situation, 
it is difficult to imagine that these nations would 
ever plunge their people into a destructive war, 
in order to preserve, and impose upon this world 
an ideology which ignores and betrays all human 
rights and interhational justice. They saw with 
their own eyes, the heritage of their brothers in 
Palestine bartered away in the United Nations 
under the sponsorship of the United States, in 
payment by the administration in Washington of 
its political debts to the Zionists in the United 
States. “Sic gloria transit.” 


Russia had assured United States politicians 
that Russia would vote in the United Nations to 
support the United States-sponsored Zionist plan 
for the partition of Palestine. The support by 
Russia, and her five “Charlie McCarthy” satellite 
states, for this plan, assured the United States 
that it would obtain enough votes in the United 
Nations to insure victory for the vigorous cam- 
paign the United States had conducted there on 
behalf of its Zionist masters. Thus Russia at once 
was rewarded with the most successful outcome 
for the strategy which she had used. The United 
States was held responsible, by nations favorable 
to the Arabs, for the “recommendation” by the 
United Nations General Assembly, of the United 
States-sponsored Zionist plan to partition Pales- 
tine. The Arab world, the Moslem world, and 
all the peoples of Asia arid Africa, as a single 
voice, expressed their resentment to this betray- 
al of the Arabs by the United States. Russia 
thus drove the first nail into the coffin of United 
States and Near, Middle and Far East solidarity. 
Since that mournful day, Russia has left no stone 
unturned to instigate and incite the United States 
into giving increasingly active and substantial 
support to Zionist aggression in Palestine. Rus- 
sia will never rest satisfied until every nation in 
North Africa, the Near East, Middle East, and 
Far East come to regard the United States as 
their common enemy. By the use of brilliant 
and effective international strategy, inside and 
outside of the United Nations, Russia is increas- 
ingly forcing the United States to earn the hatred 
and the enmity which these more than a billion 
people are now developing toward the United 
States. 


By the use of great cunning and generalship 
in the Palestine situation, Russia will shortly 
drive the last nail into the coffin of the centuries- 
long friendship between the peoples of the United 
States and the peoples of North Africa, Asia 
Minor and Asia. When the day arrives that 
Russia can be sure that this is an accomplished 
fact, Russia, without any loss of time, will extend 
her control and influence westward in Europe 
and eastward in Asia, without fear or hesitation 
regarding the attitude of the United States. Rus- 
sia can feel perfectly free to move in any way 
she desires, in any part of the world, when the 
United States can no loner regard as her allies, 
and depend upon, the nations which form the 
“underbelly” of Europe and Asia. In the very 
recent past Russia has capably demonstrated how 
well, and how often, she can turn international 
somersaults when it serves her purpose. It would 
not surprise many highly-placed persons to see 
Russia soon take the place of the United States, 
politically. and economically, in North Africa, 
Asia Minor and Asia. When that has happened, 
all Europe and Asia will fall into the lap of 
Russia like a plum. There can be no other logical 
consequence after Russia has secured for herself, 
by the political acumen demonstrated in the Pal- 
estine situation, economic control of the immense 
and important natural and human resources of 
those continents. Russia will then have available 
unlimited reserves of oil, rubber, tin, copper, and 
other vital raw materials, all of which Russia now 
lacks. It will not be long thereafter before Rus- 
sia will dominate the entire world. 


Of what crime against international justice and 
human rights is the United States guilty, to de- 
serve this form of malignant enmity from these 
long-friendly peoples? The evidence of our 
guilt is abundant. Our ill-advised administration 
tn Washington obligated the United States to

use its prestige, its resources and its tremendous 
international political power, as an ally of the 
Zionists, to purloin from the innocent, def 

less and law-abiding Arabs in Palestine, the 
homeland for the past thirteen centuries. Every 
American worthy of that name, to the last man, 


. would be proud to die fighting in the defense 


of his homeland, against the very kind of aggress- 
sion in Palestine which our own government is 
now engaged in aiding and abetting. 


In 1918 the population of Palestine consisted 
of 93 per cent native Arabs and 7 per cent native 
Jews. (The native Jews at that time had nearly 
all been natives in Palestine for countless cen- 
turies.) At about this time, a secrét arrangement 
was entered into in London, between the British 
Government, and the representatives of the Jews 
then inhabitants of Russia. Its terms obligated 
the British to transplant these Jews from Russia 
into Falestine. The Arabs in Palestine were 
never consulted regarding this proposed mass 
migration of millions of Jews into their country 
from Russia. To carry out this conspiracy with 
the Jews, the British installed an army of one- 
hundred thousand soldiers in Palestine to over- 
power any resistance by the native Palestinian 
Arabs. The independence of Palestine had been 

aranteed to the Arabs, by the British, in 1915. 

he League of Nations, in 1919, also recognized 
the independence of the Palestenian Arabs, in 
Article 22, of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, In 1921, the British were duly appointed 
by the League of Nations as the trustee for 
Palestine, to “give administrative aid and assist- 
ance”, temporarily, as clearly stated in the League 
of Nations Covenant creating the trusteeship, 
until self-government could be organized by the 
Arabs in Palestine. Instead of carrying out its 
obligations t6 the people of Palestine, the British 
proceeded, during the twenty-five years since 
that time, to force into Palestine against the ve- 
hement opposition, and continuing protests, of the 
native Arab population, more than six-hundred 
thousand Jews, almost exclusively from Russia, 
Poland, Lithuania, Galicia, Rumania and other 
countries of eastern Europe. The British em- 
ployed their army of 100,000 soldiers in Palestine 
to force these six hundred thousand Jews into 
Palestine, despite the continuing Arab .remon- 
strances that, as a nation, they possessed the ex- 
clusive and inalienable right to control immigra- 
tion into their homeland. Pursuant to the 
conspiracy between the British and the Jews, the 
British planned not to withdraw her army from 
Palestine, nor to allow the people of Palestine to 
govern themselves, until the British had forced 
into Palestine so many additional Jews that the 
total of these immigrant Jews would outnumber 
the native Palestinian Arabs in voting strength, 
for the elections which were to be held some day. 
By this most illegal method, the British would 
have succeeded in purloining Palestine from ita, 
rightful Arab owners, and converting it into a 
state controlled by and for the immigrant Jews. 


The trouble in Palestine today is all due to 
this brazen attempt by the British, to rob the 
Arabs in Palestine of their internationally recog- 
nized right to live as a free nation, and to exist 
as an independent sovereign state. For selfish, 
strategic,both political and economic,international 
considerations, the British had entered into this 
conspiracy with the Jews for converting Palestine 
into a pro-British, non-Arab, and sovereign state 
for Jews. The Arabs were to be reduced, by this 
conspiracy, to the status of a political and eco- 
nomic minority in the country which had been 
their homeland for more than one-thousand 
three-hundred years. During this long period 
the Arabs had owned, occupied, cultivated and 
governed their homeland. The Arabs resisted 
this contemptible conspiracy between the British 
and the Jews with all their vigor and with the 
very limited means of defense at their disposal. 


But the British,in recent years,found themselves 
in Palestine in the position of a nut in a nut- 
cracker. In London, the important Jews, politi- 
cally and financially, were putting great pressure 
upon the British government to deliver Palestine 
to the Jews. The Arabs, in Palestine, at the same 
time were demanding that the British leave the 
country, and turn Palestine back to them in keep- 
ing with their obligations under the trusteeship 
agreement. The Arabs were also demandit 
that the British at once cease forcing addition 
quantities of immigrant Jews into Palestine. The 
British, however, continued to violate their obli- 
gations and to ignore their responsibilities to the 
Arabs in Palestine. Recent events compelled the 
British to admit that they could proceed no longer 
with their betrayal of the Arabs. The British were 
compelled then to seek elsewhere for a solution 
of the problem which they had created for them- 
selves in Palestine. And this they did quickly. 


As soon as the British made public that they 


intended to abandon their conspiracy with the 

for their conquest of Palestine, the Jews 
went bezerk. The Jews in Palestine since that 
moment have waged such relentless guerilla war- 
fare against the terror-stricken British, that the 
British made a quick decision to pull out of 
Palestine quickly and completely. The British 
however, lacked the character, or the courage, or 
both, to transfer the administration then .*)m 
the existing British “Administration of Pales- 
tine”, to a legal I lestenian “Government of 


Palestine“, as the British were required to do by 


the terms of the League of Nations trusteeship 
agreement. It planned for rule by natives in 
Palestine. Instead of doing so, the British pas- 
sed the buck” to the United Nations and invited 
the United Nations to “recommend a future 
form of government for Palestine.” This step by 
the British was treason to their trust. The Brit- 
ish chose in this manner to risk dishonoring 
themselves, by violating their international re- 
sponsibilities rather than to expose themselves to 
political and economic reprisals by world-wide 
frustrated, fanatic Jews. The British, during the 
thirty years they had been in Palestine, had al- 
ready enjoyed a taste of the tremendous power 
and influence of world-Jewry. The British today 
fear the wrath of world-Jewry more than any 
other force on the face of this earth. 


t is a fact that has been well aired in our 
C ess, that high-ranking Jews in political, 
financial and commercial circles in the United 
States have exerted powerful pressure upon the 
highest elected and appointed officials in our 
ens to force the delegation of the United 
tates, in the U. N., to compel many unwilling 
nations to vote,“ under the whip” for the Palestine 
partition plan worked out by the Zionist high 
command. The ‘enormity and the implications 
of this shocking scandal caused the Hon. Law- 
rence H. Smith to state in Congress on Decem- 
ber 18, 1947 as follows: 


“When the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress convenes I propose to offer a reso- 
lution which would authorize a full and 
complete investigation of the acts of public 
officials and private citizens in this lobby 
for the partition of Palestine. The Congress 
of the United States is charged with knowl- 
edge that a considerable lobby exerted pres- 
sure. If the United Nations Security Council 
attempts to implement this partition decree 
a war of annihilation will result.” 


The Honorable Ed Gossett, of Texas, one of 
the outstanding members of Congress, had the 
following to say regarding the day upon which 
our top officials in Washington issued instruc- 
tions, to our delegates in the United Nations, that 
they must secure enougk votes, under any cir- 
cumstances, to insure favorable action by the 
the United Nations for the Zionist’s Palestine 
partition plan. It is well known that the admin- 
istration in Washington gave its pledge, to the 
Zionist leaders in New York City, to surely 
“deliver’ enough votes to them. About this, Con- 
gressman Gossett made this direct statement; 


“Saturday was one of the blackest days in 
American history. America is responsible for 
the partition of Palestine and the creation of 
a sovereign Jewish State. She has ‘perhaps 
planted the seeds for World War III”. 


Let us call a spade a spade. The United States 
is now giving its official support to the armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a minority of the 
population there. This minority consists of the 
imigrant Jews in Palestine who were transplant- 
ed there, during the past thirty years, from count- 
tries in eastern Europe, by the British. They were 
only able to enter the country, against the violent 
opposition of the native Arab population, with 
the protective assistance of the one-hundred 
thousand soldiers stationed in Palestine by the 
British for that purpose. This armed insurrec- 
tionist minority is made up of the identical im- 
migrant Jews who left their homeland in Europe 
to seek security and opportunity in Palestine. 
This armed insurrectionist minority now de- 
mands that more than one-half of Palestine shall 
be amputated, and, with force if needs be, made a 
nationalist, independent, sovereign state for Jews. 
At this moment, the United States is pouring 
hundreds of millions of dollars into China, 
Greece, Korea, and Germany, to prevent the 
partition of these countries by armed in- 
surrectionist minorities. The United States 
follows this foreign policy in keeping with 
its traditions, or with its obligations as 
a member of United Nations, or both. In these 
countries, the armed insurectionist minor- 


ities are sections of the native popula- 
‘tions, 


and not recently- arrived _ immigrants. 


The strategic importance in the United States 
elections, of those votes controlled by the Zionist 
high-command, and the tremendous campaign 
contributions extracted from Zionist partisans, 
for the political party, and for candidates who 
are willing to follow Zionist “suggestions”, re- 
quires an explanation. The Zionist controlled vote 
in the U. S. is the balance of power. It decides 
Republican or Democratic victory in the national 
elections. That vote swings the elections in the 
most important five states. The Zionist partisan 
vote in New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Mas- 
sachusetts and California is the factor which de- 
termines whether the 151 electoral votes shall 
be cast for the Republican or the Democratic 
candidate for President. These 151 electoral 
votes are 35 per cent of the total 432 electoral 
votes for the entire forty-eight states. The 151 
electoral votes, which the Zionists can “deliver” 
to a presidential candidate, will determine who is 
to be the President of the United States. This 
simple fact will explain why all candidates who 
wish to remain in the White House, or who wish 
to move into the White House, must come to an 
understanding with the Zionist high-command. 


The Zionists spend untold millions to elect the 
candidates, to all offices, who take orders from 
them and do their bidding. The Zionists spend 
untold millions to punish the candidates who 
prefer instead to serve the interests and the wel- 
fare of all the people of the United States. One 
case may be sufficient to illustrate this serious 
situation. Senator Revercomb of West Virginia 
was recently responsible for the passage in Con- 
gtess of an immigration law which will permit 
the entry of an additional 200.000 persons dis- 
placed from their homes in Europe by the war. 
Of the 800,000 persons in these displaced persons 
camps, only 200,000 are Jews and 600,000 are 
Christians. But of the 200,000 Jews, 185,000 left 
their homes in communist-controlled countries 
behind the iron curtain only after the termination 
of the-war. These reached the displaced-persons 
camps with the assistance of the American-fi- 
nanced “underground railroad”. Senator Rever- 
comb was instructed by the Zionist lobby in 
Washington to alter the terms of this immigra- 
tion law in order to make it possible for these 
ineligible Jews to enter the United States under 
this new legislation. In justice to the original 
purpose for which this immigration law was in- 
tended, Senator Rivercomb refused to comply 
with the instructions of the Zionist lobby. As a 
consequence, Senator Revercomb has now been 
branded as an “anti-Semite” by the Zionist par- 
tisans. The Zionist high-command is now con- 
centrating its forces in West Virginia upon the 
election of the candidate for United States Senate 
running against Sen. Revercomb for reelection to 
United States Senate on the Republican ticket. 
The extract from a letter recently received from 
West Virginia describes the Zionist pressure to 
defeat Senator Revercomb for reelection. The 
writer of this letter is one of the leading indus- 
trialists of the country whose home and interests 
are situated in West Virginia. It would there- 
fore expose him to reprisal if his name were made 
public. In his letter he states: 


“The New York Zionists are making a fight 
against Senator Revercomb in West Virginia 
because of his position on the immigration 
question. 


His opponent is considered to be a splendid 
tool of labor Zionist socialist movement and 
the New York Zionists have claimed they 
will spend $100,000 against Revercomb in 
West Virginia and Mr. Dewey is afraid to 
come into West Virginia to speak for him.” 


The perverted concept of justice and equity at 
present being displayed by our government's 
officials in the Palestine situation is nothing less 
than depraved. Our nation’s leaders are acting 
as if they believed that the thief who steals an 
automobile becomes its rightful and legal owner 
when he “proclaims” that he is using the stolen 
automobile as a taxi-cab, and that the thief should 
be provided with protection by the police to pre- 
vent any interference by the rightful and legal 
owner with the profitable operation of the stolen 
automobile by the thief. That is the policy the 
United States is employing and advocating in the 
Palestine situation., The immigrant Jews, who 
forced their way into Palestine only with the 
assistance of an army of 100,000 British soldiers, 
are now seeking to steal a large part of Palestine 
from its rightful and legal owners, and to “pro- 
claim” it as their sovereign state. The thieves 
are now demanding the protection of the armed 
forces of the world in order that they may enjoy 
the profitable employment of their stolen terri- 
tory in security and safety without interference 
from the rightful and legal owners. It is difficult 
to believe that true American citizens will for 
long permit the Zionist-controlled politicians to 
continue to degrade the good-name ef the United 


States by the dishonorable use of its incontesti- 
ble international influence, to force this un-Ameri- 
can crime against international justice and. hu- 
man rights down the throats of the innocent, 
defenseless and peaceful law-abiding Arabs. 


It can do no harm at all if the President of the- 
United States skips the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Preamble to the Constitution of the 
United States, the Monroe Doctrine, President 
Wilson’s Fourteen Points and the Atlantic Char- 
ter. Let him only refresh his recollection about 
what he himself recently stated as the foreign 
policy of the United States. President Truman, 
in 1947, in his “Message of the President of the 
United States on the State of the Union”, de- 
clared to Congress the foreign policy of this 
government in no uncertain language. President 
Truman stated; ‘ ; 


“We shall approve no territorial changes 
in any friendly part of the world unless they 
accord with the freely expressed wishes of 
the people concerned. We believe in the 
eventual return of sovereign rights and self- 
government to all peoples who have been 
deprived of them by force. We believe that 
all peoples who are prepared for self-govern- 
ment should be permitted to choose their 
own form of government by their own freely 
expressed choice, without interference from 
any foreign source. That is true in Europe, 
in Asia, in Africa, as well as in the western 
hemisphere. We shall refuse to recognize 
any government imposed upon any nation by 
the force of any foreign power. THAT IS 
OUR FOREIGN POLICY.” 


But the foreign policy of the United States 
today in the Palestine situation is in complete 
contradiction to what President Truman stated 
in 1947. 


Another convincing illustration of the ex- 
tent of Zionist control over our foreign policy 
occurred on September 23, 1948, in Paris, when 
Secretary of State Marshall addressed the meet- 
ting there of the United Nations General Assem- 
bly. Secretary*of State Marshall “warned”, using 
his own words, the delegates of the fifty-two 
nations assembled there as follows; 


“We (United States) will not compromise 
essential principles. We will under no cir- 
cumstances barter away the rights and free- 
doms of other peoples”. 


Almost in the very same breath, Secretary of 


State Marshall also stated that it was the desire 


of the United States, that the territory in Pales- 
tine, which the Jews were attempting to steal 
from its rightful and legal owners by means of 


a U.S.A.-financed armed insurrection, and to 


“proclaim” as their sovereign state, should now 
be admitted into the United Nations as one of 
its legally created, respected member nations. 


But, contrary to all justice and equity, 
our administration in Washington still feels it cam 
be generous to its Zionist supporters, with terri- 
tory seven-thousand miles away belonging to 
somebody else, as the “valuable consideration” 
for the political support of the Zionist vote on 
election day, and “other valuable considerations”. 


In the year 1915, at the time when the British, 
and her allies, were suffering crushing defeat by 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey in the 
first World War, the British soon came to the 
conclusion that victory against Germany was not 
possible unless the Arabs could be induced to 
enter the war on the side of the British. History 
has since then confirmed the fact that this parti- 
cipation by the Arabs made victory a certainty, 
and far less costly in the expenditure of human 
lives and material wealth. In 1915 the Arab 
nations were a self-governing state within the 
Turkish Empire, and had been for about four- 
hundred years. As an ally of Germany, the 
Turkish Empire was at war with the British. 
But the Arabs had been planning for many years 
to withdraw from the Turkish Empire. The 
British knew of this and, proceeded to capitalize 
upon this Arab aspiration to shift, Arab military 
support ftom Turkey to herself. Pursuant to thig 
plan, the British in 1915 promised the Arabs that 
if they would abandon Turkey, and enter the war 
against Germany as an ally of the British, that the 
British would agree to unconditionally recognize 
Arab independence after the defeat of Germany. 
The following are a few of the many official as- 
surances made by the British to the Arabs; 


“We confirm to you the terms of Lord 
Kitchener’s message in which it was stated 
clearly our desire for the independence of 
Arabia and its inhabitants—the sympathy of 


Great Britain towards the aspirations of her 
friends the Arabs—freeing of the Arab 
peoples from the Turkish yoke. The Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, as I have already 
informed you, are ready to give you all guar- 
antees of assistance and support within their 
power to the Arab Kingdom. I am further 
directed by the Government of Great Britain 
to inform you that you may rest assured that 

Great Britain has no intention of concluding 

any peace in terms of which the freedom of 

the Arab peoples from German and T urkish 
domination does not form and essential con- 
dition.” 

During the 1914, 1915 and 1916 years of the 
first World War, the Jews throught the world, 
and particularly in Russia, were generally pro- 
German. World-Jewry did not desire to support 
the war against Germany then because Russia 
was one of the allied countries fighting Germany. 
World-Jewry hesitated to give its assistance to 
win the war against Germany because it would 
strengthen Russia. The tension between world- 
‘Jewry and the Czarist Russian government was 
greatly strained owing to the treatment of the 
Jews in Russia by the Czarist governments for a 
long period of time. In a desperate attempt to 
shift the support of world-Jewry from Germany 
to the Allies, the British did not hesitate to 
knowingly and willingly double-cross the Arabs. 
As the price for stopping support of world-Jewry 
for Germany, and gaining the support of world- 
Jewry for the British and her allies, the represen- 
tatives or world-Jewry meeting, in London, de- 
manded that the British agree to make Palestine a 
nationalist sovereign state for Jews after the war. 
Remembering their agreement with the Arabs, 
the British at first refused. Owing to the emer- 
gency, the British were forced to agree to an 
ambiguous understanding. This mutually mis- 
leading understanding was then put into writing. 
The entire understanding is set forth in a letter 
dated November 2, 1917, more than two years 
after the 1915 agreement between the British 
and the Arabs. The Arabs were neither con- 
sulted nor informed about this secret understand- 
ing. The understanding, is a letter to Lord 
Rothschild, the top-ranking Zionist in the world 
at that time, from Arthur Balfour, who signed 
the letter for the British government as a mem- 
ber of the British Cabinet at the time. The 
Zionists have made that letter famous under the 
name of the “Balfour Declaration”, but they had 
mever given the contents any publicity. The 
Zionists have claimed for the past thirty years 
that the “Balfour Declaration” was a legal and 
valid agreement by which the British gave Pales- 
tine to the Jews to become their national sove- 
reign state after the war. The British have de- 
nied that it was so intended. The letter itself 
will confirm the fraudulant nature of the Zionist’s 
interpretation of this letter. Only a criminal or 
a lunatic can claim that its contents establish a 
legal or moral right for the invasion and con- 
quest of Palestine, from the Arabs. This is the 
famous letter; advertised by the Zionists as the 
“Balfour Declaration” ; 


Foreign Office, Nov. 2, 1917 
Dear Lord Rothschild, 


I have much pleasure in conveying to you, 
on behalf of His Majesty’s Government, the 
following declaration of sympathy with Jew- 
ish Zionist aspirations which have been sub- 
mitted to, and approved ‘by, the Cabinet. 


“His Majesty’s Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for Jewish people, and will use their 
best endeavors to facilitate the achievement 
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of this object, IT BEING CLEARLY UN- 
DERSTOOD THAT NOTHING SHALL 
BE DONE WHICH MAY PREJUDICE 
THE CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 
OF THE EXISTING NON-JEWISH 
COMMUNITIES IN PALESTINE, or the 
rights and political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country.” 


I should be grateful if you would bring 
this declartion to the knowledge of the 


Zionist Federation. Yours, _ 
(signed) Arthur Balfour. 


In the year 1921, at the time the League of 
Nations was created, the fifty-two leading na- 
tions of the world who created it, including the 
British, in Article 22, of the League of Nations 
Covenant, its constitution, unequivocally and un- 
conditionally confirmed their recognition of the 
indepedence of Palestine, and of the other Arab 
nations, in the folowing terms; 


“Certain communities formerly belonging to 
the Turkish Empire, have reached a stage of 
development where their existence as inde- 
pendent nations can be provisionally recog- 
nized, subject to the rendering of administra- 
tive advice and assistance by a Mandatory 
(Trustee) until such time as they are able to 
stand alone.” 


The League of Nations thereafter entered into 
a written trusteeship agreement with the British 
based upon Article 22, quoted above. Under the 
terms of this trusteeship agreement the British 
were given the temporary administration of 
Palestine. In simple language, this trusteeship 
agreement was an employment contract by 
which the League of Nations hired the British 
to act for a short while as administrator in Pal- 
estine. The very first paragraph of that trustee- 
ship agreement again confirms the temporary 
character of the British administration of Pales- 
time, and the international recognition of the in- 
dependence of Palestine by the oy Moab nations 
in the League of Nations. The Zionists, have 
also given much publicity during the past twenty- 
five years to this trusteeship agreement, known 
as the “Mandate for Palestine.” The Zionists 
have claimed that the “Mandate for Palestine” 
established the right of unlimited immigration of 
Jews into Palestine and the right to turn Pales- 
tne into a nationalist sovereign state for Jews. 
The falsity of this Zionist claim is demonstrated 
by the opening paragraph of the “Mandate for 
Palestine”. That opening paragraph affirms that 
the reason for this temporary British administra- 
tion was to carry out the purpose of the League 
of Nations Covenant,Article 22,quoted above. The 
primary responsibility of the temporary British 
trustee, administering in Palestine, is clearly de- 
termined by the first paragraph, which reads; 


“Whereas the Principle Allied Powers have 
agreed, FOR THE PURPOSE OF GIVING 
EFFECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE COVENANT OF THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS, (see quotation of Article 22 in 
previous paragraph), to entrust to a Manda- 
tory (Trustee), selected by the Powers, the 
administration of THE TERRITORY OF 
PALESTINE.“ 


For the past twenty-five years the Zionists 
have been justifying their invasion and conquest 
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of Palestine upon their rights under the Balfour 20 f 


Declaration” and the “Mandate for Palestine.” 
The illegal, fraudulent and misleading nature of 


these Zionists claims have recently been exposed ae 


to the world for the first time.. This disclosure 
of the truth forced the Zionists to seek a more 
legitimate basis for their invasion and conquest 
of Palestine. Their cunning conceived the con- 
spiracy to prostitute the United Nations for their 
purpose. Accordingly, the Zionist high-command 
inaugurated a policy of brutal terrorist atrocities 
and inhuman guerilla warfare against the British 
in Palestine. This uncivilized, barbaric and out- 
rageous terrorism soon forced the British to ap- 
peal to the United Nations. This was exactly 
what the Zionist high-command had sought. The 
British only asked United Nations that it “recom- 
mend a future form of government for Palestine”, 
Thereupon the international Zionists at the high- 
est levels conspired with the dishonest repre- 
sentatives of enough corrupt governments to make 
the General Assembly of United Nations ask of 
its members, “to adopt“, but only if they so 
desired, as their official policy in the Pal- 
estine situation, the Zionist’s partition plan for 
Palestine, as the “future form of government for 
Palestine”. 


The approval by the United Nations of the 
Zionist’s plan for Palestine partition, on Novem- 
ber 29th, 1947, was the result of Zionist pressure 
on the United States to “use the whip” on nations 
financially dependent upon the United States for 
their survival. The recommendation of the Zion- 
ist’s Palestine partition plan was advertised by 
the Zionists as a “decision” of United Nations. 
Unlimited Zionist millions were devoted to ad- 
vertising this untruth about the United Nations’ 
so-called “decision”. From subsized church 
pulpits, over controlled radio broadcasting chains, 
in newspapers ruled by Zionist advertisers and 
wherever their power extended, the Zionists ask- 
ed the world to believe that United Nations had 
the authority to force the Arabs to accept Pales- 
tine partition as a legal international decree. But 
that is completely contrary to the facts. 


The nations which created United Nations, con- 
ferred upon it only three limited powers; firstly, 
to maintain INTERNATIONAL peace by sup- 
pressing INTERNATIONAL agression; and 
secondly, to demand INTERNATIONAL re- 
spect for the right of nations to determine for 
themselves their own form of government; and 
thirdly, to solve international humanitarian 
problems by international cooperation The 
creators of United Nations specifically provided 
that United Nations cannot interfere in the 
DOMESTIC affairs of any nation. The armed 
insurrection in Palestine by a revolutionist min- 
ority of immigrant Jews is a DOMESTIC af- 
fair. There are also at the present time armed 
insurrections by revolutionist minorities of na- 
tives in China, Greece, Siam, Burma and Guate- 
mala. The United Nations is taking no action 
to partition these countries. Some day an armed 
insurrection by a revolutionist niinority group 
— prom Fa the United States. Would the 
oyal population consent to the partition of 
United States by the United Nations asa —— 
of putting an end to the fighting? Partition of 
à nation to stop the warfare forced upon it 
by an armed insurrection, is to actually invite 
revolutions by minorities. If the United Nations 
recognizes the right of minority groups, within 
existing nations, to “proclaim” themselves inde- 
pendent Sovereign states by the means of armed 
insurrection, and United Nations partitions a 
nation to preserve peace, hell will be let loose on 
this earth. In the mean time, this country cannot 
endanger its security by supporting such a policy 
in Palestine. If we do, we may be inviting war 
—and what is worse, we may be inviting defeat!

Recently, according to a news item in one of 
our metropolitan dailies, Doctor Jose Arce, Ar- 
gentine delegate to the United Nations, arrived 


in Madrid. Conscious of the fact that Spain 


has been ostracized from membership in the 
United Nations, Doctor Arce proceeded to offer 
some advice and consolation. 

The Argentine delegate sug- 
gested that the Spanish Govern- 
ment desist from making any at- 
tempts to become a member of 
the United Nations for the fol- 
lowing illuminating reasons. 
“The organization,” said Doctor 
Arce referring to the United 
Nations of which he is a dele- 
gate, “is splendid for doing 
nothing, and even for putting 
obstacles in the way of doing 
that.” 

This condemnation of the 
United Nations cannot be dis- 

a missed as the criticism of some- 
one on the outside. This is legitimate and in- 
telligent and courageous criticism by one on the 
outside. For, Doctor, Arce is a member of the 
disunited household which he condemns. 

What Doctor Arce states is well proven by 
the history of the United Nations ever since its 
birth over two years ago in San Francisco. The 
United Nations has done nothing for anybody. 
The United Nations has cowardly ignored the 
provisions of the Atlantic Charter and the Four 
Freedoms. The United Nations has even violat- 
ed the principles of its own charter. 

The United Nations has degenerated into a 
wholesale brawl in which Red Fascist Russia, 
the greatest enemy of God and humanity in the 
history of the world, strives daily to smear the 
western democracies with the most brazen lies 
and smears. We should like someone to point 
out a single constructive benefit, from the stand- 
point of world freedom and world peace, which 
the United Nations has accomplished.

it. Marshall has filled the Department of State 
with communists. The President sent him to 
China to reconcile the Chinese government to 
the communists. He failed in his mission and 
has since been antagonistic to the lawful Chinese 


government. , 


CIVIL RIGHTS PROGRAM 

Truman's Civil Rights program, Viz., the 
FEPC, the anti-lynching bill and the repeal of 
the poll tax and segregation laws are all in plain 
violation of our national constitution. They are 
all a part of the program of the communists to 
degrade the white race and to communize the 
country. He selected a bunch of communists and 
socialists to devise this program. His immediate 
objective was to obtain the negro and communist 
vote of Harlem and the Bronx and to win the 
electoral vote of New York State and the presi- 


dency. 


A negro spokesman appearing before a senate 
committee, threatened civil disobedience if 
Negroes are drafted. When reminded that this 
might be treason he replied that Negroes would 
take their chances on that. Leave them out of 
the draft and they will yell “racial disc: imina- 


tion.” 


PARTITION OF PALESTINE - 

This was likewise his purpose in championing 
the partition of Palestine. Egypt, Syria, Iran 
and other Moslem countries, representing an es- 
timated population of 400,000,00, rallied to the 
support of the Arabs and threatened to resist. 
The President was confronted with the dilemma 
of sending troops to enforce partition, _which 
would inevitably defeat him for the presidency, 
and he wisely backed up. It is unfortunate that 
he made the effort, for it has already cost the 
lives of several thousand Arabs and Jews, many 
of them women and children, and it may yet re- 
sult in war. The reformed Jew, H. H. Klein, 
says that the British Government gave a Zionist 
syndicate called “Palestine Potash, Limited,” all 
of the oil, potash, and other minerals of the Dead 
Sea; which are now being exploited. This syn- 
dicate is composed of Lord Melchette, Warburg, 
Guggenheim, Lehman and other Zionist Jews. 
Mr. Klein values these minerals at 500 billion or 
5 trillion dollars and asserts that the invasion of 
Palestine is for them. It is also the purpose to 
make Palestine the capitol of the proposed Jew- 
ish empire. 


His Zionist advisers have led him to his own 
destruction. The South has rebelled against 
this Zionist civil rights“ program, the F. E. P. C., 
the repeal of our poll tax and segregation laws, 
etc. The South's protest was initiated by the 
inaugural address of Governor Wright of Miss- 
issippi, who was supported by a conference of 
Southern Governors in Florida. They appointed 
a committee of five to confer with Senator Mc- 
Grath, Chairman of the National Democratic 
Committee. Both President Truman and Chair- 
man McGrath refused to withdraw or qualify his 
program, with the result that he will probably 
lose the entire south—127 electoral votes—and 
be defeated. Every southern congressman sup- 
ported the south’s rebellion except his henchman 
Sam Rayburn and a few other socialists, and 
every senator except Red Pepper and Alben 
Barkley, who was elected by the corrupt use of 
W.P.A. funds. 


But the prospects are that President Truman 
will get us into another war before he gets out. 
The Rothschilds want another war. They must 
have it in order to destroy America and perfect 
their United Nations. They are in position to 
bring it about, and they are not likely to miss the 
opportunity. 


DEFLATION 

* President Truman’s principal hobby is defla- 
tion. He hammers on high prices in all of his 
public utterances. This is also the communist 
program. Every communist in and out of Rus- 
sia is for it. All of them are anxiously waiting 
for it to happen. I am unable to see how our 
politicians or any sane man can believe that the 
industrialists and farmer can meet the world’s 
requirements for goods, and pay high taxes with 
high wages and cheap prices. 


The Federal Reserve Board brought about de- 
flation in 1920 and 1930 and 1937 and can bring 
it about again. McCabe was obviously appointed 
for that purpose; that is the interpretation that 
the brokers and bankers have put upon his ap- 
pointment. The stock and commodity markets 
responded immediately with lower prices and the 
bankers have begun to call their loans and refuse 
credits.. If the government and people of this 
country are bankrupted and.communized, it will 
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be the result of high taxes and deflation and 
treachery. 


` The principal purpose of the Levitsky-Marshall 
Plan and the appointment of McCabe is to re- 
store the gold stndard and the economic power 
of the Rothschilds, to when Eccles is opposed. 
The greater part of the money we have given 
for the relief of the people of Europe, including 
UNRRA and our gift to th British, has been used 
to communize them and to restore the gold stand- 
ard. They now seek a gift of $3,000,000,000 of 
GOLD to stabilize their currencies. Comment- 
ing upon this new demand, Congressman Reed 
of New Vork said of it: 


“I observe that during all of the debate on 
the floor the bi-partisan steam roller for the 
Marshall Plan was exceedingly careful not to 
bring before Congress the need for any gold 
shipments in connection with it . It is 
safe to predict that in the very near / future 
the pending European currency conference 
once again will demand that the request for 
American GOLD shipments made at Paris in 
August 1947 will now be speeded up.“ 


It is a einch they will ask for it and that a 
bi-partisan Congress will grant it. 


The purpose of the authors of the Marshall 
Plan is to bankrupt and communize America. 
That was also the purpose of the New York com- 
mittee that sponsored and financed the campaign 
to get it adopted. This committee was composed 
of two ex-Secretaries of War, H. L. Stimson and 
R. P. Patterson; H. H. Lehman, David Dubin- 
sky, F. P. Graham and other socialists and com- 
munists. 


LABOR UNIONS 

It # the plan of the Zionist protocols to teach 
youth false theoriés of political economy ; to prej- 
udice the laborer against the employer and to 
bring about strife between them; to control the 
labor organizations and to promote strikes and 
through them to overthrow the government. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt adopted this plan to com- 
munize America. He sought unsuccessfully to 
force a coalition of the AFL and CIO, and he 
forced war contractors to employ organized la- 
bor. No laborer was permitted to work who 
was not a member of some union. He permitted 
the unions to charge exorbitant fees ranging from 
$100 to $200 and thereby built up huge corrup- 
tion chests which are now a public menace. The 
communists now control several of these labor 
organizations and have great power in the others. 


The same technique was employed in Europe, 
and communist controlled labor organizations 
now threaten chaos and communism in Europe. 


They should be liquidated here and the commun- 
ists prosecuted as traitors. We have had numer- 
ous strikes for the purpose of communizing in- 
dustry. 


The laborer has been taught that his employer 
is his enemy, and the false economic theory that 
there can be cheap prices and high wages. It is 
impossible; a general advance in wages must 
mean a general advance in prices. The public 
pays both prices and wages. The employer must 
add the wages to the cost of goods and must get 
the cost or quit business. 


If the factory laborer gets high wages and 
cheap prices, he does so at the expense of the 
farm laborer ; their interests dre identical and not 
antagonistic. They are both alike interested in 
high prices and wages, and cheap money. High 
prices and wages are necessary in order to enable 
them to pay their debts and taxes. Prices and 
wages, and our prosperity, are fixed and regulated 
by the volume of money in circulation. 


It is the duty of Congress under our National 
Constitution to issue money and regulate its 
value. Congress has surrendered this power and 
duty to the Federal Reserve system which is 
now controlled by the communist Rothschild 
money power. It is the duty of Congress to es- 
tablish and maintain a price and wage level that 
is Just to the employer and ‘laborer, and to the 
debtor and creditor. This will remove the excuse 
for strikes which are occasioned by a fluctuating 
currency, or for bureaucracy to hold prices 
down. ; 


THE CONSPIRACY 

The scheme for a League of Nations and 
United Nations and a resultant Zionist World 
Empire was hatched at the Zionist eonvention in 
Bazle, Switzerland in 1897. ‘Lord Rothchild of 
London was present at this convention and the 
huge wealth of the Rothschild estate has been 
used since in promoting this plan. The Zionists 
there proclaimed their purpose to subjugate the 
Christian people of the world and to establish a 
Zionits empire with their king as ruler. The

Protocols revealed their plan of conquest. They 
boasted in them that with few hegligible excep- 
tions, they then controlled the press of the world 
and also the gold of the world. 


This was true then and it is true now except 
that our government now owns a very large part 
of the world’s gold stock. The Rothschild etsate 
owns most of the balance of it, much of which 
is no doubt buried at Fort Knox, Kentucky. 
Every important world event that has happened 
since that date has been in pursuance of the plans 
of the Procotols. They éxplain our two world 
wars and four depressions, viz; 1907, 1020, 1930 
and 1939, and the League of Nations and United 
Nations. 


That was the purpose of the two hybrid Jews, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, 
in repudiating the Munich “appeasement” and in 
overthrowing the Chamberlain government. This 
purpose is clearly shown in the following secret 
code message from Churchill to Roosevelt: 


“I am half American and a natural person 
a to work with you. It is evident we see eye 
to eye. Were I to become Prime Minister 
of Britain, we could control the world.” 


This message was translated and revealed by 
Tyler Kent, code clerk for Ambassador Kennedy, 
for which offense Churchill imprisoned him in a 
British prison without trial, with Roosevelt’s ap- 
proval. He remained in prison for about seven 
years. Congress ratified it by an act making it 
a felony to disclose such code messages.. And 
thus the Zionist war to establish the Roosevelt- 
Churchill “four freedoms” was begun, and was 
ended with the United Nations. ; 


It now appears that the Zionists may be satis- 
fied temporarily with two empires, viz., a Soviet 
empire bracing Russia and her satellites and 
Asia; and an American-British empire embracing 
the balance of Europe, the Americas and Africa. 
It may be that war will be temporarily avoided 
on this basis, but it will be only a temporary ar- 
rangement. The Zionists will nòt be satisfied 
‘until they get world control. The Soviets openly 
and defiantly proclaim that they intend to con- 
quer the world. 


NEGRO PROVINCE 

_It is the plan of the communists to divide the 
United States and to give the southern half of it 
to the Negroes. This plan was proposed years 
ago by the communist Jas. W. Ford, formerly 
candidate for vice president on tht communist 
ticket and James S. Allen (Sol Auerbach) in a 
pamphlet, Negro Soviet Republic“; it was sub- 
sequently adopted by the Comintern. The com- 
munist leader Alexander Butelman, arrestd for 
deportation as a communist, in his pamphlet 
“Milestone in the History of Communist ‘Party. 
page 85, says: 10 


“Once more came the ‘outside’ influence of 
the Comintern and what did it say? ` It said 
that the struggle against discrimination and 
for Negro rights is a revolutionary struggle 
for the national liberation of the Negroes, 
that we must fight for complete Negro equal- 
ity and that in the Black Belt the full reali- 
zation of this demand requires the fight for 
the national self-determination of the Ne- 
groes including the right of separation from 
the United States and the organization of an 
independent state.” 


With this prospect of self government and the 
promised gift of our property, the majority of the 
Negroes will of course be communists. 


CORRUPTION OF THE COURTS 


Seven of the nine members of the Supreme 
Court of the United States were appointees of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, and a majority of them 
are Fabian Socialists or unadulterated socialists 
or communists, President Roosevelt rarely ap- 
pointed any other kind to an important office. 
They were appointed for the purpose of destroy- 
ing our “antiquated” constitution, as he regarded 
it, and they have largely accomplished it. He 
also appointed numerous Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and District Judges. It has not been the 
privilege of President Truman to appoint any 
Supreme Court Justices but he has appointed 
several judges of the lower courts. It is to be 
assumed that they are of the same stripe as the 
Roosevelt appointees. 


These courts have construed away the -con 
stitution; they have unblushingly reversed the 
decisions of all former courts. The Zionist Just- 
ice Felix Frankfurter said that the “simplification 
of words” did not mean what they said. He also 
-said that the constitution is what the Supreme 
Court of the United States say it is and not what 
the constitution itself states. The courts have 
imposed heavy fines against property owners for 
violating rent control regulations and have gener- 
ally upheld the rules and regulations of the bu- 
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reaucrats. Rents are not interstate commerce; 
they are subject to control only by the states. 


NO BIBLE TEACHING HERE” 

In a recent decision the United States Supreme 
Court with only one dissenting vote, held that 
it is unconstitutional to teach the Bible in State 
public schools, which is also a subject over which 
the states have exclusive jurisdiction. This de- 
cision was based on the petition of an avowed 
atheist and on the allegation that Bible teaching 
embarrassed her twelve year old boy. It was 
shown that Bible instruction was voluntary, that 
it was paid for privately and that the parent could 
select the teacher—Protestant, Catholic or Jew- 
ish. 


Until recent years we have justly revered our 
Supreme Court; we have regarded our national 
constitution as the sheet anchor of our liberties. 
President Roosevent sought early in his admin- 
istration to destroy it in order to communize the 
American government and people. He asked for 
authority to remove the jy iges then in office on 
account of their age so tat he might appoint 
their successors,, which was denied. But death 
and resignations gave him this power. The Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee reported upon his bold 
assault on our constitution as follows: 


“We recommend the rejection of this as a 
needless, futile, and utterly dangerous aband- 
onment of constitutional principle 

“It stands now before the country, acknow- 
ledged by proponents as a plan to force judic- 
ial interpretation of the Constitution, a pro- 
posal that violates every Sacred tradition of 
American democracy... 

“Its ultimate operation would be to make 
this Government one of the men rather than 
one of the law, and its practical operation 
would be to make the Constitution what the 
executive or legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment choose to say it is—an interpreta- 
tion to be changed with each change of ad- 
ministration. 

“It is a measure which should be so em- 
phatically rejected that its parallel will never 
again be presented to the free representa- ` 
tives of the free people of America.”* 


The above quotation is from the unanimous 
report of the Senate Judiciary Committee, a ma- 
jority of whose members were new deal demo- 
crats. It charges that President Roosevelt sought 
to “force judicial interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion” and that the “proponents” of the bill ad- 
mitted it. It alleges that its “ultimate operation 
would be to make this government one of the 
men rather than one of the law . . and to make 
this constitution what the executive branch of 
the government chooses to say it is.“ And this 
has been its effect. “It was planned that that 
way.” The packing of the judiciary with social- 
ists and politicians is one of the greatest crimes 
that Comrade Roosevelt committed against the 
American people; secondly only to the Pearl 
Harbor massacre. It is humiliating to democrats 
to admit that we were “taken in” by this hybrid, 
pro-Zionist, double-crossing, lying faker. 

If Congress has the constitutional power to re- 
move the judges of the Supreme Court on the 
ground of age, it certainly has the power to re- 
move them because they are socialists and com- 
munists and are antagonistic to the constitution; 
Roosevelt pointed the way. Whether Congress 
has this constitutional authority or not the Con- 
gress should remote them and extend the re- 
moval to the Circuit Court of Appeals and Dis- 
trict Judges. No man, not even a Supreme Court 
Justice, is entitled to constitutional protection 
who seeks to destroy it. And no man is qualified 
to interpret the constitution who seeks to change 
our form of government.

THE DAMAGE WROUGHT TO CHRIST- 
IAN SHRINES, churches, monasteries, convents 
and charitable institutions in Palestine, especial- 
ly in Jerusalem; the injuring and killing of non- 
combatants by the Haganah, Irgundist and Stern 
Gang, armed forces, wounded the heart of the 
Holy Father, Pope Pius XII.

This 
proposal intensified the clash of 

the Zionists with the native 
population, that began when the 
Balfour Declaration was pro- 
claimed in 1917. It made the 

Holy Land once more a tragic 

land. oe 
THE ARABS, of whom 140,- 

000 are Christians, as well as all 

the Christian denominations in 
Palestine, protested against the 
partitioning of this land that is 
geographically, ethnologically, Z 
economically and histofically a = 
natural unit. They held that it violated the U. 
N. Constitution and the Atlantic Charter, which 
proclaimed the principle of self determination ; 
of government by the consent of the governed. 
They claimed that President Truman should 
have applied to the Arabs, who have been nine- 
tenths of the population of Palestine for thirteen 
centuries before the Zionist invasion, the follow- 
ing “policy” proclaimed before Congress in be- 
half of the Greeks:“‘I believe that it must be the 
policy of the United States to support free people 
who are resisting attempted subjugation by arm- 
ed minorities or outside pressure” (March 12, 
1947, 


WHETHER WE LIKE IT OR NOT, the in- 
flux of a foreign population into Palestine, back- 
ed by an intense, capable, politically influential, 
and highly financed Zionist propaganda, that the 
Arabs lack, resulted in the establishment of a 
“Jewish State”—Israeli—which from present ap- 
pearances, is likely to continue to exist, though 
precariously. Its parliamentary elections are 
scheduled for next month, when 171 representa- 
tives are to be elected. They will frame Israeli’s 
Constitution. It is considered virtually certain 
that the largest elected parliamentary group will

be of the Mapai, a Socialist group that was af- 


filiated with the Second Socialist International 
until it was dissolved. The second largest elect- 
ed group is expected to be of the Mapam, that is 
more distinctively Marxist. There are other ra- 
cial groups seeking election such as the Revision- 
ists, Irgundists, and the Stern Gang, who advo- 
cate forcing the whole of Palestine, plus Trans- 
jordania, into Israeli. 


THE PREDOMINANT ZIONIST ELE- 
MENTS IN PALESTINE are Jewish in name 


rather than in faith; hence they are not Mosaists 


as are the Mizrachi, the Orthodox, who are in- 
tensely religious. Rev. Paul Hutchinson, Editor 
of The Christian Century, after praising the ma- 
terial improvements wrought by the newcomers, 
said that he found only “a small number of Jew- 
ish inhabitants in Palestine to have an avowedly 
religious approach. The rest are either vocally 
atheistic or utterly indifferent to the claims of 
religion” (Oct. 1946). Rabbi Albert Yanow said, 
in the Jewish Advocate (Boston, March 25, 1948), 
that “many Jews in the United States have cer- 
tain false conceptions concerning religious life 
in Palestine. It is widely thought that the Jews 
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in Palestine are pious. , The majority of set- 
tlements have no synagogues and make no pro- 
vision for traditional prayer. The majority of 
the people in the cities do not go to the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath (which is a legal holiday) 
- . Palestine-born Jews (who are a small min- 
ority) are confronted with a long and beautiful 
tradition that had meanirfgfulness for centuries 
for Jews throughout the world. However, the 
condition and atmosphere which gave meaning 
to this tradition are not present in Palestine.” 


A BATTLE IS IN PROGRESS at present in 
Palestine against the Orthodox Jewish minority 
who want a Jewish State to be religiously Jew- 
‘ish, by inserting into its Constitution provisions 
for Sabbath and other religious observances, and 
for schools in Israeli that teach, and are con- 
ducted, according to Old Testament and Tal- 
mudic Mosaic requirements, This aroused a pro- 
test among Jews throughout our country, as if 
they were citizens of Israeli. For instance, the 
California Jewish Voice (Los Angeles, Aug. 27, 
1948) said, under the caption “AARON (first 
High Priest) IS RARIN “ — We shall not sit 
lightly back while the theocrats seek to unload 
their baggage of ritual chains onto the shoulders 
of freedom-loving, just and gallant people. The 
compelling of a state's school system of a seg- 
ment of the population -within its system; this 
attempt to foist religious canon upon secular 
constitutions needs to be met. . . . A papacy in 
Jerusalem is no more palatable to us than a 
papacy in Rome.” The priesthood, sacrifices and 
Temple, called for in the Torah (five Books of 
Moses), which Orthodox Jews naturally desire to 
see reinstituted (not realizing that they have 
been displaced by Jesus, the Messiah, with a new 
priesthood and Sacrifice, in a Universal Church) 
is scoffed at in the Jewish Voice as “Aaron is 
Rarin’.” The Editor asks: “Have we to look for- 
ward to the establishment of sacrifices as well?” 
which is a holy thing for Jews to look forward 
for, so long as they see not that the Mosaic Law 
has been fulfilled in the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


SURELY THIS WARRANTS the Holy 
Father’s call for prayers for peace in the Holy 
Land. Jerusalem, the place where our Lord shed 
His blood for the salvation of humankind; the 
birthplace of our Church, is eighty-five per cent 
controlled today by an Israeli Military Com- 
mander with troops, determined upon making 
Jerusalem a part of Israeli, instead of withdraw- 
ing into the territory assigned by the United 
Nations to a Jewish State, whenever peace is re- 
stored in the capital of that tragic land. Three 
governments in 10,429 square-mile Palestine, the 
whole of which is a Christian sanctuary, is bad 
enough ; but still more objectionable is it to have 
the United Nations promised enclave, Jerusalem 
and its environs, controlled by a Socialist non- 
religious Zionist force that has less respect for 
things Christian than it has for traditional Jewish 
principles and practices.

Conspiracy of silence conceals danger to Nation 


The crisis which today confronts the people here in 
the United States is basically the result of divided loy- 
alty and dual allegiance. If we continue to ignore this 
peril to which it has exposed our Nation, it miay soon 
prove fatal to our existence as a free people. On this 
point, the history of the world leaves very little room for 
doubt. This Nation can only survive in its present form 
if it is able to defeat the malignant and pernicious 
domestic and foreign forces which now are concentrat- 
ing every resource at their disposal upon the total de- 
struction of our form of civilization. 


Today here in the United States, there are many 
millions who are only masquerading and going about as 
real Americans. Actually, they are not real Americans 
in the true sense of the word. The divided loyalty and 
the dual allegiance with which they are afflicted make 
them real dangerous enemies of our Republic and of all 
the other precious heritages common to all good Amer- 
icans. Many Americans underestimate this peril. 


These masquerading Americans have been suc- 
cessful so far in concealing or camouflaging their un- 
American, non-American and anti-American ideologies 
and aspirations. Therein lies great danger. If we are to 
continue to live as free people and under the form of 
civilization which we cherish, it is imperative that the 
one hundred and forty million Americans be correctly 
and completely informed immediately of the lurking 
danger to the welfare and security of the Nation. 


The truth about this situation is not made available 
freely to the American people through the newspapers, 


over the radio, or by the motion picture industry. Nearly 


every effective medium for informing the public, and 
for shaping public opinion, is already greatly under the 
influence of invisible groups afflicted with divided loy- 
alty and dual allegiance. Their silent and secret sym- 
pathy with subversive foreign ideologies attests to their 
negative attitude towards standards of that kind of 
civilization which the American people earnestly seek to 
protect today and to preserve for future generations. 


Insidious infiltration into important institutions 


These masquerading Americans have already been 
outstandingly successful in contaminating with their 
ideologies the basic institutions of a society based upon 
the American concept of political, economic and social 
freedoms and responsibilities. These groups enjoy a 
virtual monopoly in the shaping of the public’s opinion. 
That is why they are the target of this concentrated 
effort by these masquerading Americans. 

Their damaging influence is demonstrated by utter- 
ances and activities of the Reverends of all leading reli- 
gious faiths. Their evil effects are witnessed in class- 
rooms from the kindergarten to the post-graduate 
university. Their iniquitous intentions in the labor field 
are verified by the control they seek of labor unions from 
unskilled labor to atomic research scientists. Their abil- 
ity to silence criticism is revealed by their growing 
control of the press as proprietors and in all the lesser 
capacities, Their destructive designs have been exposed 


within the nation-wide administrative groups of Fed- 
eral, State and local governments. It is impossible yet to 
detect the full extent of their penetration or the full 
extent of the damage they have done. 


These masquerading Americans are effectively or- 
ganized. They form a minority group with considerable 
power. They are following the same pattern in this 
country which was so successfully worked by identical 
groups in other countries, to the sorrowful regrets of 
the complacent victims. The strong hold which this 
effectively organized group of masquerading Americans 
has upon many of the best mediums for wide publicity 
makes it difficult, if not utterly impossible, to alert 
Americans to the fact that this Nation remains today 
the last hope of the civilized world. 


Today this Nation stands in the world alone as the 
only force which can possibly vanquish those ideologies 
of communism and zionism which Americans find so 
repugnant, These dangerous “isms” are now threaten- 
ing to sweep the balance of the world. Their continued 
spread exposes civilization to deterioration, disintegra- 
tion and destruction. 


Fate of satellite nations will reward complacency 


The American people must be reminded at all times 
not to forget the misfortunes of those people whose 
policy of “too little and too late” unnecessarily brought 
much misery to so many innocent people. The well-mean- 
ing Americans who apathetically clamor that “it cannot 
happen here” may wake up some day soon to find out 
regretfully that “it can happen here”. Because the ex- 
istence of this Nation rests today upon the shoulders of 
genuinely good and true Americans, their responsibility 
must be emphatically called to their attention. Their 
obligation also to countless unborn generations of Amer- 
icans is a sacred trust about which they must be made 
to feel the awareness of a trusted custodian. 


The smooth-working, and eminently successful 
methods used by this effectively organized group of 
masquerading Americans are based upon the gospel of 
disloyalty. These enemies of our Republic are seeking 
constantly to find more ways and better ways to infect 
important groups in this country with every conceivable 
form of disloyalty. They incite disloyalty to our Gov- 
ernment, to our culture, to our customs, to our tradi- 
tions, and towards all the established institutions to be 
found in our form of a modern civilized society. They 
seek to demolish all forms of society everywhere which 
are based upon the unqualified recognition of the inher- 
ent and inalienable rights of the individual human 
being and upon the recognition by nations that interna- 
tional law is the only acceptable basis for seeking to 
establish world peace, progress, and prosperity. 

To accelerate the world-wide adoption of their pro- 
gram, this effectively organized group of masquerading 
Americans constantly preaches hate. Hate is the instru- 
mentality by which they seek to create the disloyalty so 
necessary to the success of their purpose and their plans. 
They lose no opportunity to plant the seeds of discon- 
tent. They overlook no occasion to promote discord. 
They encourage every event which aggravates unrest. 
They capitalize upon every circumstance to develop dis- 
trust. They utilize any situation to demoralize loyalty 
to God, to our Republic, and to the community. They 
work around the clock. They never sleep. These sabo- 
teurs of our form of society know no rest. 


Communist and Zionist common pattern reveals itself 


Many Americans will be greatly surprised to learn 
that communism and zionism have revealed the uni- 
formity of their purposes and their policies. Many who 
are qualified to judge are unable to distinguish any 
fundamental differences. Communists and Zionists have 
developed methods to accomplish their objectives which 
in the final analysis baffle any search to find a basic ideo- 
logical distinction between them. Their respective, as 
well as their mutual racist, nationalist and religious 
ideologies have developed objectives and methods which 
are equally hostile and repugnant to generally accepted 
standards of Americans on these subjects. Men of great 
learning have looked into the parties, the persons, the 
purposes, the policies, the programs, the practices and 
the performances of these two groups.They have written 
many commentaries which fully support this theory. 
There seems to be a general agreement on their part that 
there is no contradiction between the basic aspirations 
of these two phenomena of political evolution. r 


A state of synthetic confusion on this question has 
been intentionally created in the public mind by the tre- 
mendous propaganda machines of the Communists and 
Zionists. As Abraham Lincoln stated, “you cannot fool 
all of the people all of the time.” The truth is now rapidly 
unfolding itself to the American people much to the 
sorrow of these two groups. The informed public 
already agrees, and the uninformed public is not in a 
position to disagree, that communism and zionism 
basically belong in the identical ideological category. 
Many capable Americans have familiarized themselves 
further with this situation by visits in person to the 
scenes of action both in eastern Europe and in Palestine. 


Zionist Palestine colonies actually Communist cells 


Upon his return from Palestine, Mr. Frank Hutch- 
inson, the Managing Editor of The Christian Century, 
recognized everywhere and by everyone as a most reli- 
able source for authoritative information, published an 
article entitled, “Zion without God”. This report on the 
conditions in the area of Palestine occupied by the Zion- 
ists, confirms again the belief accepted by many that 
communism and zionism are.founded upon identical 
political, social, economic and spiritual ideologies. In 
the October 23, 1946 issue of The Christian Century, on 
page 1272, Editor Hutchinson states : 


“Each communal village is a socialist unit in which 
all the inhabitants live on a plane of complete equal- 
ity, with equal rewards and equal sharing of re- 
sponsibilities. There are small industrial enter- 
prises in addition to the farming... There is no 
money income for the communal members; they are 
content with their homes, work, clothes, tools, cul- 
tural opportunities in leisure hours and protection 
against illness and unemployment .. . This passion 
for carrying socialist theory to its logical end ap- 
pears most strikingly in the provision made for 
children in the communal villages . . . The infant is 
placed almost at birth in a separate children’s home 
and there he remains until he finishes his schooling 
in the communal school at from 14 to 17 years of 
age. He may visit his parents when they come in 
from their work in the fields or on holidays, but 
otherwise he lives a completely separate existence 
with others his own age... True, it will be argued 

(continued on page two) 
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that there are communal villages in which Jewish 
religious practices are carried on. There are—at 
present—six such villages with a population of 900 
out of a total of 108 villages with 28,700 inhabi- 
tants. That tiny majority represents what is left of 
the avowedly religious element. The rest are either 
vocally atheistic or utterly indifferent to the claims 
of religion. They are well represented by the able 
and enthusiastic young teacher who told me how, in 
the communal schools, they go about inculcating 
love of Israel while making sure that the minds of 
the communal children are not contaminated or 
confused by hearing the word ‘God’! ... When you 
ask a Zionist here . . . these people will get excited 
and indignant if you suggest that religion is vital 
to their cause. Most of them are violently anti- 
religious.” — 

The Jewish Agency for the past twenty-five years 
has functioned in Palestine as the highest authorized 
governmental administrative authority over the Jews 
there. The Jewish Agency issued a “Handbook of the 
Jewish Communal Village” which is recognized inside 
and outside of Palestine as the official expression of 
Zionist ambitions in Palestine. The following quotation 
from it fully confirms the unquestionable reliability 
which can be placed upon Editor Hutchinson’s state- 
ments. Says the “Handbook of the Jewish Communal 
Village”: 

“It was regarded as desirable in principle that all 
children should be brought up on identical lines 
from birth to insure equality of opportunity and 
early adaptation to communal life.. The fact that 
each child is fully provided for from birth removes 
from the parents one of the main incentives to 
amass private capital.“ 


Zionists dictate United Nations’ Palestine policy 


There are pressing reasons why all Americans 
should now give their immediate consideration and 
attention to a situation which is conclusive evidence of 
eommunism’s and zionism’s uniform purposes, policies, 
and practices. Their joint efforts have already made 
their influence felt in United Nations at the highest 
levels. The Communists and Zionists by their coopera- 
tive efforts in United Nations have joined forces to 
advocate the support of their baseless contention that 
United Nation’s Charter gives it the authority to 
“partion” nations as they in their exclusive opinion may 
deem desirable; in effect, to carve a single nation into 
two or more separate sovereign states according to the 
dictates of United Nations’ own judgment. Americans 
should not overlook that if this attempt to establish such 
international authority for United Nations succeeds in 
its purpose to “partition” Palestine, by the same token 
United Nations will possess the authority to “partition” 
any, nation, including the United States. 


Like other voluntary associations of independent, 
sovereign nations voluntarily joined together in a fed- 
eration for specific mutual benefits, the authority of 
such a federation is limited strictly to the specific au- 
thority given to that body by the sovereign states which 
create it. Thus, the Constitution of the United States 
gave to the Federal Government when it was in the 
process of formation, only those limited and specific 
sovereign rights which the thirteen American colonies 
at that time mutually agreed to give up and to transfer 
to the Federal Government. The thirteen American col- 
onies at that time were establishing a Federal Govern- 
ment. They desired to transfer to it certain of their 
inherent and inalienable sovereign rights which were 
at that time all fully possessed by each of them. 


Those inalienable sovereign rights which they did 
not part with at that time, and which were not trans- 
ferred by the States individually and collectively to the 
Federal Government, were exclusively retained and re- 
served by the States to themselves and to the people. 
The Tenth Amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States confirmed their intent in this respect and sup- 
ports the well-established rule of law on this point. 
The forty-seven sovereign creating-Nations similarly 
drafted a Charter which completely and clearly de- 
scribes the limited authority given by them to United Na- 
tions. The Charter is the Constitution of United Nations. 


United Nations not a sovereign world government 


United Nations cannot possibly possess any greater 
authority than the forty-seven sovereign creating-Na- 
tions gave to it. United Nations was not formed by them 
as an international world government. United Nations 
was not empowered by them with the unlimited sov- 
ereign authority of an international world government. 
United Nations was never intended to have the unlim- 
ited power to legislate as an international government 
on behalf of its members or against its members, Nor 
was United Nations to possess the authority to compel 
governments throughout the world to submit to United 
Nations “recommendations” by use of a police force 
as though the nations of the world were the member- 
citizen subjects of an international world government. 


United Nations Charter is very specific and equally 
clear in stating the limited extent of the authority which 
was given to United Nations by the forty-seven sover- 
eign creating-governments which organized it. The first 
ehapter of the Charter bears the title: “Purposes and 
Principles”. In this chapter, its first Article (Chapter 1, 
Article 1), bears the sub-title, “The Purposes of United 
Nations are:”. Then follows the THREE “purposes”, 
and the ONLY “purposes” to be found in the Charter, 
for which the forty-seven sovereign creating-Govern- 
ments gave to United Nations the authority to act for 
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them in INTERNATIONAL matters. These THREE 
“purposes” are stated below as they appear in the Char- 
ter of United Nations: 


FIRST. To maintain INTERNATIONAL peace and 
to that end: to take effective collective measures for 
the PREVENTION and removal of threats to the 
peace, and for the SUPPRESSION OF ACTS OF 
AGGRESSION or OTHER BREACHES OF THE 
PEACE, and to bring about by peaceful means, and 
in conformity with the PRINCIPLES OF JUS- 
TICE and INTERNATIONAL LAW, adjustment 
or settlement of INTERNATIONAL disputes or 
situations which might lead to a breach of the peace. 


SECOND. To develop friendly relations among 
nations based upon the respect for the principles 
of equal rights and SELF-DETERMINATION OF 
PEOPLES, and to take other appropriate measures 
to strengthen universal peace. 


THIRD. To achieve INTERNATIONAL coopera- 
tion in solving INTERNATIONAL problems of an 
economic, social, cultural or humanitarian charac- 
ter, and in promoting and encouraging respect 
for human rights and for the FUNDAMENTAL 
FREEDOMS for all WITHOUT DISTINCTION as 
to race, sex, language, or RELIGION. 


Not even by the wildest stretch of anyone’s over- 
worked imagination can the above THREE “purposes” 
possibly suggest that the forty-seven sovereign creating- 


Governments empowered United Nations with authority 


to “partition” a nation. The Communists and Zionists 
jointly may succeed with their conspiracy to establish 
the international principle that these THREE “pur- 
poses” give United Nations the international authority 
to carve Palestine into pieces. The American people 
should be informed that United Nations may choose at 
some future time to use this established precedent as 
the basis to exercise similar authority in the case of 
other nations, not excluding the United States. 


If the authority of United Nations described under 
the THREE “purposes” in its Charter precludes the 
possibility of “partitioning” the United States, this in- 
terpretation must apply with equal force and effect in 
the case of the attempt to “partition” Palestine. 


United Nations violates Charter to aid Zionists 

There has existed for a long time a conspiracy to 
invade, conquer and “partition” Palestine, and to create 
in all or in a part of Palestine a separate sovereign state 
for the eastern European Jews. By means of consider- 
able propaganda, the Communists and Zionists have 
succeded in convincing the American people that they 
give their moral and material support to this highly 
illegal and immoral project. In order to acquire this val- 
uable support it was important to conceal from the 
American people a most pertinent and relevant fact. 
Americans had not been told that the forty-seven sov- 
ereign creating-Governments incorporated in the Char- 
ter of United Nations a provision which specifically pro- 
hibits United Nations from injecting itself into, or in- 
terfering in the DOMESTIC affairs of any nation. 


These governments thus definitely indicated they 
were retaining for themselves each and every one of 
the other inherent and inalienable sovereign rights of 
independent sovereign nations. These sovereign rights 
naturally included the incontrovertible sovereign right 
of exclusive jurisdiction over their DOMESTIC affairs. 
The United Nation’s Charter contains very explicit in- 
formation about their intentions in this respect. The 
first chapter of United Nation Charter, as stated above, 
bears the title, “Purposes and Principles” and in the 
Seventh Paragraph of the Second Article (Chapter I, 
Article 2, Paragraph 7), it states as follows: 


“7. Nothing contained in the present Charter shall 
authorize the United Nations to intervene in mat- 
ters which are essentially within the DOMESTIC 
JURISDICTION of any State or shall require the 
members to submit such matters to settlement un- 
der the present Charter.” 


In Chapter I, Article 2, Paragraph 7 of United 
Nation’s Charter, quoted above, it is emphasized that 
the explicit intention of the forty-seven sovereign cre- 
ating-Governments was to deny to United Nations au- 
thority to inject itself into, or to interfere in matters 
of DOMESTIC JURISDICTION. This Article answers 
the question why United Nations did not interfere in 
DOMESTIC disturbances which concerned the DO- 
MESTIC JURISDICTION of China, of India, of Pakis- 
tan, of Greece, of Indonesia, of Kashmir, of Peru, of 
Paraguay, of Costa Rica, of Colombia, of Panama, of 
Guatamala, of Siam, of Burma, of Iran, of South Africa, 
or of the Phillipines. United Nations “partitioned” 
none of these countries to appease their revolutionists. 


Under the provisions of its Charter, United Nations 
has no authority to interfere in the DOMESTIC.dis- 
turbances of these nations until or unless these dis- 
turbances became a genuine threat to INTERNA- 
TIONAL peace and security. The DOMESTIC disturb- 
ances which these nations experienced, in most in- 
stances, can be described as armed insurrections by 
revolutionist minority groups of the native populations, 
United Nations recognized these disturbances as situa- 
tions involving only DOMESTIC JURISDICTION. 


Palestine revolution is a domestic armed insurrection 

Similarly, the DOMESTIC disturbance in Pales- 
tine is due to an armed insurrection there by a revolu- 
tionist minority group. This group, however, is made up 
of the immigrant Jews from eastern Europe and not the 
native population of Palestine. These Jews were forced 
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into Palestine by the British during the past twenty-five 
years with the use of the British army of 100,000 sol- 
diers stationed in Palestine by the British since 1921 for 
that purpose. Due to a mysterious influence of Commu- 
nists and Zionists upon United Nations at the highest 
levels, in the case of Palestine, United Nations was in- 
duced to take steps to “partition” that country between 
its loyal majority and its revolutionist minority. 


The warfare which developed as a result of that 
attempt did not produce peace in Palestine. It seems 
incredible that United Nations expected the loyal ma- 
jority in Palestine to discontinue its military action 
against the revolutionist minority group. It seems un- 
realistic that United Nations should decide upon the 
“partition” of ONE country into TWO countries in 
order to put an end to that form of warfare which in- 
evitably results when a loyal majority is required to 
take action with armed forces for the suppression of an 
armed insurrection by a revolutionist minority. 


In the case of Palestine, as in the cases of the other 
nations referred to above, these DOMESTIC disturb- 
ances never developed into actual threats to “INTER- 
NATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY”. By every in- 
ternationally recognized standard, the disturbance in 
Palestine never warranted recognition of any status 
other than a LOCAL DISPUTE involving only the 
DOMESTIC JURISDICTION of LEGALLY CONSTI- 
TUTED LOCAL AUTHORITIES. The enthusiasm of 
partisans and sympathizers in foreign countries cannot 
by wishful thinking make a DOMESTIC “situation” 
change itself into an INTERNATIONAL “situation”. 


The Communists and Zionists had apparently pre- 
pared well in advance to have the governments of the 
United States, the Soviet Union and their satellite states 
in United Nations take action on behalf of the Zionists’ 
ambition to synthesize a sovereign state in Palestine. 
This tactical move in United Nations on behalf of the 
Zionists violated both the letter and the spirit of United 
Nations Charter. It offers an example of the extent to 
which “Power Politics” played its role in United Na- 
tions. “Power Politics” totally eclipsed any possibility 
of procuring Justice there on the Palestine question. 
The Communists and Zionists took advantage of that 
opportunity to “make hay while the sun shines”. 


Historic facts disprove all Zionists’ Palestine claims 


The situation is as simple to understand as it is to 
explain. In or about the year 1917, the British and the 
Jews of eastern Europe entered into their conspiracy 
for the conquest of Palestine from the native Arab pop- 
ulation. The execution of this conspiracy was dependent 
upon successfully transplanting into Palestine several 
million Jews from Russia and other countries in eastern 
Europe. To carry out this conspiracy, in 1921 the British 
stationed an army of 100,000 British soldiers in Pales- 


‘tine. The attitude of Zionists today towards the British 


does not reflect gratitude for this aid to their plans. 


The Arabs in Palestine were powerless to prevent 
this invasion by the British armed forces. The same was 
true about the subsequent invading immigrant Jews from 
eastern Europe. The Arabs protested to the British. To 
silence this opposition the British sent the complaining 
Arab leaders into exile, imprisoned them or executed 
them as a result of pressure brought by the Zionists 
upon the local Administration of Palestine or upon 
the British Colonial Office in London. These acts of 
aggression by the British and by the immigrant Jews 
from eastern Europe against the native Arab popula- 
tion of Palestine were perpetrated against them in their 
native homeland. The Arabs had inhabited this terri- 
tory as a sovereign people continuously without inter- 
ruption for at least 1,800 years. And they have inhab- 
ited Palestine for more than 5,000 years excluding the 
short periods during which Arab sovereignty there was 
challenged by invaders who were always driven out. 


In 1917, the Arabs constituted more than 98% of 
the population of Palestine. Over the vehement protest 
of the Arabs, the British forced into Palestine more 
than 650,000 eastern European Jews during the past 
twenty-five years. These eastern European, non-Semitic 
Jews at no time in their history prior to their conver- 
sion to Judaism in the Seventh Century A.D. had either 
a historic connection with the Holy Land itself or a 
racial connection in the remotest degree with local 
Semitic Jews who formed part of the population of Pales- 
tine a thousand years or more before the conversion of 
Jews in eastern Europe. It is a well known historic and 
ethnic fact that the ancestors of the eastern European 
non-Semitic Jews had “never set foot” in the Holy Land. 


According to the Jewish Encyclopedia, these eastern 
European Jews were the descendants of a non-Semitic, 
Asiatic, Turki-Finn tribal nation, known as Khazars, 
which immigrated from Central Asia into eastern 
Europe about the First Century A. D. The Jewish Ency- 
clopedia states that by aggression and conquest the 
Khazars within a few centuries became the largest and 
most powerful of the pagan nations in eastern Europe. 
Late in the Seventh Century all the population of the 
Khazar kingdom was converted to Judaism en masse 
at the time of the conversion to Judaism of the pagan 
Khazar king and the pagan Khazar nobles. 


After the conversion to Judaism of the Khazar pop- 
ulation, the Khazar Kingdom became a sovereign state 
for Jews. The Zionists are seeking to resurrect this 
state in Palestine. After the Seventh Century only a 
Jew could sit upon the throne of the Khazar Kingdom. 
After its conversion from paganism to Judaism the 
Khazar Kingdom became a theocratic state. At its 
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height, the Khazar Kingdom extended over an area of 
about 800,000 square miles. The Khazar Kingdom fiour- 
ished for about 500 years between the Seventh Century 
and the Twelfth Century as a sovereign state for Jews in 
eastern Europe. 


_ The Khazars were in turn conquered by the Rus- 
sians. The Russians incorporated the conquered Khazar 
Kingdom and the Khazar population into the rapidly 
expanding pagan Russian state. The Khazars disap- 
peared at that time from the history of eastern Europe. 
Russia embraced Christianity in the Tenth Century. 


Truth refutes basis for all prior Zionist Palestine claims 


The Zionists in the United States during the past 
twenty-five years have spent at least $50,000,000 for 
publicity te convert the American people to believe that 
the historie, racial, spiritual, and legal Zionist claims 
to sovereignty in Palestine are legitimate and valid. 


The Zionists claimed Palestine by “Divine Right’. 
They claimed to be the “Chosen People”, and Palestine 
to be the “Promised Land”. But no sincere and informed 
Doctor of Divinity of any religious belief can possibly 
support that contention, and none do today. 


The Zionists claimed Palestine as their historic 
“homeland”, to which they now wished to be “repatri- 
ated”. Eastern Europe, however, has been their “home- 
land” for 2000 years, and before that their “homeland” 
had been in Central Asia. 


The Zionists claimed Palestine by virtue of the so- 
called “Balfour Declaration’. This so-called “‘Declara- 
tion” was a letter from a Zionist politician at that time, 
in 1917 in the British cabinet, written to his political 
“boss”, Lord Rothschild, which actually “promises” 
nothing. But even if the Zionists can torture a “promise” 
out of the contents of that letter, Britain had no right 
to “promise” anything which was not hers to give. 


The Zionists claimed Palestine by virtue of the 
League of Nations’ “Mandate for Palestine”. But the 
“Mandate for Palestine’, contrary to Zionist propa- 
ganda, when it is read in its entirety by those qualified to 
evaluate it, actually confirms the recognition in 1921 by 
the League of Nations of the independence of Palestine. 


The Zionists claimed Palestine by virtue of the 
economic benefits which they had brought to Palestine 
in recent years. But the Zionists did not explain to the 
American people that world-Jewry during the past 
twenty-five years had collected, principally in the United 


States, amounts totalling almost $2,000,000,000. The 


reater part of this was used by the Zionists to improve 


These lands were acquired from the Arabs since 
1921 without disclosing the nationalist ambitions of 
the Zionists. The $2,000,000,000 donated to the Zionists 
for their projects was made without any requirement 
for repayment by them. This placed their Arab neigh- 
bors at a great disadvantage. The Arabs were able to 
reinvest in their land for improvements only such funds 
as they were able to save from their current earnings. 
The farmers and workers of all other countries by ne- 
cessity are also forced to do this. For this reason it is 
eminently unfair to make a comparison between the re- 
spective economic capacities of native Arab populations 
and the immigrant Jews from eastern Europe. The 
Zionists in Palestine had the benefit of $1,000,000,000, 
or more, given gratuitously, with which to improve less 
than 600 square miles out of the total 10,000 square 
miles in Palestine. The Arabs in Palestine were entirely 
dependent upon their ability by their own labor to pro- 
vide themselves with the necessary accumulated surplus 
with which to improve the remaining 9,400 square miles 
still under their ownership or control. 


Despairing Zionists force help from United Nations 


Frequent attempts have been made in the United 
States in recent years by public spirited groups to in- 
form the American people of the nature of the claims 
upon which the Zionists based their right to seize terri- 
tory in Palestine and to “proclaim” a synthetic sovereign 
Zionist state in the seized area. As a result of this 
enlightening publicity the Zionists were compelled to 
seek new reasons and explanations to present to the 
world aa the basis for their aggression in Palestine. It 
was becoming more and more doubtful in the minds of 
many people whether the Zionists had any basis for their 
claims upon Palestine. The Zionists appreciated the 
necessity for offering to the American people reasons 
which more apparently justified their aggression, and 
explanations which appeared more logical and valid. 
They were faced with the serious problem of offering to 
the American people suitable facts to justify the armed 
insurrection in Palestine by the 650,000 immigrant Jews 
from eastern Europe. United Nations was the answer. 


The Palestine situation provided the world with an 
extraordinary demonstration of the extent to which in- 


! fluence by Communists’ and Zionists’ effort was being 


effectively exerted in United Nations at the highest 
levels. By means of their influence they were able to 


` have the governments of thirty-three United Nations 


Members follow their suggestions in the Palestine sit- 
uation. On November 29, 1947 these thifty-three United 
Nations Members obliged the Communists and Zionists 
by voting favorably for the resolution which “recom- 
mended” to United Nations’ Members the adoption by 
them of the Zionists’ Palestine partition plan for the 
future form of government for Palestine. In all the his- 
tory of international intercourse, there is no instance 
of a more disgraceful scandal based upon secret “Power 
Politics”. It is regretful to state here that full responsi- 
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bility for this abortion of Justice rests with the passive 
interest of Americans of all religious faiths and the ac- 
tive interest ef the Government of the United States. 


The Communists and Zionists by individual and 
eollective efforts were able to advance through the vari- 
ous committees in United Nations, under the sponsor- 
ship of the United States, the Zionists’ Palestine parti- 
tion plan. This plan had been in the course of prepara- 
tion by the Zionists for several years and it was finalized 
by them with full cooperation of a Zionist-dominated 
committee created by United Nations General Assembly 
for that purpose. The United Nations’ timetable called 
for a vote to be taken on this resolution in the General 
Assembly on November 26, 1947. This did not take place 
on the day scheduled for the reasons stated below. 


In spite of the unstinted promises of generous 
treatment with funds from the Treasury of the United 
States, and “other good and valuable considerations”, on 
November 26, 1947 United States Delegates to United 
Nations were unable to muster the required number of 
votes of other United Nations Members in favor of the 
Zionists’ partition plan. In order to avoid defeat in 
United Nations for the Zionists’ Palestine partition 
plan, the United States Delegates became identified with 
an arrangement to postpone the voting in United Na- 
tions General Assembly. The French Delegate was se- 
lected to request adjournment for “twenty-four hours” 
without taking the vote. The French delegate offered a 
fictitious reason to the General Assembly as an “alibi” 


‘for seeking this unwarranted postponement in the voting. 


The distinguished representative of the Republic 
of France mounted the rostrum in the United Nations 
General Assemby meeting at Flushing Meadows on No- 
vember 26, 1947 and virtually insulted the intelligence 
of the distinguished representatives of the other fifty- 
four sovereign Governments present there. The distin- 
guished Delegate of the Republic of France requested a 
“twenty-four hour postponement” for the purpose of 
“seeking to effect a reconciliation between Arabs and 
Jews” in that short space of time. 


For thirty years statesmen throughout the world 
had been unsuccessful in bringing about a meeting of the 
minds between the Arabs and the Zionists on the ques- 
tion of the status of Palestine as a sovereign nation! 
Alas, it is clear that the “postponement without voting” 
was conceived by its inventors only as a means for gain- 
ing time. This was necessary in order to give the United 
States Delegation the time required to “use the whip” on 
additional Nations dependent for their existence upon 
financial assistance from the United States. To obtain 
the necessary majority of favorable votes for the Zion- 
ists’ partition plan, it was considered practical by this 
means to “capture” several additional United Nations 
Members and influence them to vote “Yes” on the Zion- 
ista’ Palestine partition plan in place of their previously 
stated intention to vote “No” when voting on it. 


Drew Pearson exposes Zionist power over Washington 


After the United Nations General Assembly, on 
November 26, 1947 agreed to the “postponement” of the 
voting for “twenty-four hours”, Drew Pearson and 
other columnists and radio commentators gave consid- 
erable publicity to a story telling how President Tru- 
man, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, Messrs, Harvey Firestone, 
Adolph Berle and other powerful figures in the political 
and financial world, promptly took steps to prevail upon 
the heads of a sufficient number of governments to as- 


“sure the necessary majority in the General Assembly 


when the vote was eventually taken. According to Drew 
Pearson and his collaborators, these notable figures in 
American public life, inside and outside the govern- 
ment, pressured the heads of these additional govern- 
ments in person or by trans-Atlantic and trans-Pacific 
telephone. They prevailed upon them to reverse the posi- 
tions which their governments had already publicly 
taken to cast their votes against the Zionists’ Palestine 
partition plan. The representatives of these govern- 
ments in United Nations General Assembly had openly 
stated in the meeting of the General Assembly held at 
Flushing Meadows on November 26, 1947 that they 
would vote “No” on the resolution “recommending” the 
Zionists’ Palestine Partition plan to United Nations 
Members for adoption“. 


The Thanksgiving holiday which fell that year 
on November 27, 1948 and which was observed by 
United Nations intervened and prevented the voting to 
be held until November 29, 1947. When the vote was 
finally taken on that date, the resolution “recommend- 
ing” the United States-sponsored Zionists’ Palestine 
partition plan, received the necessary additional votes. 
These additional votes supplied a sufficient total ef 
favorable votes to give the required majority. The 
friends of the Zionists in Washington and in Moscow 
thus “delivered” to the Zionists the “contract” which 
they had agreed to obtain for them from United Nations 
as their part of their bargain with the Zionists. 


Charter limits authority only te “recommendations” 

Following the voting in United Nations General 
Assembly on November 29, 1947, Communists and Zion- 
ists went to extremes with an intensive publicity cam- 
paign to convince the world that the “recommendation” 
of United Nations was a “decision” with a contrary 
implication which Zionists gave to it. They sought by 
every means possible to create the belief that the “rec- 
ommendation” of the resolution by United Nations was 
in fact, and in effect, a “decision” of United Nations 
possessing the force and effect of a duly authorized 
legal decree of a world government constituted with 
such authority by international treaty. 
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They even went so far as to lead the public to be- 


lieve that United Nations had the necessary interna- 
tional authority to enforce its “recommendations” with 
the assistance of an international police force. And they 
have apparently succeeded! 


‘The Soviet Union and its satellite states in United 


Nations, and Communists and Zionists the world over 
continue to circulate this wilfully and maliciously de- 
ceptive propaganda. In their public statements they eon- 
stantly refer to this United Nations “recommendation” 
as a United Nations “decision”. 


The Charter of United Nations is very explicit en 


this point, In the Fourth Chapter of the Charter, which 
bears the title, “The General Assembly”, in Article Ten, 
which bears the sub-title “Functions and Powers” 


(Chapter IV, Article 10), it is provided as follows: 
“The General Assembly MAY DISCUSS any ques- 
tions or any matters within the scope of the pres- , 
ent Charter, and, except as provided in Article 12, 
MAY MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS to Members 
of the United Nations or to the Security Council, or 
beth, on any such questions or matters.” 


The United Nations resolution itself indicates by 


tts wording that United Nations General Assembly 
never intended the resolution on Palestine partition to 


be anything more than a “RECOMMENDATION” 


under Chapter IV, Article 10 of the Charter. 


The preamble of this United Nations “resolution” 


of November 29, 1947, “recommending” to United 


Nations Members that they “adopt” the Zionists’ Pales- 


tine partition plan reads as follows: 


“FUTURE GOVERNMENT OF PALESTINE.” 
“The General Assembly, having met in special ses- 
sion. . , having constituted a Special Committee 
. . « having received and examined the report. 
considers that the present situation in Palestine 
.. „ takes note of the declaration of the Mandatory 
Power ....RECOMMENDS TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM, as the Mandatory Power for Palestine, 
AND TO ALL OTHER MEMBERS OF UNITED 
NATIONS, the adoption and implementation, with 
regard to the future Government of Palestine, of 
= Plan of Partition with Economic Union set out 
low :” 


This United Nations resolution “recommending” a 
form of future government for Palestine was the out- 
come of a request made to United Nations by the British 
in 1947. The British submitted the Palestine situation 
to the United Nations at that time under the terms of 
Chapter IV, Article 10 of United Nations Charter. The 
British had been experiencing considerable difficulties 
with the Zionists in Palestine. The destruction of the 
King David Hotel in Jerusalem with its tremendous loss 
ef innocent lives is one of many examples of the nature 
and extent of the outrages and atrocities perpetrated in 
Palestine by the Zionists. There were countless others. 


In their desperation the British resorted to the 
provisions of Chapter IV, Article 10 of United Nations 
Charter. The British hoped that United Nations Mem- 
bers might enjoy a greater degree of success than they 
had enjoyed during their previous twenty-five years’ 
struggles with the problem. The British realized the re- 
lentless futility of their many attempts to find a solution 
to the problem of “the future Government of Palestine” 
satisfactory both to the Arabs and to the Zionists. 


Treachery to Arab nations invites major U.S. A. disaster 


When the American people become better ac- 
quainted with all the facts, it will become increasingly 
difficult for the Communists and the Zionists to continue 
their deceptions. This will also afford the American peo- 
ple an opportunity to take the necessary steps toward re- 
gaining the respect, the confidence, and the cooperation 
of the one billion, four hundred million people in the 
Near East, the Middle East, the Far East and in North 
Africa. The information which has reached these people 
since November 29, 1947 has alienated their long-stand- 
ing sincere and loyal friendship for the people and the 
Government of the United States. The American people 
should not overlook this opportunity to preserve the sa- 
ered tradition of our Nation’s integrity. Neither should 
the American people ignore the extent to which the 
friendship of these people plays an important role in 
our Nation’s defense plans. The impact of developments 
in Palestine upon the future of United States security 
iz not sufficiently understood by enough people. 


In view of recent developments, it does not appear 
wholly improbable that the Communists and Zionists 
may succeed with their conspiracy to effect the partition 
of Palestine, and the creation of a synthetic sovereign 
Zionist state, by the use of international armed action. 
If they succeed, it will create many immediate and fu- 
ture dangerous international “situations”. Not the least 
of these may be the question of the “partition” of the 
United States. 


U. S. S. R. Comintern advocating “partition” of U. $. A. 


The Third Communist Internationale in its official 
pronouncements has advocated publicly that the Com- 
munists fight to create a separate sovereign Negro state 
within the present borders of the United States. Alex- 
ander Bittelman is one of the highest ranking Com- 
munists in the United States according to statements 
appearing in the newspapers. There are few persons in 
America who express with more authority the aims of 
Moscow’s Politbureau. He was recently arrested here and 
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re in the History of the Communist Party”, which outlines 
the purposes and the aspirations of the Comintern 
(Third Communist Internationale), Alexander Bittel- 
man has this to say on page 84: 


8 “In the Black Belt the full realization of this de- 
mand requires the fight for the national self - 
determination of the Negroes, including the right 
of separation from the United States and the organ- 
tzation of an independent state.” ; 


In their book, “The Negroes in a Soviet Tiori. 
Messrs. James W. Ford and James S. Allen, its authors, 
speak of the aspirations of the Comintern (Third 
Communist Internationale), concerning its policy upon 
the question of the “partition” of the United States into 
two separate sovereign states, one for our white popu- 
lation, and the other for our Negro population. Messrs. 
James W. Ford and James S. Allen express the feelings 
likewise of the Politbureau in Moscow. On Page 31 in 
this book they state: 


“In this situation the rebellion of the Negro people 
would give new strength to and hasten the prole- 
tarian revolution... (Ne oroes, ED.) would do every- 
thing in their power » win the laboring people of 
the Black Belt to fav_r complete independence from 
the capitalist-ruled Republic of the North ... AU 
communists would defend the right of the Negro 
people to make their choice.” 


The Soviet Union Delegate Alexi Pavlov, address- 

ing a United Nations committee in Paris on October 12, 
1948, expressed a sentiment very sympathetic with the 
above quotations by accusing the United States of prac- 
ticing “a shameful, dirty and unfair racial discrimina- 
tion”, and spoke of “terrorizing of Negroes” in the 
South of the United States. This may well have been 
the first gun fired in a long-range, well-planned propa- 
ganda campaign by the Communists te bring the hypo- 
thetical Negro “question” in the United States before 
United Nations under Charter IV, Article 10 of United 
Nations Charter. There is nothing which can prevent 
the Soviet Union or any of its satellite states in United 
Nations, or Ethiopia, or Liberia, or Haiti, in in fact, 
any United Nations Member, from bringing before 
+ United Nations this hypothetical Negro “question” in 
the United States in the same manner the British 
brought the Palestine “question” before United Nations 
for a “recommendation” under these same provisions. 
“The sauce for the goose is the sauce for the gander”. 


It is quite possible that at some future time the 
Soviet Union will be able to “use the whip” on sufficient 
United Nations members to obtain their affirmative votes 
for a resolution “recommending” the partition of the 
United States. The Soviet Union at some future time 
may be in a position to “use the whip” in the same man- 
ner that the United States “used the whip” on United 
Nations Members recently to obtain their affirmative 
votes for the resolution “recommending” the partition 
of Palestine. “Everything is possible in this world“. 


United Nations will have power to “partition” U. S. A. 


In United Nations voting procedure, only a two- 
thirds majority of United Nations Members present 
end voting is necessary to obtain United Nations ap- 
proval for a resolution in the sessions of United Nations 
General Assembly. The United Nations Members who 
abstain from voting when the votes are taken are not 
taken into account in the count of the final results. Con- 
sequently, if a relatively large number of United Nations 
Members abstain from voting when the vote is taken, 
tt requires a correspondingly smaller number of affirma- 
tive votes to obtain the required two-thirds majority of 
those United Nations Members present and voting. 


Under these circumstances, United Nations will be 
guilty of the greatest crime against civilization in all 
history if it encourages and recognizes the right of a 
religious, racial or nationalist minority to “proclaim” 
itself an independent sovereign state by means of an 
effective armed insurrection. If United Nations ratifies 
this terrorist method for the evolution of governments, 
this world may soon be “bleeding from every pore”. 
But blood enough has been shed by this generation 
trying to solve problems. Let us not create more. 
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“Invasion and aggression” Zionists’ guilt, not Arabs’ 


The American people have been the object of numer- 
ous attempts by the Communists and Zionists to win 
the support of Americans for Zionist aggression in 
Palestine. The “heavy artillery” of the Communist and 
Zionist propaganda armies has recently bombarded the 
American people with an unceasing barrage of untruths, 
half-truths, and misrepresentations regarding the so- 
called “invasion” of Palestine by the armies of five Arab 
states. This distortion of facts is an illustration of their 
well known policy of attempting to conceal their own 
guilt by accusing their victims of crimes which they 
themselves committed. They have wilfully and mali- 
ciously concealed from Americans the fact that these 
five Arab states were compelled to take certain steps 
under obligations imposed upon them by United Na- 
tions Regional Arrangements. United Nations Regional 
Arrangements placed the responsibility upon these five 
Arab states to send their armed forces into Palestine. 
Regardless of the fact that Zionists were creating the 
disturbance in Palestine, and that Zionist aggression 
in Palestine had gained the sympathy of the world, the 
five Arab states had a responsibility to fulfill. The obli- 
gation of the five Arab states would have been identically 
the same if the disturbance in Palestine was being 
caused by Christians or Moslems, or revolutionists of 
any racial, nationalist or religious background. 


The principle of Regional Arrangements has long 
been internationally recognized. The Regional Arrange- 
ment best known to the American people is the Monroe 
Doctrine. Another Regional Arrangement for whose 
creation the United States is responsible is the Pan- 
American Union-Regional Arrangement. This Regional 
Arrangement is a mutual defense treaty by and between 
the countries of North and South America. Another 
Regional Arrangement, or mutual defense treaty, is the 
Beneluz-Regional Arrangement. That mutual defense 
treaty is by and between leading countries in Western 
Europe. It was organized at the behest of the United 
States. There is now in the process of formation another 
Regional Arrangement, or mutual defense treaty, which 
will be known as the Western European Union-Regional 
Arrangement. There is also now in the process of for- 
mation another Regional Arrangement, or mutual de- 
fense treaty, which will be known as the North Atlantie 
Defense Union-Regional Arrangement. This will be a 
Regional Arrangement, or mutual defense treaty, by 
and between United States, Canada, Britain, France, 
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the outcome of local DOMESTIC DISPUTES as well 
as those which disturb INTERNATIONAL peace and 
security. The explicit provisions of United Nations 
Charter Regional Arrangements obliges the members 
of the Arab League-Regional Arrangement to extend 
their military aid to Palestine to resist the aggression 
there by 200,000 Zionist armed insurrectionists. These 
provisions of United Nations Charter read as follows: 


“1. Nothing in the present Charter precludes the ex- 


istence of REGIONAL ARRANGEMENTS or 
agencies for dealing with such matters relating 
to the maintenance of INTERNATIONAL peace 
and security AS ARE APPROPRIATE FOR 
REGIONAL ACTION, 


2.The Members of United Nations entering inte 


such arrangements or constituting such agencies 
SHALL MAKE EVERY EFFORT to achieve 
pacific settlements of LOCAL DISPUTES 
through such REGIONAL ARRANGEMENTS 
or by such regional agencies BEFORE REFER- 
RING THEM TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL 


8. The Security Council SHALL ENCOURAGE the 


development of pacific settlement of LOCAL 
DISPUTES through such REGIONAL AR- 
RANGEMENTS or by such regional agencies 
either ON THE INITIATIVE OF THE STATES 
CONCERNED or by reference by the Security 
Council.” 


In the case of Palestine the obligations and respon- 


sibilities of Members of the Arab League-Regional 
Arrangement are quite clear. When they were requested 
by Palestine, a Member of the Arab League-Regional 
Arrangement since its organization, their inescapable 
duty was to send adequate armed forces into Palestine 
promptly to seek “to achieve pacific settlement” of the 
“LOCAL DISPUTE” there. In order to “achieve pacifie 
settlement” of that “LOCAL DISPUTE”, the Members 
of the Arab League-Regional Arrangement properly 
should have sent into Palestine, judging from what has 
since been revealed there, 500,000 or more soldiers. The 
Zionists’ insurrectionist army is apparently composed 
of 200,000 well-trained, well-equipped men and women 
financed over many years by hundreds of millions of 
dollars supplied annually by their co-religionists and 
Christians, but for a truly humanitarian purpose. 


The Administration in Washington should not 


alone be held responsible. The Administration in Wash- 


Belgium, Holland, and Luxembourg. 


The very first of all the modern Regional Arrange- 
ments, or mutual defense treaties, was the Arab League. 
The Arab League was created in 1944 by Egypt, Saudi- 
Lebnon, Trans-Jordan AND 
PALESTINE. The Arab League was to be a Regional 
Arrangement for the mutual defense of its members 
and for the preservation of their national sovereignties 
and integrity. The Regional Arrangement known as 
the Arab League was registered with United Nations 
in 1945, and was the first Regional Arrcngement to be 
registered with United Nations. All other subsequent 
Regional Arrangements entered into between United 
Nations Members have also been registered with United 
Nations under the provisions of its Charter for that 
purpose. Help for their neighbors was the basic idea. 


It is important for Americans to note that Chapter 


Arabia, Syria, Iraq, 


VII of the United Nations Charter bears the title, 


“Regional Arrangement”. This entire chapter of thë 


Charter deals with nothing else but the responsibilities 
of United Nations Members with regard to their obli- 
gations under “Regional Arrangements”. In Chapter 
VIIE of the Charter, “Regional Arrangements”, there 
appear the THREE PRIVILEGES granted to the United 
Nations Members of Regional Arrangements. In the 
same chapter there also appear the THREE OBLIGA- 
TIONS associated with these THREE PRIVILEGES.

ABW OR GENTILE, NO DIFFERENCE 
Some will read into these reluctant indignant sen- 


tences evidence that I am anti-Jewish. They may think 

« What they will and say what they please. When the 
acousations come in, as they surely will, I shall not 
bether to acknowledge, not to say answer them. But 
I will condescend so far as to explain here and now 
once and for all that if my country had acted with the 
game reckless disregard for ethics in regard to Greece 
or Turkey or China or Korea or Liberia or Liechten- 
‘stein, I would have expressed my disappointment and 
disgust in equally vigorous phrases. It is a matter of 
no importance to me that Jews and Arabs happened 
to be the occasion of the shame of my country. If 
it had been Hungarians and Rumanians, or Hot- 
tentots and Sengelese, my reaction would be exactly 
the same. All that concerns me in this moment of 
disillusion is that the ideal of America as not only polit- 
ically and historically but morally different from the 
kingdoms and ‘empires which for thousands of years 
have cursed the earth with their villainies—that ideal 
is gone. I might have known it when we dropped the 
atom bomb on helpless Japanese peasants in their 
homes and in the fields of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
Hven a military man—Hanson Baldwin—had sense to 
see that at that moment we fell from our pedestal. He 
saw it and he said it. I also saw it and said it (see The 
Catholic World for September, 1945) but I still hoped 
that what we had done at Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
might have been a solitary blunder. Now I see that 
we are deliberately embarked upon a course of political 
crime. From now on we shall emulate Britain, France, 
Spain, Metternich, Talleyrand, Machiavelli. We have 
abandoned our 150 year old tradition of political iso- 
lation. We have committed ourselves to intervention, 
and with intervention we have accepted the methods 
of all previous interventionists. What Woodrow Wilson 
said of the countries of Burope, They are all tarred 
with the same stick,” can never be said again by a 
President of the United States unless the pot may call 
the kettle black. 


The judicious reader may say that this outburst of 
shame and wrath is too violent to have been caused 
by the one episode of our preciptate recognition of a 
state as existing before it did in fact exist. That reader 
will be right. My fears for our moral integrity have 
been rising ever since we went into the second world 
war. Someone has said, “we were lied into that war.” 
So we were. If the question had been asked imme- 
diately after Pearl Harbor, “Who hath sinned, this 
people or its President?” the answer would have been 
“not the people but the President.” He was in bad 
faith, we were in good faith. But now the people have 
compounded the crime with their government. The 
government has done a dastardly thing and the people 
have remained silent. 


“WHAT A FALL WAS THERE!” 

In The Catholic World, we have cried out against 
this sort of thing incessantly for the last nine years. 
Fear and hope alternated within us. Now there is 
neither fear nor hope but conviction: America has 
taken its stand with the other nations of the world, as 
cynical, unscrupulous, contemptuous of ethics. The 
Palestine episode was the solvent dropped into a murky 
solution, making it perfectly clear. 


Last month I quoted Vergil who, speaking of Troy, 
said Fuit Dium, adapting his pharase to fit England, 
Fuit Britannia. Britain was and is no more. If some 
Floating Britisher now retorts, Fuit America, America 
has ceased to exist—that is to say America hás ceased 
to be what it was created to be—we can only cry 
teuche! America will continue for some years, perhaps 
fer some centuries, as a geographical and political en- 
tity. A an ideal it is done for. 


If there seems to be a too complete finality about 
that statement, let us qualify it. America as an ideal 
is finished unless America is converted, does penance, 
suffers, makes reparation and so regaigs divine grace. 
In the Old Testament God spoke by the mouth of the 
prophets to His people, threatening that He would cast 
them off unless they obeyed His commandments. He 
indicated that a nation, like an individual could lose its 
soul, and by the same sins. However, “still stands 
Thine ancient sacrifice, and humble and a contrite 
heart.” Can America as a nation become contrite? 
Yes, if she first be humbied. Shall we say God forbid 
that she be humbled? Say not God forbid, say rather

SILENCE WILL BE BETTER . 

T kass auld abur hat Siete Wy bite: E hg will, 
gloat over our defection from the thin ranks of those 
nations that have not been defiled by international sin. 
But if the British are wise they will refrain from any 
such cynical exultation. For many centuries the Eng- 
lish have been committing the crimes that we Ameri- 
cans have only of late learned to imitate. Against the 
American Colonists, and India, and Egypt and China— 
to say nothing of Ireland—Britain has offended. As 
for what she has done in Palestine in the twenty-six 


years that have elapsed since she accepted the man- 


date, only the brief statement need be made that she 
went in, accomplished little, made a sorry mess. of 
things, pulled out and left chaos behind her. The En- 
cyclopedia Britannica publication, Ten Eventful Years, 
says “Britain and the United States (Britain of neces- 
sity; we by choice) embroiled themselves more and 
more hopelessly in the complexities of the case” of 
Palestine. Britain, not so bereft of common sense as of 
honor, pulled out. We with neither common sense nor 
honor, plunged in. Britain with centuries of experience 
in imperialism, confesses defeat. Do we, raw neophytes 
at the game, expect success aiter the experts have con- 
fessed failure? What lunacy is this that has come 
upon us since we ventured into that—to us—terre in- 
cognita, internationalism ? 


Whatever be the strictly legal or logical deduction 
from the Balfour Declaration and the McMahon Reso- 
lution, those two documents were so craftily worded 
as to deceive both Jews and Arabs. As a matter of 
fact even in one document, the earlier of the two, may 
be found the double talk responsible for the present 
crisis. 


Tho Balfour Declaration of November 2, 1917, five 
weeks before the entry of Lord Allenby into Jerusalem 
reads: “His Majesty's Government view with favour 
the establishment in Palestine of a national home for 
the Jewish people and will use their ‘best endeavours 
to facilitate the achievement of that object, it being 
understood that nothing shall be done which may 
prejudice the civil and religious rights of existing non- 
Jewish communities in Palestine or the rights and polit- 
ical status enjoyed by the Jews in any other country.

What it appears to give with the right hand it takes 
away with the left. “A national home for the Jewish 
people” is a pretentious phrase if the Jews were to live 
in the house of the Arabs. If on the other hand the 
Arabs were to surrender part of their own home or 
even share their own home with the Jews, how was 
that arrangement to be managed without prejudice to 
the civil rights of the Arabs? The Jews interpreted 
the Declaration to mean that they were to possess 


Palestine “as the English possess England and the ° 


French possess France.” The Arabs interpreted the 
Declaration to mean that the Jews were to be guests 
in the Arabs’ house. Why don’t the British and all 
other adepta write diplomatic documents in unambig- 
uous language? The obvious answer is that diplomatic 
documents are meant to be ambiguous. Diplomats dis- 
pose of the problem at the moment, leaving the conse- 
quences to the next generation. We are the next gen- 
eration. 


Further to confuse confusion, Winston Churchill, 
Colonial Secretary in 1920, a year and a half after the 
end of the First War, issued a White Paper, explaining, 
says the Britannica, that Britain had no intention of 
creating a wholly Jewish Palestine or of contem- 
plating the disappearance or subordination of the Arab 
population. Yet in the White Paper we read that “the 
Jewish population is to be in Palestine as of right, 
and not on suffrance,” and that “the Jewish national 
home should be internationally guaranteed.” . 


DIPLOMATIO MAGICO 

It is doubtful if the Delphic Oracle ever did a better 
job of illumination-obfuscation than the Balfour Dec- 
laration, explained by the Churchill White Paper. Such 
is diplomatic verbiage. The diplomats could write 
simply and plainly if they would. It is because they 
won't say what they mean that we have wars. And 
now, we the United States of America are to join their 
company and play with them the international game 
of double talk and double cross. 


I hasten to confess that we, or rather our late Presi- 
dent, in our name but without our knowledge had al- 
ready indulged in that tricky game.

HAVE WE FORGOTTEN OUR PAST? 

The cheapest and meanest thing we have done in 
connection with the Palestine incident is our rebuke 
to the Lebanese Government, which had interrupted 
the progress of forty American Jews on their way to 
fight in Palestine. What else could Lebanon do? 
Neutral or belligerent it was her right and her duty 
not to let recruits for Haganah pass through her terri- 
tory. When our own Civil War was in progress we 
not only halted but we fired upon English ships running 
the blockade into the Confederacy. But now we have 
bullied little Lebanon for. doing what international law 
permits or even commands her to do! Worse still we 
lied about our motive: “there shall be no discrimination 
against bearers. of American passports on the ground 
of race, color or creed”! 


. The hypocrisy is nauseating. Lebanon didn’t stop 
those American Jews because they were Jews but bo- 
cause they were potential and intentional militants, 
As for “color,” why was that word lugged in? There 
are, I know, a few Jewish Negroes in the world, but 
were any of the forty blockade running recruits for 
Zion of that rare breed? The British may be right 
when they allege that the purpose of Mr. Truman’s 
breakneck speed in recognizing the Jewish State was 
to hold the Jewish vote for November elections. But 
did the Democratic National Committee see a chance of 
snaring some Negro votes by inserting the “color” into 
our communique to Lebanon? “Oh, what a tangled 
web we weave, When first we practice to deceive!” 
There should be someone in the Senate or the House 
at Washington to arise and cry shame. There seems 
to be no one. 


Of all men in either of the houses of Congress, Robert 
Taft has seemed to be the most likely candidate for 
statesmanship if not for the Presidency. But his moral 
judgment seems to have been affected by the hysteria 
in the atmosphere of Madison Square Garden filled 
with 19,000 Zionists or Zionist sympathizers and some 
75,000 more listening on the outside. So he plumped 
for the Jewish State as swiftly and as absolutely as 
President Truman and the Department of State. He 
demanded the lifting of the embargo against the sale 
of Arms to “the middle Hast”. By the “middle Hast” 
he meant, of course, the new Jewish State. The 
Arabs were already being supplied with arms and 
ammunition, perhaps also With military advice if not 
military personnel, by Britain. The Ukrainian delegate 
to the United Nations, declared in a forty minute tirade 
that “the armed forces of Trans-Jordan are in reality 
armed forces of the United Kingdom.” The Ukraine 
being a Soviet satellite, its delegate, Vassili Tarasenko, 
probably lied. But the lie was not made out of the 
whole cloth. 


SEEING IT THROUGH 

When he spoke, the British were arming the Arabs. 
To say nothing of the anomaly of the United States 
arming one side while Britain was arming the other, 
it may be asked if Mr. Taft realized fully the conse- 
quences of what he was recommending. To favor one 
side in a civil war is to take part in that war. Might 
not Mr. Taft have waited to ask the American people 
as a whole, or at least Congress, or the United Nations, 
whether our people, our Congress, our creature the U.N. 
would recommend our going to war? 


Mr. Gallup’s poll has seemingly shown that 65% 
of the American people have abandoned isolation. But 
did Mr. Gallup's agents when taking that poll (in the 
middie of May) explain that intervention, the only real 
alternate to isolation, means war? As far as I have 
seen in the newspapers, no one, from President Truman 
and Senator Taft all the way down the line to Mr, Gal- 
lup’s hired men, has put the question plainly to the 
people: “Do you favor going to war to \establish the 
Jewish State? Do you still favor going to war if we 
must wage war with the Pan-Arab League of 250 
million people? And if that war evolves into m war 
with Russia and thence becomes a third World War?” 
I could wish that Mr. Taft or Mr. Truman (I wouldn't 
bother overmuch with Mr. Gallup) would answer those 
questions. 


If the answer is that we should be willing to plunge 
the world into war a third time to provide the Jews 
a home in Palestine, the way would then be open to the 
inevitable question, “So you think it the vocation ef 
America not merely to arbitrate or legislate as one 
member of a world assembly, not merely to send food 
and money to a homeless people, but to go to their 
rescue with all the military might at our disposal, come 
what may, even though what comes be a world war?

And 
Greece? And Turkey? And Korea? A politician, in 
my book at least, is one who says we shall have whom 
we wish to save, we shall surrender the others to tyran- 
ny. A statesman, a philanthropist, a humanitarian, 

on the other hand is one who sees that if we make it 
our foreign policy to rescue distressed people from 
tyrants and to provide a homeland for the displaced, we 
must go through withit. If, at the risk of war, perhaps 
a “Holy War’ with the Arabs, or even a world war, 
we make a home for the Jews, we must take up in order 
the cause of all other displaced persons. Eighty per 
cent of them are non-Jewish. Them also must we save 
from their sad plight of wandering over ine tace or the 


earth. 


KEEP THE MOTIVE CLEAN 

We must find a homeland not only for Jews but for 
Christians. If to do so means to crowd them into a 
land where they are not welcome, it will be too bad 
but it must be done. vve have created a home xor the 


wandering Jew: now let us create four other homes 


for the four times as many wandering non-Jews. Let 
us do it even if we have to turn the whole world upside 
down, or set it ablaze again with universal war. If we 
discriminate between Jew and non-Jew it will be alleged 
that we act not from numanity but from some ulterior 
motive; even that we are impelled by the base motive 
of partisan politics. Already there are those who say 
we rushed to help the Jews because of the Jewish vote 
in New York, Chicago, Boston. We cannot let that sus- 
picion go unchallenged. We must complete our plan 
.of rescuing all who suffer, 


Will the Zionista themselves be as generous about 
finding a homeland for all other wanderers as they were 
about finding a home for themselves? We shall wait 
and watch and listen for word from Chaim Weizmann, 
President Truman, Senator Taft, Mayor O’Dwyer and 
the others whe expressed themselves s0 eloquently on 
and about the 15th of May. Will they love humanity 
in December (after election) as they did in May (before 
election)? We shall see. 


THE END SUPPOSKES THE MBANS 

I should like to remind all who fancy themselves as 
statesmen and not mere politicians, of the maxim they 
must have learned in logic, “Qui vult finem vult et 
media,” “he who wills to achieve a certain end must be 
understood to wish also the means to that end.“ If I 
will go to California—not wish but will—I must will 
also the means of getting to California, I can do it 
in ten hours by plane. If a plane is not available I must 
take the slow-poke method of going by train. If I can 
afford neither plane nor train I must go by bus. If I 
haven't the wherewithal for the bus I must thumb my 
way. If the laws of all the states across the continent 
are against hitchhikers, I must hoof it to California. 


If we really mean that it is the duty of the U. S. A. 
to right all wrongs in the world and to rescue all afflict- 
ed peoples, we must persuade the U.N. to attend to that 
little matter. If the U.N. declines to act, we must ask 
Britain to co-operate with us. If Britain excuses her- 
self, we must ask the “Western Union” of Europe. 
Since the Western Union is as yet unborn—except in 


desire—we must do what we can with propaganda. 


Propaganda failing we must make gifts of food and 
money. If food and money don’t turn the trick, we must 
try arms in the hands of others. If arms in the hands 
of others are insufficient we must ge to war ourselves 
to establish a home for the Jews in Palestine or to do 
any other task that we think humanitarian. Do Mr. 
2 pollees follow through like that? Does Mr. 

see the end in the beginning? etm at 
statesman? 


One immediate result of our over-hasty acknowledge- 
ment of Israel as a de facto government (of course it 
was not de facto when we said it was) is our apparent 
break with Britain. At the moment when the politicians 
were waving their arms and shouting wildly to frenzied 
crowds that we must lift the embargo on arms to Israel, 
Britain was shipping arms to the Arabs and declaring 
that she had no intention of ceasing to do so unless and 
until the U.N. should declare the Arabs aggressors. 
Be it remarked in passing that if the U.N. does so de- 
clare, it may change the political picture, but it will 
not alter the truth, But who cares for truth?

However it may be that Britain is not fooling but 
“playing it straight.” Once in a while there is a rift 
in the pea-soup fog of British diplomacy, and we catch 
a glimpse of what the British would, do if we. stupid 
American blunderers were suddenly to find ourselves 
embroiled in a “Holy War” with the vast Arab Union.

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Negro Editor Critical of Civil Rights 


There is an appalling lack of understanding of 
racial issue as it involves the Negro race in the 
United States due to Communist distortion of 
the problems entailed. For this reason Common 
Sense republishes an article from the November 
issue of Destiny Magazine, quoting David Lee, 
a Negro publisher whose newspaper, The Tele- 


graph”, of Newark, N. J., has a circulation of 


500,000, and is well qualified to speak for the 
Negro. As a champion of his race, Mr. Lee 
j assails the civil rights agitation and states: 


“I have just returned from an extensive tour 
‘of the South. In addition to meeting and talking 
with our agent and ‘distributors who get our 
newspapers out to more than 500,000 readers 
in the South, I met both Negroes and Whites 
in the urban and rural centers. 


‘Because of these personal observations, studies 
and contacts, I feel that I can speak with some 
degree of authority. I am certainly in a better 
position to voice an opinion than the Negro 
leader who occupies a suite in downtown New 
York and bases his opinions on the South from 
the distorted stories he reads in the Negro press 
and in The Daily Worker. 


“The racial lines in the South are so clearly 
drawn and defined there can be no confusion. 
When I am in Virginia or South Carolina I 
don’t wonder if I will be served if I walk into 
a White restaurant. I know the score. How- 
ever, I have walked into several right here in 
New Jersey where we have a civil-rights law, 
and have been refused service. 


“The Whites in the South stay with their own 
and the Negroes do likewise. This one fact has 
been the economic salvation of the Negro in 
the South. Atlanta, Georgia compares favorably 
with Newark in size and population. Negroes 
there own and control millions of dollars’ worth 
of business. All of the Negro business in New 
Jersey will not amount to as much as our race 
has in one city in Georgia. This is also true in 
South Carolina and Virginia. 


“New Jersey today boasts of more civil-rights 
legislation than any other state in the Union, 
and state government itself practices more dis- 
crimination than Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Ernest Collins, a young Negro, operates 
Negro in the motor vehicle department. All of 
the states mentioned employ plenty. 

“No matter what a Negro wants to do, he 
can do it in the South. In Spartanburg, South 
Carolina Ernest Collins, a young Negro, operates 
a large funeral home, a taxicab business, a filling 
station, grocery store, has several busses, runs 
a large farm and a night club. 

“Collins couldn’t do all that in New Jersey 
or New York. The only bus line operated by 
Negroes is in the South. The Safe Bus Company 
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in Winston-Salem, North Carolina, owns and 
operates over a hundred. If a Negro in New 
Jersey or New York had the money and at- 
tempted to obtain a franchise to operate a line 
he not only would be turned down, but he would 
be lucky if he didn’t get a bullet in the back. 


“The attitude of the Southerners toward our 
race is a natural psychological reaction and after- 
math of the Civil War. Negroes were the prop- 
erties of these people. 


“Certainly you could not expect the South to 
forget this in 75 or even & hundred and fifty 
years. That feeling has passed from one genera- 
tion to another, but it is not one of hatred for 
the Negro. The South just doesn’t believe that 
thé Negro has grown up. No section of the coun- 
try has made more progress in finding a work- 
able solution to the Negro problem than the 
South, Naturally Southerners are resentful when 
the North attempts to ram a civil-rights program 
down their throats. 


“The entire race program in America is wrong. 
We expend all our energies and spend. millions 
of dollars trying to convince White people that 
we are as good as they are, but we are an equal. 
Joe Louis is not looked upon as a Negro but 
the greatest fighter of all time, loved and ad- 
mired by Whites in South Carolina as much 
as by these in Michigan. He convinced the 
world, not by propaganda and agitation, but by 
demonstration. 


“Our fight for recognition, justice, civil rights 
and equality should be carried on within the race. 
Let us demonstrate to the world by our living 
standards, our conduct, ovr ability and intelli- 
gence, that we are the equal of any man, and 
when we shall have done this the entire world, 
including the South, will accept us on our terms. 
Our present program of threats and agitation 
makes enemies out of our friends.” 

é ¢ $ 


These remarks manifest the kind of under- 
standing needed and reflect an attitude which, 
if shared by others, can engender a spirit of 
respect between races as each recognizes the 
problems of other races. As stated in a previous 
editorial in “Destiny”, it is possible to live at 
peace and bring about good will between men 
of all races. But each race must develop equality 
of opportunity within its own racial bounds and 
its members secure for themselves the benefits 
that accrue to all men regardless of race or 
color under a system of free enterprise. 


It is unfortunate that propaganda of a vicious 
character, originating in Moscow, has distorted 
the issues involved and engendered ill-will among 
the unthinking of both the White and Negro 
races. It would be well if all concerned would 
recognize the origin of these lying and evil in- 
nuendoes and move to immediately counteract

If our beloved country is to avoid the pagan 
disasters which threaten it, it must be saved thru 
- greater knowledge and love and service of God. 
By themselves, economic or political or social 
theories have no power to pre- 
f/m serve mankind. Religion alone 
is the key to national as well as 
to individual and domestic and 

social security: 

Belief in God obligates the 
believer to recognize his moral 
responsibility towards God. Be- 
lief in God begets the personal 
obligation of prayer. The be- 
liever must proclaim the exist- 
ence and power and knowledge 
and justice and providence: and 
attributes of God. The. believer 
must thank God for all bless- 
ings received. The believer must 

express sorrow to God for all sins committed. 
The believer must constantly petition God for 
assistance. 


These elementary obligations of religion are 
binding upon all believers, irrespective of the par- 
ticular religion they profess, All believers are 
bound by the obligation to grow in the knowledge 
and love and service of God. 


These religious obligations are also binding 
upon all nations. No nation can fulfill its obfii- 
gations towards God by mere lip service or by 


casual and intermittent references to God. Any . 


nation that wishes to be true to God must utilize 
its powers and institutions to aid its citizens in 
the. performance of their obligations towards God. 
Since God created nations, this national religious 
obligation is first in time and first in importance. 


One of the ways in which a nation preserves 
itself and promotes the general welfare of its 
citizens is through the processes of formal edu- 
cation. Therefore, the educational system of 
every nation must be directed towards the re- 
ligious and spiritual training of youth. No nation 
which eliminates religion from education can 
claim to be true to God. 


On the basis of these elemental truths, we 
American citizens should awaken to our duties 
and responsibilities. We should see to it that 
all students in our public schools, from the el- 
ementary to the college inclusive, receive some 
training in God and the things of God. Within 
our public schools all students should be trained 
in the knowledge of God, in the moral duties of 


the ten commandments and in the necessity of 


prayer. 


Such religious training does not involve any 
prosleytizing of the members of one religious 
group by another. It involves training in funda- 
mental truths which are preached and practiced 
by all religions alike. 


Nor does such elemental and fundamental re- 
ligious training involve any violation of the first 
amendment of our Federal Constitution. This 
first amendment merely prohibits two things. 
It forbids the Congress to establish any one re- 
ligion as a State Religion. It also forbids any 
interference by Congress with the religious free- 
dom of American citizens. 


That is why the United States Supreme Court 
was definitely wrong when it recently decided 
that the use of public school premises for the 
teaching of religious truths was against the first 
amendment to our Constitution. 


No individual life and no human home can be 
successful unless they are tabernacles of God and 


agencies for God. Similarly no nation can be 
successful unless all its institutions, particularly 
its system of national education, are directed 
towards intensifying and increasing the religious 
as well as the economic and social life of its 


citizens,

Enver Hozha, 
Georgi Dimitroy and Marshall Tito are premiers 
of Albania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, respectively, 
Ending up the list of signers are Hertta Kussinen 
Leino and Yrjo Leino, daughter and son-in-law 
of Otto Kussinen, former secretary-general of 
Finland’s Communist Party. 


Other influential leaders in foreign governments 
who are graduates of the infamous Lenin Insti- 
tute are: Ernst Fisher, Parliament leader in 
Austria, Lazzlo Luca, co-leader with Anna Pau- 
ker in Romania, Luis Carlas Prestes, Communist 
Party head and leader of Parliament in Brazil, 
Romolu Betancourt, president of Venezuela, 
Nicholas Zachariades and Dimitrios Partsalides, 
leaders of the Communist underground in Greece 
and William Z. Foster, head of the Communist 
Party of America. 


Walter S. Steele, chairman of the National 
Security Committee of the American Coalition 
declared, “We have spent 20 billions of dollars ` 
in direct relief and seven and a quarter billion 
more in reconstruction abroad to revive war 
weary people and lands. The faats prove we have 
been building Communism abroad by these hu- 
manitarian measures.”

My friends, some powers, some intelligences 
certainly are responsible for the planned misrule 
which characterizes our age — the misrule which 
finds expression so often in government with 
its opposition to Christ and His principles; the 
misrule which is responsible for the policies that 
generate poverty, oppresson, hatred and war; 
the misrule which condemns the supernatural 
life established by Christ and which supports 
the theory that the sermon on the mount, the 
parable of the vineyard and the entire gospel 
of Christ should be ostracized from business, 
commerce, education, finance and government. 


“It is not prudent for Christians to insist upon 
the practices of Christianity in their everyday 
lives,” say some, because it begets intolerance, 
stirs up animosities and is counter to the rights 
of minorities.” 


Not prudent! St Paul calls this kind of pru- 
dence which banishes Christ and Christ’s prin- 
ciples from government and public institutions 
as the “wisdom of the flesh” and the “death of 
the soul” because it is not subject to the law 
of God. neither can it be (Romans viii; 7.) 


Leo XIII characterizes this as cowardice al- 
though some Christians regarded him as a rad- 
ical for saying so; and although many more paid 
little heed to his pleas for reorganizing a strong, 


courageous Christian front.

COMMUNIST AGENTS IN FEDERAL JOBS

The story of the activities of Communist agents 
within our Federal Government has been de- 
scribed as another “Canadian Spy Case”. It is 
more than that. Attempts to force a parallel 
with the Canadian case only obscure the fact 
that Congress is on the trail of something more 
insidious and more important than espionage. 


The committees under Senator Ferguson and 
Representative Thomas have already done one 
invaluable servicé. They have made it clear 
that we are not dealing with the activities of 
the Communist “Party”, but of the Russian 
NKVD. 


The Communist “Party” is not an American 
political party. Like the Russian Army, it serves 
the military purposes of the Soviet Government: 
Control of such an important military instrument 
could not be left to the aging, small-bore poli- 
ticians who seem to head American Communism. 
This American “Party” is merely one branch of 
the huge network under control of the NK VD. 


Congress is now working toward tlhe real 
question: what are the aims and activities of 
the NKVD-MVD on American soil? Mr. Cham- 
bers in a little-noticed statement said they are 
not primarily espionage. No one asked what 
they are. The answer is that the NKVD is en- 
gaged in placing its agents in key positions in 
American life in order to direct our policies to 
our self-destruction. 


NKVD penetration. into the Federal Govern- 
ment is part of a larger pattern for penetration 
into colleges, schools, the armed forces, private 
business, and the general communication of ideas. 
The work of the separate arms is synchronized 
from Moscow, by a few directing heads, into 
a smooth-working force of political “com- 
mandos”. These seek to seize the commanding 
heights of American Society, and thereby take 
over our country without any serious revolution- 
ary violence. 


“It can't be true”, say the pseudo-liberals. 
“The Grand Jury would have indicted. The FBI 
would have proved them guilty.” But guilty 
of what? Most American followers of the NK VD 
have committed no crime. They have violated 
no law. We have no law compelling Government 
employees to propose only ideas that are for thte 
good of their country. 


II 


The NKVD has been endeavoring to infiltrate 
the Federal Government since 1933. The first 
circle was evidently set up in the Department 
of Agriculture. Dr. Wirt told us about links in 
the Office of Education. 


Recruits were obtained from cells in the col- 
leges. Stalin ordered his followers to penetrate 
the American colleges as far back as 1929, when 
he saw that the depression was serious. This 
is documented in the reports of the Rapp-Coudert 
Committee of the New York legislature. 


Each cell divided and bred others. Directors 


of the NKVD sat with their maps of the “ter-

Let 
us cast aside our indifference, our false toler- 
ance, our criminal prudence, and organize thor- 
oughly to re-establish the social order of Jesus 
Christ for the protection of our nation against 
the incursions of a diabolical philosophy of in- 
ternationalism which is well organized amongst 
us. : 

The great St. Thomas is my authority for 


stating that “Our parents and our native land, 


by whom and in which we have been begotten 
and reared, are also principals of our existence 
and guidance. Accordingly, after God, a man 
is most indebted to his parents and his country.” 


Contrary to this is the new naturalism and 
internationalism which rejects both God and 


patriotism. 
condemned the naturalism which was rampant 
in his day, went on to say: “The advent of a 
universal republic, which is longed for by all the 
world’s worst elements of disorder, and con- 
fidently expected by them, is an idea which is 
now ripe for execution. From this republic, 
based on the principles of absolute equality of 
men and community of possessions, would be 
banished all national distinctions. Nor in it 
would the authority of the father over his chil- 
dren, or of the public power over the citizens, 
or of God over human society, any longer be 
acknowledged. If these ideas are put into prac- 
tice, there will inevitably follow a reign of un- 
heard-of terror“ 


Shame on those men who refuse to join with 
Christians in repelling Communism. 


Shame on those public teachers who, in pulpit, 
on platform and in pamphlet, decry the existence 
of an organized international, malicious group 
of men — the members of the mystical body of 
Satan — The Invisible Government. 


Shame on those apathetic Christians who, for 
the sake of financial gain, of social prominence 
and of fleeting fame, maintain that it is not 
prudent to oppose the hosts of anti-Christ and 
to join the ranks, cost what it may, of those who 
are defending the principles preached by our God 
and Master. 


Christian unification — a rebirth of Christian 
social action; a revived determination to break 
the bands of our lethargy and indifference — 
for these things I plead, as we rise from the 
tomb of our defeats to unfurl the flag of victory. 


_ Justice for all has specific principles. First, 
it is Christian. Second, it is social. Third, it is 
active. And fourth, it is militant. 


There are qualifications for all who are pre- 
pared to surrender the heresy of naturalism and 
to defend the truth if the ‘supernatural social 
order of Jesus Christ — an order that will not 
be tolerant with error; an order that will not be 
content with indifference, an order composed of 
members who, in the words of Leo XIII (“Lon- 
gin. Oceani”) are determined to cut off familiar 
intercourse not only with the openly wicked, 
but wth those who hide their real character 
under the mask of universal tolerance, of respect 
for all religions, of the mania for reconciling the 
maxims of the gospel with those of the revo- 
lution, Christ with Belial, and the Church of 
God with the state without God.” 


In 1906, long before the Spanish Civil War 
broke out, Pius & addressed a letter to the Church 
of Spain, the contents of which are applicable 
to American Christians. On that occasion — 
thirty years before the revolution — he said: 
“All must remember that nobody has the right 
to remain indifferent, when religion or the public 
welfare are in danger. Those who strive to de- 
stroy religion and civil society aim above all at 
getting control, as far as possible, of the direc- 
tion of public affairs and at having themselves 
elected legislators. It is therefore necessary 
that Christians should strive with all their might 


Pope Benedict XV, after having 
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to avert that danger.” 


Therefore we Christians in America must not 
be indifferent to the choice of legislators or con- 
gressmen or executives who seek to control our 


nation. 


Justice for all is primarily interested in the 
eternal salvation of the souls of men. We rec- 
ognize, however, that it is most difficult for a 
man to save his immortal soul when he is un- 
justly denied the s of this world. There- 


fore, this justice is likewise interested in the 


production and the just' distribution of the goods 
of this world — not distribution which i9 mea- 
sured out by the yardstick of scarcity, but a just 
distribution based upon our ability to produce — 
an ability which in America means plenty for all. 


God gave us plenty — plenty of raw materials, 
plenty of splendid factories, plenty of fields and 
mines, plenty of skilled workmen. 


If some policy — originating not with God 


but with man — hinders or hampers production 
and distribution, that policy must beat a retreat. 
Its beneficiaries must surrender; for God never 
intended or planned that a man-made economy 


‘should stand between His people and their just 


share in the goods of the nation where He placed 
them. 


This justice, I repeat, is vitally interested in 
this phase of our political and economic life be- 
cause, through the private control and issuance 
of money, the members of the mystiial body of 
Satan have imposed upon us through this fin- 
ancial power a tremendous handicap which places 
terrible obstacles in the way of those who are 
striving to live the life of a Christian. 


The most brilliant philosopher of all times 
once said (“De Regi Princi. 1-c-15”), “Two things 
are necessary for a good life. The first is vir- 
tuous action . . . The second. . is the suf- 
ficiency of material goods, the use of which is 
needed for virtuous action.” 


St. Thomas, the prince of philosophers, from 
whom I have just quoted, implies: We are in- 
terested in these things only insofar as politics 
which rule economics and economics which rule 
the production and distribution of goods are 
associated with virtuous action. 


It is true that, in one sense, a priest’s place 
is in the pulpit. But it is likewise true that when 
these subjects to which I have referred are in- 
timately concerned with the salvation of souls, 
their place likewise is in the pulpit. 


Of these things I speak to you today — par- 
ticularly to those of you who are timid, who 
fear being lashed by the tongues and propaganda 
of individuals and groups opposed to Christ and 
His teachings — to the end that you will put 


| aside your false prudence and your childish fears. 


The father of lies and his descendants will still 
proclaim through the press over the radio and 
on the silver screen that you stir up the multi- 
tudes; that you incite the mobs; that you are no 
friend of Caesar’s; that you consort with sinners. 
Such charges were leveled against Christ. 


Is the servant better than the Master? 


Are you reluctant to play your part in the 
Church Militant? 


Do you believe that it is possible to acquire 
full personal sanctification for yourself and your 
brothers in Christ when you refrain from doing 
your share in establishing social sanctification 
in a world and in a nat.:n whose policies too 
often are regulated by the ethics and laws which 
originate from the capital of the mystical body 
of Satan?

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PALESTINE GOES ATHEISTIC 


By David Goldstein, LL.D. 


The Holy Land is once more a tragic land. 
This is due to the United Nation’s proposal to 
partition a land that is geographically, ethno- 
logically, economically, and historically a natural 
unit, into three independent governmental areas: 
a Jewish State; an Arab State; and an interna- 
tionally-governed enclave embodying Jerusalem 
and its environs, This proposal has intensified 
the clash of Zionists and Arabs, 
begun when the Balfour Declar- 
ation was proclaimed in 1917. 

This is a clash of nationalisma, 
one of immigrants; the other 
natives whose forbears made up 
nine-tenths of the population for 
over thirteen centuries. Lord 
Moyne, the British Resident 
- Minister of the Middle East, 
said “the Palestine issue is dyn- 
amite” years before he was killed 
by the Stern Gang (1944) — 
the Gang that killed Count Ber- 
nadotte, whom these Zionist ex- 

s tremists warned on posters to 
“Get Out of Our Country.” Israeli owes its ex- 
istence to the modern Zionist movement. It is a 
secular movement originated by Theodor Herzl, 
a rationalist who was willing to “lead a great 
movement amongst the Jews for their voluntary 
and honorable conversion to Christianity” in re- 
turn for the Pope’s support of his cause (Bio- 
graphy of Theodor Herzl, the Jewish Publication 
Society of America). 


In the days before the present century, nearly 
all Jews in Palestine were of the Mizrachi, in- 
tensely religious Orthodox Jews. The influx 
of European immigrants into Palestine that be- 
gan with the promulgation of the Balfour Dec- 
laration — especially after the advent of Hitler, 
changed the population from religious to non- 
religious, if not actually anti-Jewish as far as 
religion is concerned. This resulted in “clashes 
between the religious and non-religious Jews 
in Tel Aviv,” as noted in the B’nai B’rith Maga- 
zine, 3 


Representative Frances P. Bolton, Ohio Con- 
gresswoman, reporting to the House after a 
visit abroad as a member of the Foreign Affairs 
sub-Committee, told of the “groups of Orthodox 
Jews in Palestine, strangely inarticulate, who 
told us that to them Zionism is the greatest trag- 
edy ever faced by the Jewish people” (Det. 1, 
1947). Rev. Paul Hutchinson, Editor of The 
Christian Century, after praising the material 
improvements wrought by the newcomers, said 
that he found only “a small number of Jewish 
inhabitants in Palestine to have an avowedly 
religious approach. The rest are either vocally 
atheistic or utterly indifferent to the claims of 
religion” (Oct. 1946). 


No Synagogues — No Prayer. 

_ Isaeli is called a “Jewish State,” yet such it 
is not, if by the term we mean a nation inhabited 
and governed by believers in the teachers of the 
Old Testament, particularly the Torah (five 
Books of Moses). Rabbi Albert Yanow said, in 
The Jewish Advocate (Boston, March 25, 1948), 
that “many Jews in the United States have cer- 
tain false conceptions concerning religious life 
in Palestine. It is widely thought that the Jews 
in Palestine are pious. . . . The majority of set- 
tlements have no synagogues and make no pro- 
vision for traditional prayer. The majority of 
the people do not go to the synagogue of the 
Sabbath ( which has been a legal holiday for 
nearly three decades) . . . Palestine-born Jews 
(who are a small minority) are confronted with 
a long and beautiful tradition that was meaning- 
ful for centuries for Jews throughout the world. 
However the condition and atmosphere which 
gave meaning to this tradition are not present 
in Palestine.” 


The Chief Rabbis of Palestine remonstrated 
against the “terrible offense” of desecrating the 
Sabbath by carrying on a folk-dance on a Friday 
night, in which 25,000 persons participated — a 
profanation comparable to Catholics having a 
dance festival on the eve of Good Friday. 


“The Jewish Comunity of Palestine will not 
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put up with the attempt made on various oc- 
casions in the past to force on the majority a 
mode of life not.degired by them. It seems that 
religious circles do not wish to accept the fact 
that religion has ceased to determine the Vishuv's 
(settlement’s) way of life. The vast majority 
of the Jewish community in this country is of 
a secular-minded and modern complexion; its 
views ate free and progressive and so. are its 
form of life. Attempts at imposing other patterns 
of behavior not only. amount to coercion, they are 
bound to failure at the outset” (Jewish Affair, 
Jewish Board of Deputies of South Africa, Aug. 
1947), 


It is this secularist, anti-Jewish religious char- 
acter of Zionism that caused Orthodox Jews to 
refrain from joining the Zionist movement until 
the Hitler slaughter prompted them to affiliate 
with it in order to further the “homeland” in 
Palestine as a place of refuge for their afflicted 
brethren. 


Now that Israeli, the so-called “Jewish State,” 
is a reality, a political battle is on between the 
religious and anti-religious elements for office 
therein, and the shaping of its Constitution. The 
political divisions in Palestine are greater than 
in any other country in the world. This was seen 
in the August, 1944 election of members of As- 
sephat Hanivharim, the Assembly set up through 
the Mandatory Power, Great Britain, after the 
promulgation of the Balfour Declaration. There 


were twenty-four political groups that nominated

Israeli's election, in January, will be for 120 
new members of Assephat Hanivharim. It is a 
foregone conclusion that the Mapia (Miflegat 
Poale Eretz Israel, “Party Workers of Israel”) 
shall have obtained the largest number of seats 
by the time this gets into print. It is a Socialist 
group that was affiliated with the Second Sociale 
ist International until it was dissolved. 


The second largest elected group is expected 
to be the Mapam (abbreviation for Mifleget Po- 
alim Meuhedeth, “The United Workers Party”) 
that is more distinctly Marxist, therefore not 
willing to hold off with maximum demands “be- 
cause huge amounts of private capital are needed 
to build the nation and absorb more immigrants. 


A battle has been raging among Israeli’s po- 
litical groups as to the basic principles if the yet 
unwritten Constitution. The Mizrachi want a 
Jewish State to be religiously Jewish, by ingert- 
ing into its Constitution provisions for Sabbath 
and other observances; and for schools that teach, 
and are conducted, according to the Old Testa- 
ment and Talmudic requirements. 


On the other hand, the Mapia, Mapam, Stern- 
ists, Irgunists, Revisionists Communists, and 
other leftist group “will not tolerate clericalism” 
in Israeli, for as The Sentinel says (Chicago, 
Aug. 5th, 1948), “the people of Israeli is further 
from all institutionalized religion than any other 
people in the world.” 


The protest aroused among Jews throughout 
our country, against Judaism being constitu- 
tionally recognized in the “Jewish State,” is of 
such a nature that one would think that they are 
citizens of Israeli as well as the U.S.A. For in- 
stance, the California Jewish Voice said (Los 
Angeles, Aug. 27, 1948), under he caption “Aaron 
Is Rarin’ ” — “We shall not sit lightly back while 
the theocrats seek to unload their baggage of 
ritual chains onto the shoulders of a freedom- 
living, just and gallant people. The compelling 
of a state’s school system by a segment of the 
population within its system; this attempt to 
foist religious canon upon secular institutions 
needs to be met . . A papacy in Jerusalem is 
no more palatable to us than a papacy in Rome.” 


The priesthood, sacrifices and Temple, called 
for in the Books of Moses, which Orthodox Jews 
naturally desire to reinstate ‘not realizing that 
they have been displaced by Jesus th Messiah, 
with a new priesthood and Sacrifice, in a Uni- 
versal Church), is scoffed at in The Jewish Voice 
as “Aaron is Rarin’”. The Editor asks: “Have 
we to look forward to the establishment of sac- 
rifices as well?” 


A Serious Problem u 
The situation is serious from a Christian point 
of view. Jerusalem, the city where our Lord shed 
His blood for the salvation of humankind — the 
birthplace of our Church, is 85% controlled at this 
writing by Israeli's Military Commander with 
troops determined upon making Jerusalem a part 
of Israeli, instead of withdrawing into the terri- 
tory assigned by the United Nations to a Jewish 
State whenever peace is restored in the capital 
of that tragic land. Three governments in a 
10,429 square-mile Palestine, the whole of which 
is a Christian sanctuary, is bad enough; but still 
more objectionable is it to have the UN promised 
enclave, Jerusalem and its environs, controlled 
by a Socalist non-religious Zionist force that has 
less respect for things Christian than it has for 
tradtional Jewsh principles and practices.

rain” of the Federal Government, and moved 
their followers to one key position after another. 
Communists in . Government and the colleges 
were ordered to recommend their comrades for 
all desirable openings. They were told to locate 
the key jobs, to know when they would be vacant, 
and to pull the strings. Their people always had 
the “best” recommendations. 


First the network placed its economists and 
lawyers. Then it moved its men into publicity 
and public relations. As the leaders learned 
more about the workings of our bureaucracy, 
they put their people into jobs as personnel di- 
rectors. Assistant directors proved even better 
for the purpose. These officials were never in the 
headlines. But they saw the incoming appli- 
cations; they could weed out thqse with an anti- 
Communist record in college, or “expedite” those 
who submitted recommendations with key names 
or had key experience to identify them. 


Administrative Assistants were another im- 
portant link. Top officials in Government de- 
partments make speeches but are shielded from 
knowledge of what goes on in their agencies. 
Th administrative assistant decides whom the 
chief will see, what correspondence he will sign, 
what reports he will read, and whether or not 
complaints shall be brought to his attention. 


Some of the people who were placed by the 
network were “innocents”; some were dreamy 
revolutionists; most were cold, cynical men who 
noticed that those whom the network favored 
advanced rapidly to the highest jobs. Many who 
were temporarily enmeshed by the network 
found their way out without much trouble. But 
the network grew because vacant places were 
promptly filled by new recruits from the colleges. 


When war came the veterans of eight years 
of conspiracy reached the highest policy levels. 
Always an invisible force was pushing the fav- 
ored higher. It was easier after Hitler attacked 


Russia. 
III 


Communist agents penetrated the unions, took 
over the funds, the press, the legal staffs; and 
industrial bitterness mounted. 


Men chosen. by the network began to direct 
American policy on every controversial question. 
As a reward they gained control of the political 
conduct of the war. 


Our victorious armies halted where Stalin 
wished. His followers managed Dumbarton 
Oaks, UN, UNRRA, our Polish and Spanish 
policies. They gave Manchuria and Northern 
Korea to Communism. They demoted General 
Patton, and wrote the infamous instructions un- 
der which General Marshall was sent to China. 
They dismantled German industry, ran the Nu- 
remberg trials and even sought to dictate. our 
economic policy in Japan. 

Their greatest victory was the “Morgenthau 
Plan”, 

The planned destruction of German economy 


has further weakened Western Europe and will 
cost every family in the United States a share 


of $18 billions to repair part of the damage 
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through ERP. What more could the heads of 
the network have done for their. masters? 


After the war was decided, the network moved 


the men on the chessboard to UN, UNRRA, the 
International Bank; then to positions in our 
colleges where they teach future Government 
employees, and to foundation which control the 
grants the colleges so desperately need. 


IV 
Why didn’t someone in the Government expose 
this state of affairs? Many tried, but they were 
silenced, or, if persistent, they were smeared 
by the branches of the network that worked 
through the press. 


The Dies Committee located the carriers of 
infection, and therefore was given the most vi- 
cious smearing of all. 


President Truman was given $26 million to 
root out “disloyalty”, but the hand of the network 
is all over the “loyalty investigaion”. There 
we no good réason for investigating all Govern- 
ment employees. That was the Communist way 
of “helping” the investigation. (The only proper 
procedure is to have a board review the evidence 
in the FBI files, and dismiss every employee 
who associated with members of the Network. 
No one has a “right” to Federal employment, if 
he has no sense.) 


We do not need more laws; we cannot enforce 
those we have, because the cold eyes of NK VD 
officials always find the openings where their 
agents can penetrate into enforcement agencies, 
or induce members of the press to help with 
propaganda about “red-baiting”. 


We are not concerned with a judicial problem 
of the guilt or innocence of individuals — except 
in the matter of perjury. We do not want any 
spy trials which will be lost before they are be- 
gun. Our problem is political. How can we get 
evidence about the top level of the Moscow- 
directed army which is within our gates? 


The Congress has done excellent work, but we 
do not yet see the size of the task before it. 
What we need from Congress is a complete 
set of intelligence reports. We want to know 
all the links through which Communism works, 
the “chain of command”, the infinite variety of 
its camouflage and propaganda devices. If Con-

gress gives us the pattern by which infilration © 


of administration has succeeded, the American 
people will find the political means to end for-

At the beginning of the First Armistice, 30 
years ago, some socialists organized the Amer- 
ican seétion of the Third International. Did yau 
notice their action, then? It was part of a change 
in a real One World that has covered the planet 
for a hundred yeaars. 


The people of this actual One World are born 
of all ancestries in all parts of the earth; they 
inherit all cultures, creeds and languages; but 
they have one history, one tradition, one faith 
and purpose. All have the same philosophy, 
the same mythology, the same culture — art, 
music, poetry, an enormous literature. In all 


countries they have their own nurseries, schools 


and colleges, shops, press, government, an ex- 
clusive social life. Wherever they go, they are 
with their own kind. And they go everywhere, 
for they have no country, no frontiers; police 
cannot stop them, they obey only their own 
8 "es to them the whole planet is

They number millions; they are fighting a 
world war they have been waging for a hundred 
yea ears, and it is open war; they declare it loudly. 
et few others hear or see them and many deny 
that they exist. 


In all history there is only one parallel to this 
unhidden but unnoticed enemy to all established 
institutions. The parallel was organized Chris- 
tianity during the first three centuries of what, 
today, we call the Christian era. During those 
centuries a- tiny minority of Christians, un- 
noticed but organized, disciplined, wholly de- 
voted to their faith, were then infiltrating the 
vast, heedless pagan world. Hilaire Belloc, a 
Catholic writer, sketches the process vividly in 
his book, Europe and The Faith. 


To a Marxian materialist, The Church seems 
to have made the most astounding conquest in 
history. Christ had twelve disciples. These 
twelve men, in three centuries. conquered the 
known world ; an Emperor’s edict made the world 
officially Christian, from Africa to the North 
Sea. Sixteen hundred years later, Lenin saw a 
coincidence. He, too, had few disciples; he, too, 
had a faith that (he was certain) must conquer 
the world. He asked himself How did The Church 
do it? He studied Church history earnestly, and 
when he organized his few disciples and, later, 
the Third International, he copied exactly the 
form of the early Church’s organization. 


The “cells” of rigorously selected, trained, dis- 
ciplined and obedient “professional revolution- 
ists” now in China, Timbuctoo, Cape Town, Teg- 
ucigalpa, London, Washington, Nome, your home 
town and all points between, are outwardly rep- 
licas of the tiny groups of Christians once un- 
noticed everywhere in the complacent glory of 
pagan Rome. 

The socialist fajth is the antagonist of Chris- 
tianity, of course. Socialism is the ancient pagan 
collectivism, reacting against Judeo-Christian in- 
dividualism. The Church never wholly destroyed 
Europe's pre-Christian paganism; again and 


again, through the Christian centuries, sects of 
“godless collectivists” defied The Church, and 
Christian Kings exterminated them. Collectivism 
was one of the heresies of the Reformation, and 
When anti-clericalism had weakened or broken

It was Jacob 
Schiff who not only financed (via Kuhn, Loeb 
and Company) the Bolshevist Revolution which 
took over Russia and transformed it into the 
Soviet Union in 1917 but it was the same Marx- 
ist Jacob Schiff who financed the training of 
approximately 125 Communist Jews in New York 
City who were sent from New York with Trot- 
sky, via Canada, under British protection, to 
Scandanavia to join Lenin (who had beer brought 
from Switzerland in a closed car via Germany) 
to make the revolution in Russia. 


From 1909 or 1912 onward it was Jacob Schiff's 
custom to drive through East Side New York 
several times each month, tossing coins from his 
car to the kids who ran after and thronged around 
his automobile. Some of these kids (the older 
ones) Schiff would call to his car, ascertain the 
names and addresses, and arrange that the more 
promising ones among them be given “scholar- 
ships” in ‘the Rand School of Socialism, which 
was, of course, one of the training centers, if 
not THE training center, just before and during 
the so-called First World War, of the Marxist 
revolutionaries who were numbered among the 
125 whom Trotsky took from New York to start 
the revolution in Russia. 


About this time, when Schiff was so active, 
Louis Brandies, now a member of the Supreme 
Court, along with his wife and daughter, were 
soliciting funds to support the Commonwealth 
College in Mena, Arkansas, This was the Com- 
munist college forced to close by the State of 
Arkansas. 


The United States was, and is now, the real 
headquarters of the Marxist Invisible Govern- 
ment, which is the power behind Communism.

the unity of Church and State, the latent pagan- 
ism revolted against both. 


The American Revolution made this pagan 
reaction a political.one: socialism. The Revolu- 
tion is Judeo-Christian individualism in political 
form. When men left all old institutions behind 
them in Europe, in empty North America they 
first fully understood that God endows every 
person with unalienable liberty. Therefore they 
made here the first police force that ever existed 
to protect the individual person from aggression, 
either by that police force itself or by a majority 
of other persons. 


This unheard-of repudiation of both monarchy 
and democracy seemed to Europeans, and still 
seems, sheer insanity. They do not yet know 
that a person is an active and self-controlling 
force. They still believe, as primitive savages 
do, that a person is a passive part of a human 
mass controlled by some Governing Force. 

When Americans made individualism the basis 
of a political State, Europes’ pagan collectivists 
reacted against it politically. Modern socialism 
began as a violent reaction against Americanism, 
in France in 1793. That first socialist Terror, 
leading to Napoleon‘s socialist dictatorship, is 


to communists what the®Declaration of 1776 is’ 


to Americans. Thermidor and Brumaire are as 
meaningful to them as Jefferson to us. Since 
1793, socialists have worked for a collectivist 
dictatorship, the opposite of a free society in 
which” Law protects the individual’s human 
rights. 


Marx made the socialist aim world-wide. Since 
1848 the members of the three Communist In- 
ternationals have worked steadily to destroy 
even the idea of individualism, with its bases of 
God-given individual responsibility, morality, and 
law, to take the whole world back to the collect- 
ivism of ancient Spartans and Aztecs. 


Thirty years ago when American socialists left 
the Second Communist International and joined 
the Third, they did not at all change their tra- 
ditional purpose.. Members of the First and 
Second Internationals (1866-1914) used persua- 
sion, the vote and legislation; they obeyed their 
Governments while changing them. In Lenin’s 
opinion, these socialists were “infected” by mor- 
ality, by humane motives, even by religion, all 
“bourgeois” (capitalist) rottenness. He trained 
his Bolsheviks to hate ; “You must learn to hate,” 
he repeated constantly. They must never trust 
a socialist who joined them from humane mo- 
tives; use him, then liquidate him; never trust 
him. s 

Fhe First International had seized power and 
failed to hold it in France in 1870. The Second 
had governed Germany for a generation, and 
collapsed in 1914. Nothing but total ruthlessness 
could win, Lenin said; trained. professional con- 
spirators must undermine capitalism, armed vio- 
lence must smash Governments and seize power ; 
nothing but merciless extermination of the cap- 
italist class, terror, torture, continuing suppres- 
sion; could hold power and creat the World Com- 
mune, 


In 1917, Lenin’s method wrecked the Russian 
socialist (Kerensky) government and seized pow- 
er and held it. In all countries the socialists who 
adopted Lenin’s method went from the Second 
International to the Third. 


' Fragments of the Second International remain 
in all countries. Their various factions — Social 
Democrats, Christian Socialists, etc. — are now 
governing the so-called “Western Democracies.”* 
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Norman Thomas leads the largest faction in this 
country. 


In thirty years there isn’t time enough to prove 
that Lenin’s method is more successfully destruc- 
tive than theirs. The present situation is that 
both are attacking human rights, morality and 
law. The Second International attacks in the field 
of thought and politics, through schools, 
‘churches, the press and legislation. These attacks 
confuse and corrupt your thinking apd mine, 
while the unorganized (sometimes even unaware) 
socialists called New Dealers, liberals, progres- 
sives, destroy. our political protection.. They 
demolish the American Federal structure, they 
centralize police force and realease it from the 
restraint of law, they replace law with dictator- 
ship called “executive directives” and social 
gains. I won't argue that this method isn’t more 
effective than Len.n’s; slower, more insidious, it 
arouses less resistance. 


But Lenin’s method is working, too. The, 


Third International's trained, disciplined, ruth- 


less fanatics are worming their way into every 


cranny of American life, into schools, churches, 
businesses, charities, labor unions, press, radio, 
army, Government. Never before in history has 
there been such a force at work — a world-wide 
Black Hand, unified under one control, animated 
by (if I may use Mr, Truman’s touchingly naive 
words) “a system of morals that are not morals,” 
and relentlessly working to destroy all Govern- 
ments and all government but its own. 


The conspiracy’s flexibility increases the dan- 
gér. The conspirators -have no principle; they 
have only a single objective: destruction. They 
unite with the “liberals” here and massacre them 
there; today they fight at your side, tomorrow 
they murder you. 


For instance, since 1920 the British socialists 
have had a policy midway between Second and 
Third Internationals. (Americans who urge 
these States to follow England’s “middle way” 
don’t know what they’re babbling about.) Lenin 
dubbed the British Labour Party. “the Second 
and a Half International,” and ordered the Third 

' International’s British section to work for La- 
bour Party victory in England. Today the Brit- 
ish Labour Party Government is communizing 
England with American support. 


In Germany, on the other hand, the Third In- 
ternational worked to wreck the Social Democrat 
(Second International) Weimar Republic. Never, 
I think, were so many doublecrosses doubly and 
redoubly double-crossed. But in main outline, 
the trick was this: The Kremlin maintained 
close relations with top-ranking German Army 
officers and used the organized German Com- 
munists (in conjunction with the Generals, Junk- 
ers, aristocrats and capitalists) to start an en- 


tirely new movement called National Bolshevism. 


Hitler seized it and called it National Socialism, 
But during the brief interruption by gunfire, the 
Kremlin kept German National Bolshevism in- 
tact and safe in Russia, calling its leaders the 
Free German Committee. And now they are rul- 
ing, under Stalin, the German land and wretched 
Germans that Mr. Roosevelt ‘advised by Alger 
Hiss) handed over to Stalin at Yalta. 


The few Americans who see the Third Inter- 
national haye been trying for twenty-five years 
to warn the others. The effort is a nightmare. 
The innocent, unsuspecting Americans cannot 
believe the truth; they are too busy even to hear 
it. They are hurrying to work, to conferences, to 
luncheons; they are happily putting their towns 
over the top in Community Chest drives, roaring 
at football games, playing golf, going to the 
movies. Remember Dr. Wirt, whose desperate 
shout made millions laugh? Wasn't the “House 
Un-American Committee” funny, calling Shirley 
Temple a Communist? Does Julia Stuart Poyntz's 
name mean anything to you? (She disappeared 
mysteriously.) Carlo Tresca? (Killed on the 
street in New York City. The New York Times 
mentioned casually that police invesigation was 
dropped, as it might annoy the Soviet Union.) 
General Walter Krivitsky? (Former chief of 
Soviet espionage in Europe; a refugee here, he 
revealed. the Stalin-Hitler pact; he knew more. 
Killed in his hotel room on Capitol Plaza in 
Washington.) The list is much longer. 


Many have died and others are risking their 
lives now, to warn the busily prosperous, salt-of- 
the-earth American who adds a merry proscript 
to a holiday note to me: “I hope the Un-American 
Committee goes out of business, they d surely 
investigate a red farmhouse. Horrors! there are 
two red squirrels at our bird-feeding boxes!“

method in coping with the money-changers (Gos- 
pel of Mark, XI, 15) and. will not enter into 
leagues or covenants with them. There are as 
many ways for implementing the hope which 
springs from a revived faith as there are indi- 
viduals inspired by such hope. Your way will 
become clearer to you. I was led to study cur- 
rent books and periodicals and to throw my sup- 
port, as small as it is, toward those which are 
not hostile to Christian civilization. With God’s 
help, my work has borne visible fruit even in the 
fifteen months since I left the army. 


Saint Paul listed faith, hope, and charity as 
the great Christian characteristics and stated 
that “the greatest of these is charity.” From the 
time of Christ until well along in this corrupt 
and pagan century, charity was the grace and 
ornament of the Christian Church. It was not 
merely the tangible evidence of unselfishness and 
a loving heart; in Christ’s own view it was a 
touchstone of sincerity and depth of the Chris- 
tian faith, for “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto- 


one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 


done it unto me.” It is thus of the profoundest 
importance that Christians watch what they do 
with charity. In so far as you are able, give per- 
sonal gifts which meet a material need or tend 
to bring Christ into the lives of those whom you 
wish to help. Let all your other charity be given 
through, the church. Never forget that when 
charity is taken away the church loses the great- 
est of the three supports named by St. Paul. 


Don't be deceived by the facile tongues of 
those who seek to lull you into believing that 
all is well. The stark truth is that Christianity 
has for more than a quarter of a century been in 
recession in the United States. As an example, 
consider our holidays. At the beginning of this 
century, the people in many parts of America 
took a week off to celebrate Christmas, a second 
week for the annual revival of their church, a day 
on Easter Monday, and à day on Whitsuntide 
Monday. There were thus fourteen Christ- 
inspired holidays in addition to Sundays. How 
many holidays or vacations are now related to 
the church? And is there not a strong pagan 
pressure already set in motion to make Christmas 
and Easter, the only two surviving universally 
observed Christian holidays, into orgies of ad- 
vertising which stampede Christians into buying 
things they cannot afford for recipients who do 
not need them? Remember your friends at 
Christmas, but let every card you send have on 
it a New Testament verse, a Church, a cross, a 
hymn, or some other symbol of your faith. In 
selecting presents do not forget that a dollar 
spent inadvisedly may really be a contribution 
to the cause of anti-Christ.

| REPORT BARES SOVIET 
CONTROL OF U. S. UNION 


(By Mrs, M. Conan, Phoenix, Ariz.) 


An AP item of Dec. 20th carries some very 


startling information. It is headed “Report Bares 
Soviet Control of U. S. Union.” The article in- 
forms us.that an investigation by the house labor 
comittee discloses that Russia controls the U. S. 


electrical industry through Communist domin- ` 
ation of the United Electrical and Radio Work- 


ers Union, C.L.O. 


The item further states that Communists Have 
seized control of the union’s national office, the 
executive board, the paid staff and the union 
newspaper. “The large body of the union’s 
600,000 membership are loyal Americans, but 
they are under Communist control. Defense 
contracts on which members of the union are 
working include atomic energy machinery, jet 
propulsion, radar, signaling devices, electrical. 
instruments for airplanes and submarines. The 
hold of the Communists on America’s electrical 
industry is the hold af Russia.. It is communism 
in action. . . it is a present, danger.” 


Just how workers who are under Communist 
control can be called “loyal Americans” is hard 
to understand. Surely no one with an iota of 
concern for our national safety would allow him- 
self to be controlled by Communists. . 


Electricity is one of the most important fac- 


tors in our defense program. To allow an enemy 
country to take over that industry shows lack 
of intelligence on the part of our workers. Now 
that our danger has been pointed out by the labor 
investigation committee, immediate action should 
be taken to clean house in the union or else do 
away with the union entirely as being subvers- 
ive. A union with so little regard for our safety 
has no right to exist in America. 


NEW JERSEY POST OF VFW 
PROBES COMMON SENSE 


Marxist members of the V.F.W. Post in Plain-
